Governor Cummins said hfe believed 
the election would result in' a close 
hard light, but that Taft would. win.

Winnipeg. March 21. — Late last 
night an ofllclai statement was Issued 
regarding the outcome -of the secret 
meeting of the Grain Exchange held 
yesterday afternoon. Some 200 mem- 
bers were present, and It was thtis re- 
lU'csentatlve in character, many coun- 
try members being present. 

The council of the exchange sub- 
mitted a report, which was adopted 
unanimously, wherein was traced tho 
history of the half-million unfinished 
building on Lombard street, on -ivliich 
not onlv considerable .sums aro owed to 
contractors, but also $50,000 to tho 
Dominion bank, and $11,500 to the 
Imperial bank. Efforts had been made 
to ral.-;e $;!00.000 in England on mort- 
gage, hut tills was deiieiident on "the 
building l)elng first completed, which 
had been made Impossible by tlic dras- 
tic legislation to amend the charter, 
and its effect on cajiital. The coun- 
cil submitted throe lu-ojiositlons. The 
llrst projiosed an aHiiessment of .$500 
on each member in order to take over 
the building, but this was unanimous- 
ly voted down. Tho second declared 
that the grain exchange, owing to con- 
fiscatory legislation, was not able to 
proceed with tho >bulldlng, and sug- 
gested that tho contractors and banks 
be notified to that effect. 

Thld was accepted, the third propo,?- 
Itlon being made a kind of rider to 
It, namely, that a holding company 
should ibo formed privately to take 
over the property. What will happen 
Is that the building will be put up to 
the highest bidder by the sheriff, and 
If the liolding et)nipaiiy project falls 
through, it will piiss Into alien hands. 

p'oiir months ago seats on the Grain 
F/Xchiingi' sold freely at two thou- 
sand dollars, but tli(^ iirlce dropped to 
five hundred with the iia.-^slng of tho 
amendments io the charter by the le.g- 
Islatiire, and now they caniiiit be given 
away.

(piarters of a mile). The machine 
inount".d to a considerable height and 
Mr. Farman turned and swerved It 
with tho greatest daring to show that 
the niacliine was under perfect con- 
trol. The spectators gave the aero- 
naut an ovation when he landed. 

Mr. Farman on January 11 last at 
Issy twice comjileted a one-kilometre 
circle ■with his aerojilane in an en- 
deavor to win the Dutch Archdeacon 
prize of $30,000 which "was offered for 
a heavler-than-alr macliine making a 
circle kilometre. The record was not 
allowed, however, owing to the fact 
that, the committee having supervision 
over 'the award was not jireseiit. 

Two days later, however, Mr. Far- 
man described a. -circular kilometre 
with his "inablilne Iri "one minute and 
twenty-eight 'seconds in the presence 
of an official of the Aero club, and 
was awarded this prize. Aeronauts at 
that time considered the achlevepent 
of tlie "heavler-than-alr" machine of 
Mr, Framan the gre.-itest since Santos 
Dumont circumnavigated the Eiffel 
tower in a dirigible balloon. 

Following his record brcaldng per- 
.formance of yesterday, in Hying a mile 
and a half in his aeroplane, Henry 
Farman today made another siiecta- 
cular night at Issy, covering two and 
a half kilometers, a little less f.ian 
two mlle.i, in 3 minutes and 21 .'seconds. 
l.,aler, in comiiany with Leon de La- 
grage, he entered the latter's aero- 
jilane, ivbich moved over, the ground 
at the rate of about thirty miles an 
hour, and then went into the air, 
making a highl.v successful lliglit. 
Tills is the llrst time that an aero- 
I)Iaiic carrying two peojile lias made a 
successful lliglit, and tlie aeronauts 
were cheered by thousands of peojilo 
who had gathered. Theses acconiplisli- 
incnls of ye.^terda.\' and today are 
hailed with delight, as they ari; con- 
sidered as having demonstrated tiiat 
the problem of a(:rial navigation can 
be deiinltcdy solved, especially the 
(luestlon of e<iullibrlum.

AFFECTS MANY INTERESTS 



Programme Auopted After,- 
Conferring With Vari- 
ous Parties 



' Washington, 'Slarch' '' 21.-^Prestdent-' 
Roosevelt has' determined on. a Jegls- , 
latlvo programme, 'the enactment of- 
which will b(! urged upon congress la: 
a message wliu'li lie said today will 
go In next w.oi U. .l',aeh oL the meas- 
ures to be jiroposed involves dliliculties 
and each will have far-reaching effects 
on the business and economic condi- 
tions of the countr.v. 

The programme Is the iiroduct of 
important conferences, through which 
the iirosident has been put in pos- 
session of the views of all Interests 
concerned. Likewise the iittitudc of 
the leaders In both branches of con- 
gress has been made known. Its suc- 
cess depends upon the combined ef- 
forts which he believes can bo brought 
to bear in behalf- of -^the . whole .plan 
by those effected, •especially''- by"- some 
one of its features. 

Tlio prograniino Includes: A declar- 
ation in favor of a revision of the 
tariff at a special session to be held 
after JIarch 4, 1900; an .amendment ,' 
to the Sherman law so ,is to make Im- ■ 
portant concessions to combinations 
of labui and capital; limiting tho pow- 
ers of certain courts regarding In- 
junctions on labor; passage of an em- 
ployers' liability bill; passage of the 
Aldrich financial bill. 

The support of business and finan- 
cial Interests of tho middle west was 
pledged to the president on this pro- 
gramme, following an extended con- 
ference held at the White House last 
night. A most satisfactory conference 
was held at the president's office to- 
day with leaders of the two houses 
of congress. 

An agreement was reached between 
the president and the leaders of the 
house and senate In favor of a declar- 
ation for a .rvislon of the tariff at a 
special session to be held after March 
4, 1309. It was decided that the best ' 
manner In which to prepare for the 
legislation Is to have investigations 
conducted b.v the ways and means;;'

decayed clothing whlcli once contained 
a hiinuni form. 

Nothing hut the .'jUeloton was loft, 
hut from appearances tho remains 
were those of a man about (li'o feet, 
six Inches In hcl.Jsht, who at the time 
of death was clothed in apparently 
medium dark clolhing, soft brown felt 
lial, aiul jxissco.scd apparently brown 
liair, though ,the color is now almost 
undiatlnsulshable. From exposure 't^ 
tho elements tho clothing, which eii- 
easod the hohes, Is dllllcult o£ descrip- 
tion. '. : 

Lying by. the; side (ij/the gruesome 
evidence of a. dlsTarit' tVneedy wa.^ :\ 
revolver, oM fashioned and rusty, with 
one chamber containing a shell from 
which the bullet had been discharged, 
a])l)ar^ntly of a 3.S calibre. Through 
the .skull, above the right car Is tho 
hole made by tho passage of the bul- 
let, presumably diachurged from the 
revolver found. 

No Means of Identification 

The news of tho And 'was conveyed 
to the provincial police toy the Inmates 
of the Four Mile House. Tho remains 
were first discovered by Duncan Mc- 
Tavlsh, an employe of the E. G. Trior 
company, of this city. Mr. JIcTavlsh 
was out fdr a stroll arul hi walking 
through the,.WflOda unn.\pecledly came 
upon tho skeleton. Provincial Con- 
stable Conway was detailed to Inves- 
tigate but beyond tho finding of the 
remains there is .'ibsolutoly nothing 
to Indicate who the man wad, though 
the theory of tho ..police Is that tho 
death of tho imkhowh '^was^ the' result 
of his own act. 

It is an accepted fact by medical

The dead man had'^ohe'Vgbl'd capped 
tooth at tho hack of . the lower Jaw,' 
and gold filling between the two upper 
teeth in front, but there was nothing 
else which wo\ild give tho ^lightest 
clue to his identity. A small amount 
of money was found In the clothing, 
but so rusted as Xo be indlt-ilngulsh- 
able. 

No Ono Reported Missing 
Tlio prpvlhclal police ' authorities 
state that they havOj not, within the 
past year, 'received 'aiiy ''fritlmation of 
tlie disappearance of any one who 
would remotely answer tho meagre 
jleserlplMon offered by the ronuillns 
found yesterday, and those who reside 
within a short distance of tho spot 
where tho skeleton was found, can re- 
call no ono who, about that time of 
last year, had been .-icon in tliat vicin- 
ity. Tho clothing wa;-- in a ibad .state 
of decay when found, but an effort will 
be made to locate any marns there 
may be tliercon which niiglit lead to 
tlie Identillcation of tho unl;no\vn dead. 

Tho find was communicated to tlie- 
coroner Dr. Hart who will hold an In- 
quest on Jlonday afternoon at 2 
o'cloclc at tlie pniico court.

Washington, March 21.— "WJillo the 
supreme court or Other institutions 
nmy bo able to '.temporarily retard and 
seriously embarrass tho growth and 
action of our movement, we boldly as- 
sert tliat no power un earth can de- 
stroy, successfully, outlaw or disrupt 
the trades union movement." 

Tlie.sG words form the key to an ad- 
dress issued tonight to organized labor 
and fanners' associations by tho labor 
workers who liave been in session In 
this city for the jiast tour days, the 
meeting having been called by Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Fed- 
oration of Laljor, The address states 
that a large part of the discussions of 
tho conference wag devoted to consid- 
eration of the supreme.' court action in 
apjilying tho Sherman ahtl-trust, law 
to labor. 

'"J.'he proceedings," the address say.s, 
"were marked by tlie utmost harinony. 
There was indeed, tho intensity of 
feeling which so grave as situation 
must evoke. There 'was a sound de- 
termination that the work Initiated by 
this congress should not cease till the 
wrongs from which tho workers suffer 
shall bo righted, and their liberties, 
which have been Imiieriliod, sliall be 
restored and forever safeguarded.''

Iron horse from steaming Its Wiiy 
down to Battleford. 

The claim arose from a case tn-ougbt 
liy Mr.<!. Archibald McDonald, of Ht. 
Albert to recover $S,000 damages from 
the C. N. n. for Injuries received on a 
C. N. R. train at St. Albert In July, 
1907. Mr. Justice Harvey gave judg- 
nieiit for .Sl.JUO In favor of the jilaiii- 
lilf, and a certain jiei'iod was given In 
which tlie claim must be iiald. 

'I'lie head ollice of the (.;. X. R. at 
Winnipeg was noiilied, but no payment 
being reeel\'(.d by .Mrs. .McDonald be- 
furo the oNiiiration of the time limited 
for I'/nymciit, the sli(>rlfi: was instruct- 
ed to put the niaeliiiiery of the law in 
motion.

"13iilkeley valley is about seventy 
miles long and from four to ten miles 
wide.

"Ther.c Is one othcr.:thlng that ought 
to bo attended to, and.'that is tho mall 
service. It is verj' bad 'In winter- at 
present. Tho Dominloiy government 
put on two more cai;rlcrs about a year 
af;o, but tl)ijtjlsinot-j.'iyough... The mail 
comes Ihrough In .summer all right, 
but in winter^ \j'o.,(ire,juckyitO' get our 
loiters. The papers corao very Irregu- 
lar, and oftep. not at all. Th3 mail 
is taken in on dog sleighs which can 
only take liOO pounds weigiit. Tho re,- 
sult is that the letters aro :)Ut in lirst, 
and then cnougli jiapers to nnike the 
weight up, if there is room for jiiiy 
at all. Next year there will b(! a 
greater demand, and if tlie force is not 
Increased there will be a, largo pro- 
portion of tho letters left behind. 
Tlicre is no kick on the carriers. They 
aro all right, but there aro not enough 
of them. 

"There was some excltcmont over 
the FIndlay river strike Just before I 
left, and moat of tlie old-time pros- 
pectors have gone on the slampeile. 11 
Is about 200 mlle.s from Bnlkeley. The 
Iind has been much exaggerated by tho 
outside papers. Tho men did not wait 
to make a rich strike. They got good 
colors, and without waiting to reach 
bedrock, they came In to record. They 
only had a few dollars worth of dust 
with tliem. But the rindlay river is 
considered a good country iind those 
who know the district, think that there 
is a good chance of rich diggings 

"We were sliort of flour and a good 
inany otlier things this winter, but as 
there v,as iileiity of meat and potatoes 
there was no diinger of slarviillon. 
Still tliern is none to sjiare- before 1 
navigation ojiens."

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MR. KIPLING'S LATEST 

- Mr. Hudyard Kiptjing Is contributing 

4 series oif "Letters to the Family" In 
Collier's. It is not ii:\^.y to foresee 
their scoiie from the Jirst of the scries, 
Which doala largely with certain alleged 
Conversations which he bad on the 
'steamer which brought him to Canada 
on tlio occasion of liis last visit. If the 
others are not bctt<2r than tliis one, 
British institutions and English liter- 
ature would not Imve greutl.v suffered 
If they liad never boon written. He 
' begins by assuring us that the people 
■'of England arc mad because they have 
entrusted their affairs to the Liberals. 
Ho fwiit! v.-iV' r-qnacla for not 

ilrging something or other, which lie 
ib unable to dcOne, more strenuously 
li'pon the Mother Country, and then, 
with some flattorinfr references to the 
<'anadlan people and an appreciative, 
though vague comment on the 
magnitude of the problertis with which 
Canada has to deal, he brings his let- 
ter to a close with some allusions to 
the historical interest centering in 
Quebec. Mr. Kipling's Ideas seem to 
be in a muddle, which Is 'not surpris- 
ing, for he has attempted to digest in 
.p.. .Jew weeks prohlems which are the 
outgrowth of ccatiirlcs, and may re- 
tiuire generations for their solution. 
He writes such graphic EngUsy that 
one Is forced to read his productions, 
'.yi'hlch are attractive even to those 
Who do not agree with his conclu- 
sions.' When he was in "Victoria, he 
made a speech in which he said that 
the way to settle the labor question 
in Canada waa.'-tpt^.'Jpunip ' •ln"'nion -of 
our own blood. " The same thing 'ha,d 
been better said by a hundred other 
men, and if any one else than Kipling 
had said it in his words, he would 
liave been charged with treating a 
great subject with levity. So much 
does fame cover the vagaries of men 
of genius. Mr. Kipling's head seems 
to have been turned by lils reception 
in Canada, and this is not surprising, 
because to a man of the poetic tem- 
perament his ' transcontinental tour 
would necessarily ho Intoxicating. .T ' 
Concerning Mr. Kipling's abilities 
as a writer and his enthusiasm as an 
Imperialist, there can be no doubt, but 
neither he nor atiy other' m^n can go. 
on "striking twelve" every 'hoiir and 
on every conceivable subject. He had 
hardly got rested from his journe.v, 
the "tumult and' the shouting," with 
which he was everywhere greeted in 
Canada, had scarcely died, before ho 
aat down at ..his desk to pen his mes- 
sage to jBrltons beyond Seas. Ho 
would have been wiser if he had wait- 
ed longer, for the matured results of 
his observations miglit have been val- 
uable. He claUna to have discovered 
In Canada a "profound, sometimes 
humorous, often bewildered, always 
iiolite contempt" for Ungland, and he 
has chos<;n a New York publication a.s 
the means ot conveying his discovery 
to the wor'ld. Collier's pays welj for 
contributions from distinguished men 
— it pays better If there is a. sneer In 
them, and .Mr. Kipling seems to have 
been unable to resist the financial al- 
lurements held out to him. A scries of 
letters from a distinguished literary 
man, who had just concluded a 
triumphal tour across n continent, 
ina:<cs pretty good "cnp\-." and .Mi-. 
Kipling found in furnishing It an easy 
way to. earn a tidy sum. Ho writes 
easily upon dlfllcult subjects, and a 
man, who writes easily, is always un- 
der the tcmpliitiun to write lias'.il.\-. 
This .Mr. Kipling seems to have done. 
It would be an absurd exaggeration to 
say that In the first of his "Letters to 
the Family" ho has any message that 
warranted him In writing It.

That event was, In a cer- 
tain srnse, the turning point In the his- 
tor.\ of the province, although It was 
only one of many Ineident.s hading up 
to the grcii.t chauge. liancrol't, in liis 
"History of British Columljia," refer- 
ring to the discovery of gold in the 
Fraser, says: "High above all prin- 
cipalities and powers, above religious 
funalioism or love of empire, above 
patriotism, philanthropy, family af- 
fection, honor, virtue or things su- 
pernal or Infernal, there now arises In 
this XorthwcKt wilderness an influ- 
ence which oversliadowR e\-(ry other 
influence, which shrivels into Insig- 
nificance fur companies, licenses to 
trade, pounds per acre, settlement, 
skins,; of wild, beasts or 'llvos of w*ild 
men,' '^mlMlonaflesV ^'gdvernors, parlia- 
ments, houses of asscmbl.v and oven 
rum. H-ore history begins anew, it is 
as though nothing had been; us 
though all was present and to come." 
Of course this Is the language of ex- 
aggeration employed by a writer who 
aimed often at effect and eopinusness 
at Iho saiTitlce of aecurary, but In a 
way It is not an untruthful /le.'Jcrip-

J gold oii the' Fraser. Bancroft' gives 
very little credit to the contention 
that the existence of gold in'the Brit- 
ish Columbia streams was for a long 
time known to the Hudson Bay Com 
pany and suppressed for fear that, 1 
made known, -the Influx of people 
would Interfere'with the fur trade. lie 
gives a history of the early gold dis- 
coveries, which we summarize, and, it 
it hi Inaccurate in any patricular, we 
hope ■ a>iy: ;Ciolonist readers who are 
able wlir make the necessary correc 
tlons. It is desirable on hlstorlca 
grounds that the facts of the cas 
should be settled, while there are llv 
.Ing raeii to speak of them frorn their 
ovk'n knowledge: 

Joseph AV. i\IcKay discovered 'goic 
on Vancouver Island in isno, but no 
111 quantity. In the same yeav a bag 
of nuggets was brought '^dowhi from 
Queen Charlotte Islands. In the fol- 
lowing year several prospecting 
parties visited that group of Islands 
but only to return disappointed. In 
ISrii; an Indian chief brought some 
gold into Fort Simpson and told tho 
Factor that it came from a place 
seven days' journey Into tho Interior, 
but others told him the place oC dis- 
covery could be reached iu forty-eight 
hours. Chief Factor AVork went \iv 
tho Skoena to Investigate, but his er- 
rand was fruitless. Later In tho same 
year, under tho guidance of .■mother 
Indian, Worl; i-vidc another essay to 
find tho yellow metal, only to be again 
uiisuecessful. In his explorations of 
the Slmilkamcen region In 1853, Gen- 
eral G. 13. McClollan found gold, and 
his men panned it out .at the rate of 
about $2.00 per day. At various times 
between 1S55 and the date of the groat 
discovery small lots of gold had been 
brought into the Hudson Bay station 
at Kamloops. There seems to be some 
uncertalnt.v as to the exact date and 
the exact locality where the find was 
made, which caused the. rush of 
miners. Writing in 1860. Governor 
Douglas said: "Gold was first found 
on Thompson river by an Indian a 
quarter of a mile below Nlconimon. 
He is since dead. The Indian was 
taking a drink out of the river; hav- 
ing no vessel, he was quaffing from 
the stream, when ho perceived a shin- 
ing pebble, which he picked up, atul it 
proved to bo' gold. The 'whole tribe 
forthwith began to collect the glitter- 
ing metal." On the other hand. Fac- 
tor Flnlayson Is credited .with saying 
that gold was first found in crevices 
in the rocks of the Thompson, ami 
that McLean, tho officer in charge at 
Kamloops, sent down to Victoria for 
iron spoons with which to dig the 
nuggets out. Anderson, In his history 
of 'the North\vcst Coast, says that 
gold was found in llic Thompson in 
,a557, a'ff^ tlia.t..itywas the exaggerated 
'accoijnt=''6^-lts^^'dj^M^ led to 

the 'rii'sh 'from California in 1S5S. Dur- 
ing tho years preceding 1858, the 
precious metal' had been found in 
many pl.aces throughout what is now 
Southern Britisli Columbia, l)ut the 
quantities were not great in any case, 
thei.total amoiintfreceived by the Hud- 
'soh-'- Bto- ■officers up to the close of 
S57 not exceeding 300 oimces. It was 
during ClirLstnuis week, l.S.')7, that the 
people of .Victoria first learned with 
any ccrtalhty,' that there was likely 
to bo opened' a now source of activity. 
Chief Trader RIcLean sent down a 
letter at that time telling of the dis- 
enveric-i on the Tlioinpson, ;ind with it 
was a ba.Lf of dust. Thereupon Gov- 
ernor Douglas issued , a proclamation 
claiming all.' gold in its natural place 
of deposit to belong to the crown, and 
forbidding any one to dig for it "until 
auth(jrizcd in that behalf by Her .Ma- 
jesty's cololiial government." In Jaiui- 
ary, 1S58. the governor received con- 
firmatory, news of the richness of the 
Fraser river deposits, and In his diary 
he wrote tliat he entertained san- 
guine hopes that future researches 
v.ould develop stores of wealth equal 
to those of California. Bancroft says: 
"The first load of 450 adventurers left 
San Francisco on the UOth of April, 
IS.'.S." This ste.'imer arrived at Vic- 
toria on .Xiiril li.'illi. During the nc.\t 
six weeks over men landed in 

Victoria from "San Francisco, and the 
great rush to the Fraser was fully un- 
der way.

TIk; Toronto .N'l'WS.^ whieli Is in- 
dependent in |)olltics, has reviewed 
the record of the Liberal party -since 
1896, and advances some things that 
are well worth repealing.

"there lia\'o been reckless waste and 
a great deal ot Jobbery", and tho ex- 
travagance with 'which tho.adinlhlBtra- 
tlon of affairs 1ms" been caVricd'on are 
cited- as illustrations of the'^falhire 
of the government to meet the "tost 
of power." There is no manner of 
doubt that the. coat of administration- 
especially at the natiohal-'capltal has 
been outrageously rncreascd, and 
while the statement that $10,000,000 
could be saved annually without Im- 
pairing departmental cnicicncy rr. !iy tin 
an cxagBCi'atlon, the jnullirUcatioi'j of 



offices,' without scouring any increase 
of efllciencv. has grown to such pro- 
l)ortlons as to be a grave public scan- 
>ia.\. Tho administration of the public 
^domain in the new provinces and 
territories has been prolific of abuses 
and the manner in which inquiry 
has been obstructed Is calculated to 
destroy public confidence. Provincial 
autonomy has' bieon ' 'itnpairod; tho 
contract system ' has" been abused; the 
eleotc-rale has been scandalized by 
the use ot technical expedients to 
block the trial of election petitions. 
Those things. sho,w that the lilbieral 
party, notwithstanding all that may be 
said to its credit, and no one is so 
absiird as to claim tluit in twelve 
year's (t has done nothing good, has 
outlived its usefulness and all its best 
traditions.

The South Saanlch municipality has 
taken Ktep.s to better regulate the sale 
of liquor wltliln the limits of the; inU- 
nlcipallty. At yesterday afterii.^dn's 
fortnightly meeting of the ^febilncll ; a 
bylftvy. was Introduced for ■ the regfula- 
tl6n',!;.oi:- Uoenaed prehirsesi:; tHo;-provl8- 
idhs.-of.Awhlch 'are f rambd ' after those 
of the' bylaw now In force in Victoria. 
It algd^^folldwa the provincial law re- 
garding" the sale ot liquor to travelers, 
a traveller under the bylaw being de- 
llned a.s one wliu.su domicile is In cx- 
ee-ss o£ three miles from the licensed 
prenii.sea and he shall have actually 
travelled In excess of .that distance Im- 
mediately prior to' hls' bnterins: the li- 
censed promi.se.s. 

Tlio provisions regarding the grant- 
ing nt IlccnscH by the lleen.sc board, 
the luvuMtisatlon o[ complalnt.s of in- 
fractons of tlie bylaw, the prohibition 
of the sale of liquor to iliose obvious- 
ly under the iiulaence of drink, or to 
women who.so admittance tu the bar 
Is iirohlblted, are the same as those 
In the city bylaw. Xo card playing 
tor money or money's woVth, or gam- 
bling device of any kind will he per- 
mitted though card games (not pro- 
hibited by law) In the playing .'of 
which money Is not staked will be 
l)ermltted. 

Hours of Closing 

in regard to closing, the .same hour.s 
as in the city will be followed with 
the cx(:e])tloii that the bar.s may re- 
main open on .Saturday nights until 
midnight. Dancing jjartlcs or dances 
shall not be allowed on any licensed 
preniises except by special permit 
from the license commissioners. 

The consideration of the bylaw 
brought forth practically no comment, 
the councillors being,, unatilmous In 
^thelr opinion that It should ho passed 
though Councillor Nicholson was in 
clined to think that the provincial net 
if enforced, would meet all re(iulre- 
incnts. The bylaws will come up for 
final reconsideration and adojjtlon at 
the next nicetlng. 

^^'hat the powers of the municipal- 
ity are In regard to the assessing of 
the proi)erty of railway companies was 
explained in a lengthy commVinlcatlon 
written last year by John I.?. JlcKllll- 
g;in. surveyor of taxes and inspector 
of revenue for the provincial govern- 
ment, to R. B. I3rethour, clerk of the 
North Saanlch municipality, which 
communication was forwarded by Mr. 
Brethour to the South Saanlch clerk 
In response to a request, by the latter 
for information as to the method fol- 
lowed in North Saanlch. In his let- 
ter Mr. JicKilllgran/. stated .that the 
municipality has the right 'to' assess 
the real property of the railway com- 
pany situated within Its boundary. 
Municipality Has Power 
The former railway assessment act, 
\vhlch prohibited all nnmiclpalitles 
created after Feb. 21, 1895, from as- 
sessing the real property of railway 
companies situated within the muni- 
cipal boundaries, was repealed and 
the new act passed allows this right. 
But. Mr. McKIlllgan points out, the 
municipality can only assess the pro- 
perty (including read bed, rails and 
other Improvements thereon) at the 
cash value and not, as in the Kallway 
Assessment act at $10,000 i)er mile, as 
this- rate Is purely a provincial matter 
and Includes personal property and 
Income^of the comijany. The muni- 
cipal assessor can, therefore, . fix the 
value at such a sum. as would repre- 
sent the value of the particular par- 
cel occupied by the railway company. 
The value of the' right of way In- 
cluding Improvements must not be es- 
timated as part of the whole system, 
but only the cash value of the rails, 
ties, wire fences, buildings, etc., on 
the particular parcel of real property, 
the rlglit of way being equal to about 
twelve acres per mile. 

The facts set forth In Mr. McKIUi- 
gan's letter were referred to the mu- 
nicipal cleric, J. R. Carnilchael, who 
will soon commence the work of com- 
piling the assessment roll for the 
year. 

Want No Slaughter House 

A decided protest was made by 
Councillors Dunn and NIchoLson 
against the granting of a permit to 
Mcssers. McFadden & Mould, who de- 
sire to erect a slaughter house on lot 
77, Lake Hill district, ndjolnfng the 
Glanford load. A plan ot Uie proposed 
slaughterliou.'-'O was suljniltted and the 
applicants promised that the premises 
would bo kept In lirst class sanitary 
condition and all regulations wlileh 
the eoiini.'il sho\ild see fit to imiioso 
shoulrl l)i> observed. 

Opposing the recpiost. was a petltbm 
from practically every properly owner 
of that district, urging up(in the coun- 
cil the necessity of r(.'fusln.g to grant 
a permit. It was pointed out that the 
enaction of a slawihter house on the 
site proposed would fie a serious ine- 
iiaee to the public hi.'allli, as the 
sti-eam netirby woiihl be jiolluted l.y 
the niVal. The nelghbufing iireperty 
has lieen sold for residential purposes 
at high figures and the establishment 
of such a place would affect the value 
of the land. The distance from the 
public road where It was proposed to 
locate the slaughter house, should the 
permit have boon granted. Is joss than 
half that of the premises from which 
the same, parties were ejected a short 
time ago. 

Dogo Damage Flocks 

I'^or some time ptist numerous com- 
.nlalnts have been made to the coun- 
cil of the damage being done among 
siieep herds Ijy dogs, )nany head of 
stock having been killed by tlu! can- 
ines which roam the district. A pro- 
test was made by W. McKcnzle who 
asK-ed It the council could not t.-ike 
sdiTU! action to relieve the dlslrlet of 
the ))est. The council is of the o]jlnion 
that~lt has no power to assist the 
owners who will have recourse to an 
action against the owners of the 
offending canines. J 

A number of property owners of 
Strawberry Vale petitioned for needed 
lm|)rovcments to certain parts of Hol- 
land avenue ■which, It Is claimed. Is 
practically Impassible. The petition 
was referred to the road superinten- 
dent. 

It was decided in answer to a peti- 
tion from the property owners there- 
on, to name thp cross road, at the 
north end of Ellc lake between Ka.it 
Saanlch road and Msirk's crossing, 
Brooklolgh road, and Iho road super- 
intendent will 1)0 asked to niake an 
eslhnate of the cost ot repairing the 
road as far as Maynard's fi'ojTi the 
east road. 

Complaints ot the dumping or gar- 
bage on roads, and of the failure of 
owners to burn orchard cleanings, ote. 
were referred to the constable, and 



notices offering $10 reward for the 
conviction of anyone breaking tlie 
municipal by-laws will he put up at 
various places. ,

Official Statistics of 'Rainfall 
Snowfall and Tempera- 
ture for February 



Tho summary .of the weather experi- 
enced during the month of li"ebruary 
In thirty-eight places In British Cb- 
lumbla shows that Victoria has 
grounds for Its claims, to the most 
equable and least rigorous winter cli- 
mate In the iirovinee, as well as to 
having .a smaller rainfall than is cus- 
tomary in otlier places on the Pacific 
coast. February, it will be remem- 
bered, was not an unusually ])lensant 
month tor the time of year in Victoria, 
but the rainfall was only 4.30 inches 
with a fifth of an inch of snow. There 
were eighty-four hour.s and forty-two 
minutes of bright sunshine here dur- 
ing the same period, while the highest 
temperature was D1.2 on the 23rd and 
the lowest 2:1.7 on February 2.

SMALLER DEALS RULE 
IN REALTY MARKET 



Five and Six-Room Cottages 
Are Selling as Fast as 
They Are Built . 



The season has sufilclently far ad- 
vanced for the real estate men to 
have a i)rotty good Idea of the kind 
and amount of business they may ex- 
pect during the first half of this year, 
and the verdict Is falrl.v unanimous 
that there is a good steady demand 
from investors and homesee'kers, but 
that tho market has no speculative 
tendencies just now. 

Apart from a couple of deals to be 
noticed later, there have been but few 
large transactions '.during the ,paat 
two wciics, but there have -been an 
Increasingly* large number of small 
sales. Medium-priced lots and houses 
are moving quite well. This, how- 
ever, applies more 'especially to th'e 
new buildings. -Houses and lots in 
cases where most of tho value Is in 
the ground, are not so much in de- 
mand. 

The builders and contractors say 
much the same. There Is very little 
large new building going on, but any 
amount of small stuff. J''ive, si\' and 
seven room cottages at reasonable 
prices are selling almost as fa.^t as 
the,\- can bo built with no apparent 
cessation of the demand. Houses to 
rent are just as scarce as ever, which 
perhapH stimulates the anxiety to buy. 
.Some of these are bought ])y investors 
who wish to take advantage of the 
high rents prevailing, but most of 
them are occupied by the purchasers. 
The general money stringency has had 
a remarkable effect on tills class ot 
propei'ty. Tlie're are a number of 
builders who have been wont to sell 
their houses on easy terms, but tho 
Increased pi'lce of money h.-ia made 
this more dldicult. The re'sult Is (hat 
fifty and sixty pi^r cent Is being ask- 
ed where twent>'-ll\'e and thirty woidd 
ha\'e .sulllced a. year ago, and it speaks 
x'ohimes for the general prosperity of 
Victoria and for tho sound financial 
condition of tho average citizen that 
tho extra largo cash payment Is read- 
ily forthcoming and does not seem to 
have appreciably retarded transac- 
tions. It should bo added that the 
local labor market Is fully -supplied. 

Grant &■ Llneham announce ,that 
during the past ten days they -have 
completed .transfers Aggregating $47,- 
000, In valiie, in which two sales 
amounting to.about $18,000 apiece are 
Included. One of these la the Cecil 
property on Douglas street. This 
property Is Improved with a two story 
brick building and Is C.n feel 011 Doug- 
las and 80 feet on Courtney.

K. C A., occasioned by tho resignation 
of tho officer commanding and the 
company officers, and tho threatened 
retirement of tlie non-commissioned 
officers and men of the regiment. Is 
the arrangement being made lor a 
meeting ot the retiring officers and 
Lieut.-Col. Holmes, D. O. C. When he 
received the wholesale resignations 
in protl'st for the ,. »£usal of 
tho • government to provide the 
necessary equipment, the district 
officer commanding," sent word to 
Lieut.-Cul. Hall and others of the of- 
ficers whose resignations had been for- 
warded to him asking them to appoint 
a time for a meeting with him to dis- 
cuss the situation. Meanwhile, in the 
course of liis duty, Heiit.-Col. Holmes 
has for\Yarded the resignations to the 
iniUtia, department by mail.

There was nothing upon which tho 
buttons could bo sewn, though, and it 
was some time afterward, by dint of 
perslateiat requests that the uniforms 
vtero forthcoming. Since, however, 
there has been no shortage of buttons. 

The members of No. 1 company, the 
field company, are of course the most 
Interested in the securing of a modern 
battery.

In last week's Issue of Col- 
lier's Weekly, i<'rederlck I^eterson, M. 
D., has a short article giving some ad- 
vice on what we should eat that has 
at all events the merit of being easily 
under.'^tood. He says: 

"That we all eat too much and lay 
a great hiu'don upon our bodies hi so 
doing is likewise a fad, and our sec- 
ond principle in tlio matter of diet, 
siiould be to reduce the iiuantlty of 
food taken dally to an amount com- 
mensurate with good healtli. Aiiy loss 
of weight, provided the weight Is al- 
ready normal in proportion to height, 
would be an Index of too great a re- 
duction. 

"Willie tho food should bo varied In 
luallty and small in ipiu'ntlty, it should 
be tho best of Its kind and prepared 
with tho greatest simplicity. Had 
cooking is no more injurious than tlie 
otlier extreme — impressionism in cul- 
inary art. I'lainly cooked meats and 
vegetables without grease or condi- 
ments, fruits, nut.s, etc., in their na- 
tural state as desired; simple sDups 
and .purees; well-baiced or twice baked 
bread (lilco toast, .or zwlebach); milk, 
butter, cream, cheese, eggs; water, 
mild tea, and coffee for drinks, and In 
very small quantity at meals — all this 
should afford a good basis for a sub- 
stantial liygienic dietary for a hcaltliy 
person." 

If this advice were generally follow- 
ed the duties o£ liou.^ewlves would be 
greatly simplified. The time spent in 
making rich cakes and elaborate des- 
serts and pastry would bo s.avod for 
more ,^ important tasks. Dr. Peterson,' 
however, does not' say ' that therp' are 
no occasions on which his rule of sim- 
ple living may not be broken. Habit 
and temperament must be taken ac- 
count of even by pliysicians and no 
general rule will apply to all cases. 

Tlic dishonesty tli.it is at the bot- 
tom of almost all the schemes in wlilch 
prizes are given is seldom taken into 
account even by good women. .V let- 
tor enclosing a. stamp, or a small sum 
is sent in the hope tiiat a. yaiuable 
prlzb will be won. ^.Thousands'©! sucli 
letters furnish the money which would 
purchase many such prize.s. • That Is — ■ 
tho prize Is given not by the company 
or person wlio ostensibly bestows it, 
but tjy those wlio try for it. The dif- 
ference between this and plain, sim- 
ple gambling Ls hard to understand. 
Yet thousands of women who would 
look aghast at tlie idea of playing 
cards tor money enter into such com- 
petitions and are as proud of the 
prize, often a very trumpery affair, as 
If its possession, were ' a sign of su- 
perior skill or ability. Not long ago, 
a number of women In tho city were 
Induced to order an enlarged plioto- 
graph by tho statement that the work 
would not be charged for. When tho 
canvasser reappeared tho photograph 
was presented In a frame, tho cost of 
which far more than covered the en- 
largement of the picture. The palp- 
able dishonesty of the trick was dis- 
covered, in most cases, after it was 
too late to obtain redress. 

But tho loss whicli the victims of 
such fraiidulent schemes suffer is the 
smallest part of the harm they do. 
No one can obtain from another, ex- 
cept in tlie way of a gift, anything for 
wlilch she has not given a fair equiv- 
alent witliout suffering deterioration 
in character tar more serious than any 
more pecuniary loss. 'J'hero would bo 
far fewer great sv.'indlcrs In the world 
wore It not for the want of integrity 
in many of their victims.

The question of church union has 
heen solve' in the most practical way 
liy the religious bodies of London. 
The following extract shows that It is 
possible for men to worit side by '.-Ide 
for the benetU of mankind wltlnmL 
giving t>- their distinctive beliefs. 'I'lie 
good that may be accomplshed b.\- 
such united effort is incalculable: 

"A great campaign to make Lon- 
doners good was inaugurated tonight 
in Queen's Hall. The crusad<i has the 
supiiort of every religious denomina- 
tion in London, the County Couijcil 
iind other non-rellgiou.H bodies. Tho 
ArchTjislio)) of Canterbury, the Roman 
Catholic .Vrcbliisliop of 'Westminster, 
and Cliief Ralibl Adler lilessed the 
movement with messages of sym- 
patliy. T'he i)latfman speakers includ- 
ed the Blsho]) of London, the Bishop 
of Southw.'irli, some of the leading 
nonconformi.-t clergy '.ind the chair- 
man of tlie County Council, The 
movement was organi/.ed by tlie coun- 
cil lor the iironiotion of public moral- 
ity. The council, it will he r(tcalled, 
tolled f nii!tlme ago against living 
statuary exhililtions in tlr! music halls. 
'I'he r>islio|> of London said that tho 
objects of the cam])aigii were the dis- 
courar;e"neiit of degrading exhibitions, 
the removal of incentives to vice 
from slioji winilow.s, tlie suppression 
of paiiers in liitlng suggestive pictures, 
the abolition of questionable houses 
and tho elevation of public opinion 
until what is condemned In' • women 
shall no longer be condoned In men. 

"Religious London," declared tho 
Bishop, "means to speaif- with one 
Voice, and .speakln? thus, it .will, I be- 
lieve, be omnipotent. We liope to 
maico T.,ondon a decent oltjr. If .the 
law falls to help us we are coftfident 
of carrying the great' vvei*ht of public 
opinion Avith Us ' By^bringlng a suit- 
able bill in the House of^Lords. Wo 
should in Hticli a measure have the 
support of tho labor inembcr.s of tile 
House of Commons," 

Mr. H.nrrls, the cliairnian of the 
Comity Council, said the council was 
r(!ady and anxious to jiromote reforms 
In the interests of public morality.

"He's a Brick.'— The phrase, "He's 
a briclr," originated from an Eastern 
ruler, wlio while visiting a neighbor- 
ing principality asked his host to show 
hlin the fortitlcat ions. Waving his 
hand toward his troops, which were 
drawn up in soldierly array, tlie 
prince said to his guest, "Those are 
my iortlficotions; every man is a 
brick.' 

• "Scot-Froe." — 'l"he word "Scot-free" 
is a survival from ancient Anglo-Sax- 
on. Scot in this sense comes from the 
old English word "sccot," meanin.g a 
portion of tribute or taxation, and It 
is still In use in the Scandinavian 
language to signify treasure. In mod- 
ern English, however, it occurs in 
only two expressions, tho legal plira.-o, 
"to pay scot and.lot," and the ordin- 
ary word, "Scot-free." 

The "White Peath'er,"-^An old of- 
ilclai of the Smithsonian institution 
was speaking of the' origin of some 
well-known phrases and pointed to a 
small mounlOd bird. This bird was 
a French' gray on tho back, drab 
breast, black wings, and with a small 
but conspicuous white jpot at the base 
of the tail.

Choeolate Panoche 
Put over the.lire in a granite sauce- 
pan two cupfuls of i light brown sugar 
and one flf rleh:mllk wlth .biitter the 
size of a walnut, and- four table- 
siioonfuls of. ^ated chocblate; 'boil 
slowly and stir constantly "uritil a lit- 
tle, transferred' to ice wafer,.- hardens 
Instantly; add a toaspoonfiii- of vanilla, 
beat until as tliicic as can be poured, 
and spread over u buttered pan con- 
taining half a pint of chopped nuts. 

ChocolaU Caramefs 

Two cupfuls of white sugar, one of 
water, half a cupful of chocolate, but- 
ter size of small egg, one tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar;, boll until, when drop- 
ped in water. It is of a tougJi^. putty- 
like consistency. . '. '. 

. Craekie- 
Two cupfuls of white sugtir,' butter 
size of an egg, one cupful of water, 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice; when it 
hardens in "cold water remove from 
the lire and llavor with a teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla; a.s soon as cool enough 
to handle. Hour tho hands and pull. 
.Stretch at last into very thin, ribbon- 
like strips. 

Fruit Cream 
Cut a quantity of candied fruits in- 
to shreds or strips; cherries, citron, 
apricots' and peaches make a good 
combination. Put one pound of sugar 
into a saucepan and add witter, a te.i- 
si)oonfu! at .'i time, until It makes as 
tlrm a dougli as can be -.nirrcd with 
a spoon; set this within another pan 
of boiling water until it melts down 
Into a thin, milky liquid; stir thick 
with tiio minced fruits and dip into a 
buttered pan an Inch thick; when firm 
cut into bars or squares. It may bo 
flavored with lemon juice or vanilla. 

A Caucasian Wedding 
There aro few countries that offer 
stranger or more interesting scenes at 
a marriage ceremimy than Caucasia. 
.Music iirecodes the bridal procession, 
a crowd on foot keeiiing it company. 
A merryman wallt.s at the head of tho 
procession, holding out a long wooden 
skewer in each liand. On one skewer 
are slices of bread, the o'ther holds 
pieces of hot cooked meat cooling in 
the air. At the merryiiKUi's side trots 
a friend wl'th a dripping wino skin 
under ills arm. One foot of the skin 
is untiiHl and held together only by 
linger and tiiumb. Every passerby on 
the road must drink and take his bit 
of meat and bread from the' skewers 
By doing this he is supposed to have 
enjoyed the kindly fruits of the eanth 
and to have wished the bride happi- 
ness.

Round tho top of the bride's 
lieud is a shining black ring whicli ap- 
jiears much the same in effect as the 
ring ithat Zulu chiefs weave In their 
hair. i.)u each side of her fai-e long 
curls hang down. Over ring and curls 
floats a long, white gauze veil trim- 
med .Willi lace along tlii' edge At tin 
Ibride's siile sits the next prettiest girl 
in llie village, to keep her in couiiten- 
•■ince and divide the gaze of 'too ad- 
miring men. The music continues 
while tho marriage ceremony Is being 
lierformed in llie cluircb. I5'ys keu)! 
up I'anlasdc dancing at the church 
door. Then the procession i-efornis, 
the bridi groom climbs Into tho carl, 
Hoats hlinsolf beside tho brido and 
they go to Ithoir little liouse of wood 
aiid stone, llere tho .bridegroom lifts 
her out of the cart and carries Iier over 
the threshold into tlic scene of her 
new life.

In al- 
most every instance it Is an easy mat- 
ter to get tho waiver and sell the ro- 
leaae of tho plliyor, say.s Ray Zelgicr, 

III tho Philadelphia Press. 
Tliere"Soems 'it 'b6 <iulte a contrast 

in tho'-Wtews of the major and 'minor 
leaguers as to who is getting tho bene- 
fit of this trafric in ball playt.-rs. Ban 
.lohnson, president or the American 
league, claims that the club owners in 
Ills organisation . fritto.r away a barrel 
or coin- eabh.'ypar on young players. 
He estimates tliiVt Tfi per cent, of the 
cash paid for the youngsters Is a dead 
loss, as tho players taken by the m.'ijor 
league clubs aru returned to the minor 
leagues at a far less price than was 
paid for them. 

President .roliii.son wishes there wero 
some way to iier.siiade the cluli owners 
to go slower in the drartlng and ijur- 
cliaslng Inisiues.-^. Uofrutlier too 

many men an^ li. lag pickcil up in tho 
major league draf;riets," said Air. .lohn- 
son. "It is a laudalilc enterprise to 
strengthen a ball team in every way 
possible, but there is no use taking ev- 
i.'ry half-developed player into company 
too last for lilni. it makes the young- 
ster dissatisfied when ho roturns to 
the minors. Of course, ho wants a big 
league salary just the same, and If he 
doesn't gel it liis t.iall uUiyiiig Isn't as 
gooil, because he Is disgruntled." 

On the other hand, It you approach 
lids .'uihject to the dwiicr or manager 
or a, minor league club, ho Is over ready 
to sliow you how the niu.jor Icaguera 
are making a good profit o ntho play- 
ers they soil to the minor leagues. 

"If tho.v would regulate the drafting 
system so that a player would have to 
take a course In tho various minor 
leagues, just.- tlie same , as a student 
does in a collogo, I think tho evil would 
bo solved," said a prominent minor 
league manager to me the other day. 

"For instance. If there is a good 
player In Class C, the next higher class 
league In baseball should have tho first 
crack' at Idni and so on up tho lino 
until he had served at least four years 
In tho minor leagues. By that thno 
he would bo ripe for tlio major loaguc. 
and every league In tho country would 
have a place to look to for the purpose 
of replenishing tho men taken by the 
league ranking next above them. 

"Under the present plan every minor 
league In tho country is ridded of itp 
star players and tho following winter 
tliorc is a grand scrainlilo to get to- 
gether a good team for the coming 
season. 

"Tlio manager wIio succeeds in get- 
ting men taken liy the major league 
clubs must pay the price, and in al- 
most every Instance it amounts to 
more tlian ho received for tho players 
that were taken away from him." 

Now, there you are. The minor 
league owner claims lie is spending 
more money to get back' star players 
than ho received for tho good . ones 
ho lost. There is- 'a- discrepanoy 'some- 
where. , ■ 1 •(11 ' 1 

Certain it mustvbn.'that the manager.-? 
like Mack and Coinlskey, who dr.ift for 
purchase from 30 to •)!) young players 
each year, are not losing 7.'i per cent:, 
ot the money : they ^put into those play- 
ers. " . '■ 

If a plajrer Is tcUfy promlslas' but 
not "ripe.'" ho is '^farmed- out" for a 
year to develop. That is the ovll the 
national commission is trying to break 
up by forcing the club owners to get 
waivers from all the clubs in the two 
major leagues. 

Tho major league' owners undoubted- 
ly get a nice "r.ikc-off" on a number 
of players they sell to the minors. For 
instance, if a man caa bo drafted from 
one of the smaller leagues and is good 
enough lor one of tho big minor lea- 
gues, the ehanoan are that tho majors 
will get twice as much for him as tho 
draft price. Sometimes tho owner ot 
a. club in one league would like to get 
one or two of the players in other 
h.'agues. The only w;iy lie can get the 
man he wants is through a major 
league club ov.iur. who takes the 
player from one club and later turns 
him over to another. H Is frec]uentlv 
noticed in the list of players drafteil 
or purchased, the naiiK'S of men who 
could by no nie.-iiis liav,' been taken 
with a view to strengthening the team. 
They an' either taken on a speculation 
or as .L favor to help out some minor 
l..'.ieiii> owner who is friendly to the 
major leaguer. 

There are some i-ases in which the 
major league ehib owner sometimes 
gets "stung," but he has only himself 
to blame. Fretpiently a promising 
minor leaguer, well advertised, is tho 
filijiet of a spirited bidding contest be- 
tween rival club owners, and after all 
tlie player turns out to bo ii "gold 
briek.'- and is sent back to the minors 
I at a big loss. Hut when a, shrewd man- 
ager, like Mack or Comlskey, pays a 
I fancy price for a player, he comes 
( iire'tty near knowing what he is buy- 
ing.

' A Vancouver dispatch sayw: "Tliat 
tile coasting' laws of Canada as at 
present worded are no l)ar to Ameri- 
can or otlK-r foreign vessels handling 
('anadtin bonded goods was the rude 
.sliock Vancouver shipping iiiloroMts 
received today through, the iiiterpro- 
tatiun of tlie laws by ( ^oniniissloner 
of Customs McDougall. Following tlie 
certainty that an inunonKc tonnage of 
/hand Trunli Pacific supplies shipped 
from eitstern Canada via the Grand 
■'I'run'k road to Chicago and thence 
west via the Groat Nortliorn will soon 
he routed and will probably be Iran.s- 
Ahipped at Seattle lor I'rince Rupert, 
an apjtation to liave coasting laws en- 
forced will arise. Investigation de- 
veloped the astonishing fact that the 
laws do not prevent foreign vessels 
handling Canadian bonded freight so 
long as they , tratisport it from an Am- 
erican to a Canadian port. I'^or year.'* 
American vessels have been handling 
this freighl; from Seattle to Vicnria 
and from Vancouver to Skagway, but 
it was^' thought they were doing so 
only under privilege granted by order- 
In-council. Jt has now turned out that 
U; was no prlvllcBe, but a right. The 
result Is that a strong attompt v.'ill be 
made to have laws amended so that 
Inte'rests -of Canadian ^ shipping' may 
hijeicorfserved." 

. ii^hc' carrying oi; Canadian goods to 
Capadian points in the north by way 
of 'U. S. territory in U. S. bottoms by 
•way of Canadian waters has been car- 
ried on for many years imder an ar- 
rangement made by the government at 
Ottawa. To furtltcr the arrangoment 
Canadian customs officers were sta- 
tioned at Seattle and Skagway, and it 
was only by the goods being inspected 
when transferred from the cars which 
carried thorn to Seattle from Canadian 
Bojpts to the steamer being Inspected 

' b^-the officei^..f.ndt-further examitaed' on 
being landed tut Skagway for carriage 
over the White Pass &; Yukon route to 
Canadian territory that the goods were 
considered as Canadlan'^goods, other- 
wise the goods not passed by the cus« 
toms officers woul^ ' be considered as 
U. .S. freight, and duty levied accord- 
ingly. 

In thi.f connectfon, the Colonist of 
I'ob. 27, pitblishafl some letters to and 
froi-n John ■ JIcDougald, commissioner 
I'f custom.'^, in wbicli the point was 
rai.sed as to wlu-tbor goods consigned 
from points of origan within the Can- 
adian Yukon, that is to say, within 
the Dominion, upon t.hrougli bills of 
lading and carried in ves.sels of United 
States from Vancouver to Skagway in 
the tcrritor.v of Al.aslia, and tlience in 
tran.^it in bond over the Dominion 
lioundary, is a brancli of tlie act re- 
specting the coasting traxie of Canada. 

A letter on tlie .subject to tiu! ininis- 
Isr of justice at Ottawa and hl.s reply 
to the editor of tlie I'acilic Marino Re- 
view will also bo published, as fol- 
lows: 

The Hon. Minister of Justice, Ot- 
t.awa, Canada. 

Sir, — We have the honor to ro.spcct- 
fuliy direct your attention to the at- j 
laclied clipping 'from the Pacilic 'Mi\- \ 
rine Review, and which we note lias j 
been rcpublislicd' In certain Vancouver 
and Victoria daily papers has aroused 
much interest and discussion, we do, 
therefore, ask your department for a 
ruling herein, to-wlt: 

No. 1. Whether the conveyance of 
cargo In vessels of United States upon 
through bills of lading, -between Brit- 
ish Columbia ports and ports in the 
Canadian Yukon via Skagway and 
TVhlt? Pass and Yukon railway route, 
is not a breach of the Canadian coast- 
ing laws? 

No. 2. Whether such service and 
practice depends for authority upon 
un order in council passed in or about 
the year 1897-1S9S to 1809? 

No. 3. if such order In council is 
not "ultra vires" and therefore un- 
lawful, inasmuch as the ('anadiau 
.statutes api)oar on\y to authorize the 
goveriHU'-general In council granting 
Canadian coasting privileges to vessels 
of nations who grant equal coasting 
privileges to Caii.-idiau vessel.'), 

Pli-ase note tli.'it we do not submit 
there interrog.-itloiis in any idle spir- 
it of curiosit\- or controversy, but foi' 
our instruction and in the inLprei*t of 
oin- subscribor,s throughout the Do- 
minion of Canada, v.'hereln the Pacilic 
ilarlne Review is in considerable and 
responsible circulation. 

We should with cfpial persistency 
and promptness resent any attempt of 
Canadian vessels to unlawfully engage 
in tlui coasting trades of the Unileil 
States. 

John McDougald, commissioner of 
customs at Ottawa, replied to the edi- 
tor,' of the Review as follows; 
■■ Sir,— I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter of the 
4tlij Inst,, which has been transici'i i ci 
tp .this department li'om the depart - 
raept of Justice, on Iho subject of 
Tlnited States vessels carrying cargo 
between British Columbia port's and 
Vulfon ports via Skagway and \VhIt(! 
i'asa. 

Tn reply I enclose a copy of an ,ict 
respecting the coasting trade of Can- 
ada, iiroclalmod as in force Oct. ,■), ]!I02, 
Vide section ;i, wlilch provides that "no 
goods shall be carried by water frniu 
one port of Canada to another, except 
in Pritish ships." 

The carrying of gooils by United 
.States vessels froju Vancouver to 
SUag\vay would not iij>|iear to be a 
carrying of goods from one jiort of 
Canada to another since the scltlo- 
mont of the Alaska-YuUoii boundary. 
I do not desire, however, to engage In 
controversy on this s^ibject, as lliere is 
no change as yet In the re'riil.ntlonj'

TRIED TO SAIL 



Captain of Schooner Mildred Failed to 
Wait for Tug and Disaster 
Resulted 



iJetails of the wreijk o£ the schooner 
.Mildred, whicli have just reached Ho- 
(lulam, state that the disaster was due 
to the captain's efforts to bring his 
vessel into port without a tug.- Soon 
after the schooner struck the jetty and 
grounded the llfesaving crow at West- 
port saw the vessel's peril and imme- 
diately dis]>atclied the lifeboat from 
the inner harbor to the rescue. The 
transferring of the crew from tlie 
stranded vcss'.d to the lifcljoat was 
made in a small Ijo.'il, and Capt. Jacob- 
son, in command of tlic lifeboat, came 
nearly losing his boat and crew by be- 
ing swept unto the .rocks. A huge 
wave carried the lifeboat close to the 
jetty and, realizing that the craft and 
its crew would likely be thrown on 
the rocks, the order was given to "give 
way" and, as a l.irge w.'ivo came, the 
lifeboat was sv,-ept over thc-Jetty when 
the balance uf the ciew was taken off. 

The cook came nearly being drowned 
b^' being swejjt into the se.a, but he 
w.as finally fished out with bo.'itliooks. 
The lifeboat then made a run for tlie 
beacli and landed its load' and was 
taken- back around the jetty into the 
harbor. 

The Mildred now lies .ag.aln.sl the 
jetty, on the south sidi\ and at low 
Wittor the crew walk out to- the craft 
without welling tlu-ir feet. 'Hh.' Jiast 
few d.iys the crew h;is Iven engaged 
in strij)|dng the vessel of everything 
of value. The loss Is about .$30,000. 



IIMDRAVELLI HAS 

VERY IVIANY TROUBLES 



; -:The steamer Saratoga; of tho Alas- 
ka Steamship company, a .slsicr vessel 
'of the Northwestern salved" from I-.ii 
Touclie island by the' B. C, Salvage 
coniiiany's steamer Salvor, is on the 
rocks near tho western e.Mreme of 
Bushby Island. Prince AVilllani sound, 
about G5 miles from w-lierc the \oith- 
western was .stranded, and the steamer 
Salvor Is being made ready to be des- 
patched If required. The Saratoga 
is'hlch left Seattle on March 8 for "Val- 
des aiid Seward, struclt about one- 
eighth of a nilie from the point of 
Bushby island at high water on Fri- 
day afternoon, during a thick^snow- 
storm encountered half an iiour after 
leaving Ellamar. 

The Saratoga, Capt. '.Schaage, left 
Valdes , at niidniglit on Thursday 
southbound, and after loadin.g i-'lo tons 
of ore at Kllaiiiar was rounding Bushby 
island at full speed when, without 
warning, slic climbed uji on a snb- 
uierged reef. The sliii) was stucic I'.-ist 
and remained helpless in that position 
until tho biizsiard subsided half an 
hour later. 

As soon as the snowfall ccasedisuf- 
nciontly to permit of the shore lino 
to be o)).';(>r\-ed the order was given 
for ihi- iii(^ boats to be lowered to 
transfer all the passengers to Elluinar. 
Hardly was the llrst boat in tho water 
when tho steamer Elsie, Capt, Svcnsen, 
bound for C'ordov.a from Valdes, cnmc 
around tlic island and on being signal- 
ed the Elsie hove to and the six life 
boats from the .Saratoga ferried the 
passengers over to the Elsie, The 
I-Ilsio took the crowd back to ■\^aldes 
In charge of Purser l'''red Tracy, of the 
Saratoga. 

At no time was there an"y panic on 
the stranded vessel, even at the time 
she wont aground, when tho snow was 
falling so thick that It .was almost Im- 
possible to see froin the bridge to the 
deck. Tho passengers were practically 
all seasoned tr-aveler,'^, c\"en the women, 
and they all accepted the accident with 
oquanimlty. On the return to Valdes 
in (he Elsie no distress signals wjre 
flown .and in contradistinction to the 
experience of an hour before tlicre Avas 
not a flake of snow in tlic air, and tlio 
sun was shining brighth-.

! UnKcd Kingdom during 1007 was less 
by over i;:;0,000 ton.s than in tho pre- 
' vious year, (ho tonnage of the vessels 
i built to the classification of this Reg- 
I istry (Kooeded ahy previous record by 
as much as' 45 pdr cent., while the 
number of ships which this tonnage 
represents Is over 70 per cent greater 
than in V.'Oa, our previous record year. 
Prior to 1902 the number of owners 
who had bulll or were building vessels 
(0 the B. C, class was under 100, and 
now it is over 170. Trior to ISOU load 
line cerliricalcs had been granted by 
us to SOO vessels, representing 3,000,- 
000 tons of shipping, but now the fig- 
ures are .1,623 .vjdssoIs, representing 
over 5,000,000 totjs of shipping. . ' Those 
who are conriec.tfid .with the sea are in- 
tensely conservative and averse to 
change, and it was difficult at first to 
niaUe shipping people realize that this 
society, ;vhlch differed so completely 
In its niediod.s from (he older regis- 
(ries, w-as worihy of their .support. 
Now, however, (liat is all changed; and 
every one who is Interested in the con- 
tinued welfare of llritish sllipping is 
compelled to admit that our rules, 
based as they arc upon original scien- 
tific principles and capable of- expan- 
sion and adaptation to the ever vary- 
ing requirements of tho shipping com- 
munity, are an cJtpresulon of all tlia( 
Is best and m»>st efficient in shipbuild- 
ing construction. 

For General Trading 

"One of the most satisfactory fea- 
tures of our year's work has been built 
for general trading as distinguished 
from liners, and it also deserves to be; 
noticed that foreign owners are now 
beginning to ask that (heir vi'sscds he 
built to (he B. C. class, .'lud siii|)build- 
ers who build vec^sids (o sell abroad 
find tlia( our cl.issificadon is acceiited 
as readil.^■ as any odier. 

"You will rcuiembcr (ba( prior to (he 
iinport.-iiit revision of (he freeboaril 
(ables which took place in Marcli, lllOii, 
we ventured (o press upon the notice 
of the Board of trade the advisability 
of an international conference on the 
subject. Our provision was justified 
to (he extent, (bat during in07 an im- 
p(ir(.-ui( conference (ook place in Jlam- 
hurg ,-i( wbieli (eclmlcal represeiUa- 
tives appointed by the Hritisli .-ind 
German governments consulted togeth- 
er urioii (he desirabilUy of giving .-m 
liifernadonal status to the loadliiK^ 
renul;itiens of llie two countries. Nut 
the least disl ln(;u islicd of (hese repre- 
sentadves was our, own chief surveyor, 
who,' fully acciualntcd as he was with 
the views of this committee upon the 
matters to be discussed, and being 
himself an expert on the sublect, must 
have been of very groat .L'TlSTstance to 
the- conference In'' their deliberations 
and to the satisfactory agreement at

II; was pointed out during the discus- 
sion that some Xlrms, have seriously 
contemplated retiring from' business, or 
converting their business Into joint 
stock companies to lessen the personal 
liability question. 

It was decided tliat it was absolute 
ly neccss.ary to lay the matter In some 
form before tho Dominion and Provln 
clai governments and endeavor to 
have the law so modified that it might 
be less dangerous to vested flTTercsts, 
All Employers' assoQlationa In tho 
prQvInco will bo asked to :take; joint ac- 
tion In the matter.' > ' r. 

Another question discussed at length 
was tho lack of legal status of the 
imlons. It was thought that unions aa 
well as -Kmploycrs" assoclatlbna should 
be obliged to Incorporate under the 
Britisli Columbia net. 

The aii,niial report of the secretary 
dealt with siallstics regarding labor 
conditions. 'J'hc Industrial disputes 
during tho year wore few, but In every 
case the association prominently fig- 
ured in the adjustment of the difficul- 
ties, which were arranged Invariably 
on- a friendly basts.

. bery.' In ' the' TM^Ewan ■ hijl. s iAys tho 
Londoh Tlinea. i. Sir lAidovlo Grant 
presided. Fifty schookai' rfeciSlved llass, 
and each school sent about 3Q children 
to tho ceremony. 

Lord Sosebory, who was ' received 
Wlth'.great cheering, said: Sir Ludo 
Vic 6rftnt and Lady Moray, thbse two 
titles represent my only contribution 
to the acTuU part M thik aSiethbly 
(Laughtier.) I have beeH hoflored by 
. tho Victoria League by being en- 
irnsted With tho dtityi under the au- 
thorft^*' 6l this Edinburgh School 
Board, of lumdlng tb the represontn- 
live.^ of th(! Edinburgh Board schoola 
the Hugs which they have went down 
for that purpose. Now, I uin not go- 
ing to detain you children very long. 
I was told that you would not cnro 
very nuich about a long .speech, and 
I in-oniptly lepHed that I .'should care 
much less about It. (Cheerd.) There- 
• lore, I Khali say to you a very f.'W 
words, and tlie bo.sl advice I can glvo 
you is tills— Try and thlnlc that 1 am 
going to deliver a sermon to you, and 
then it win socm so dolightfuUy shortn, 
as cDiiipared With all other sonttortS, 
that it will bo over before you know 
that It has begun. (Cheers.) Do you 
understand what this nag represents. 
A great many grown-up people do not, 
and I think I should do well 1£ I have 
a sort of diagfam in my hand which 
will shbw you what I want to explain. 
Lord Rosebcry then unfurled one ot 
the flags. Pointing to ho ProceeO- 
^rt._\Vc begin with the Scottish flag, 
(Loud cheers.) The Scottish flag was 
a blue ground with a white fat. An- 
drew's Cross on it. You tan seO the 
blue ground and the white cros 
though one or two things have come 
over it since. (Laughtev.) Well, then, 
you all know that •.. Scotland became 
united to England first, by our KSr.g 
James VI. goltig ind taking possession 
of England (laughter and cheers), 
which I am happy to think the Scot- 
tish have kept over since (cheers), and 
then by the Treaty of Union in l<Ov. 
I apologize for the date; dates are hor- 
rid things. Well, then, we come to tho 
flag ot Kngland. (Cheers.) The flag 
of England was a white flag with a 
red cros.s on it, the Cross o£,St. .Georg<5. 
I am afraid I cannot manage to trace 
it, but that Is the English cross, that 
nmSed cross there; and sO> when the two 
'^lag*» were united"? yoii- Jiad the Scot- 
tish blue flag wlth'.the, white cross on 
it, and then over It there was the red 
cross of England coming right across 
It. Well, then we united with Ireland. 
(Cheers.) Ireland had a cross, too, the 
Cross of St. Patrick. That was also a 
red cross on a white ground, so then 
you had to combine Into one flag St. 
.iVndrew's white cross for Scotland, St. 
George's red cross for England, and 
St. Patrick's red * cross for Ireland. 
Well, the Inconvenience ot St. Patricks 
. red cross was that It was just the 
shape of St. itntJrew's cros.s, and so 
the only way in which we could fit tho 
three crosses in wa.s by putting the 
red St. Patrick'."? cross over the white 
Scottish St. Andrew's cros.s, and leav- 
ing quite enough of tho white St. An- 
drew's cross to show that It had not 
been extinguished by the red cross of 
St. Patrick. (Cheers.) i think you all 
understand — I am very Stiipld if you 
do not — the combination which is call- 
ed the Union Jack. (Cheers.) How 
'did we come to have a St. Andrew's 
croias in Scotland? Well, that is more 
than I can tell you. (LuUghtpr.) In 
old days, in the Middle Ages, countries 
used to like to have a aalnt under 
whose special protection they placed 
themselves, and .somewhere between 
■700 and' 800, the learned people tell us, 
Scotland choso St. Andrew. AVhy 
they choso St. Andrew I cannot tell 
you. St. Andrew, as we know, was a 
fisherman, and perhaps the great fish- 
ing Industry of Scotland made them 
want a tJsherman as their saint. Any- 
how, thejv took St. Andrew, and X ra- 
ther think Russia took St. Andrew too, 
so we shall never come to blow;i with 
Russia on that point, and somewhere 
in the south of Italy, where he has got 
moved by -some mysterious process, I 
have seen the tomb of St. Andrew. 
Tho Meaning of tho Flag 
Well, now you know of the mechan- 
ism of the flag. What does that flag 
Htand for? Of course it stands- for the 
United Kingdom and British Empire 
(cheers), but if the United Kingdom 
was like some kingdoms, and If the 
liritlsh Empire were like some em- 
pirci', we should not take the trouble to 
give you the flag today. It is because, 
as we think. It stands for justice, good 
government, liberty, and Christianity 
that wo honor that flag. (Cheers.) It 
Is spread all over the world. Tho 
33ritlsh Empire ia a greater Empire at 
this moment than has ever been 
dreamt of in the world l)ofore. Pro- 
ceeding, Lord Kosebery said that ho 
had travelled from London to Aus- 
tralia, and wherever they stopped on 
that Journey they stopped under the 
British flag. (Cheers.) Lord Kosq- 
bery continued: — Wo went from Lon- 
don to Gibraltar. There was a Union 
Jack. We went from Gibraltar through 
the Suez Canal, touching in Egypt 
There was a British flag. We went on 
to Colombo, In tho Island of Coylon. 
There was a British flag, and then we 
ended our long journey at the western- 
most part In Australia, and there was 
.'1 Brltl.»ih flag. (Cheers.) And so we 
knew wherever wo saw this flag flying, 
oven In Egypt, which had been mis- 
governed for countless centuries— w« 
knew that we should find liberty. Jus- 
tice, good government, equal dealing 
between man and man. (Cheer.-!.) 
That Is what the iTn'g means to all tho 
world outside. There are few peoplo 
who hate Great Britain ho much as not 
to know that iTil: flag standH for what 
1 say It does throughout tho world. 
But for us, you children aiul all of u.s, 
it Ht!ind.=; for a groat deal more. Wluit 
dp we feel about that flag'/ In tho 
first, place we know this — that In no 
oirettma^ncris whttte^sr tftast its uhlty 

ever be disturbed; It must never cease 
to be the Union Jack. (Cheers.) I 
daresay Scotland has been a very 
troublesome neighbor to England some- 
times, and England has been rather ar- 
bitrary ^to Scotland sometimes, and 
Ireland has been a little trotiblesomo 
to both sometimns (l;uighter) ; hut wo 
are quite clear on this, that, as in a 
family where^ brothers and sisters are 
npt to quiirrel a little without dls- 
turbing thP'lr f^.ssontlal unity, that unity 
must be preserved. (Cheers.)

La.st year 
certain organizations sciit em'iKrantB -to 
Canada as follows: East I'hid Emigra- 
tion Fund, (J,ODI> (tho figures Inchide 
those sent ,out..by, the .EuBt End Fund 
for the centrar Utifemfileyed body), .Self 
Help Eralgratlon ■ Society, r.0« (either 
tho whole or the greater part of the 
uassago of these pF;oidc! wan provided 
by the emigrants or those iuterested, 
"Blnall grantu only being madi; by 
society), the Salvation Army (fares 
wholly or partially advanced), 406, Tho 
Church Army, 1,619 (received financial 
assistance froui the Churcli Army 
funds), the Ghurch Kmlgratloii Society, 
6t!3; the Central Unoniployeil Body, 
(the flgure.< do not Include 2,073 per- 
sons sent out by the East Ei>d Emigra- 
tion .li'lihd); tho dcmtral Emlgrution 
Boiird, 228. 

!\ri'. Wullter hmvs the work of tlieso 
.•;och'li-s h.'i:; .-ilways given him tlio 
gravi'sl. aii.>;h'ty, and from the informa- 
tion he has been able to obtain, after 
a close study of their methods, he saj s, 
frankly In' Ills Judgment, tho classes 
which these organizations send to i.an- 
nda aro for ti,e most part not deslriv 
bl.: eitizeiiH. 

'"riiere is no doubt," he says, "that 
iill thi.' phllanihroplc and charitable 
KOeletUs engaKcd in the work of en 
rralion to Canada aro able to poi 
with satisfaction to a certain propor- 
tion of their emigrants who have 
fiucccssful in the Dominion. I am 
fur from seeking to convey tho impres- 
sion that all the material sent to Can- 
ada by these organixntlons IB unsuitable 
or undesirable: 1 readily- recognize that 
many gratifying Instances can lie 
Bhown In which the emigrants availed 
thoiiiselvos of the now conditions and 
have been able to start life afresh and 
are alile to look forward to a life of 
comparative comfort as compared with 
the conditions In. their former homes 
I do not think, however, that omlgra- 
tlon to Canada is a solution of the 
London unemployed problem, and I do 
not think, speaking generally, that the 
class of persons coming within the 
scope of the assoolatlonn to which I 
am referring. 'in ;thts report aro suited 
to tho requirements of Canada and are 
likely to succeed In any groat numbers 
In this country, even under tho most- 
favorable coiu.alons. The state aldeo" 
and the rate aldedi These are tlio pro- 
ducts of tho distress committees and 
of the workBhOp; Tho distress com- 
mittees are bOdlfcB in large centres of 
population, permitted under the terms 
of tho Unemployed Workmen's Act, to 
levy a Hinall rate, as a tax upon the 
public, for tho emigration and for pro_ 
vision by cn)ployment or otherwise, of 
the unemployed in such communillea. 
This tax la imposed up to a certain 
limit per pound. Is used partly to pro- 
vide food and Klieltor, partly to provide 
temporary employment, and partly to 
provide emigration. 

"Tlio distress, .pommittees usually op- 
erate through some recognized booking 
agency, providing, the fares for the 
transportation, imd leaving such book- 
ing agencv to provide tho employment 
en the Canadian .ilde. There Is no su- 
pervision of an official character ex- 
ercised over these emigrants. Tho im- 
migration branch of the Department of 
tho Interior ia neither advised of their 
numliers, their character nor tho date 
ot their sailing. In the present condi- 
tion of the law. If a distress .commit- 
tee Is satlsllcd that a booking agency 
organization can satisfactorily dispose 
of the men, llie bargain Is completed 
between that organ l-/iatlon and tho dis- 
tress committee, and that la tho end 
of it. In my opinion it will bo an un- 
fortunate condition ot affairs if such 
oi'sani-zations are permitted,, unrestrict- 
ed and unrestrained, to pour upon the 
shore.'^ of Canada larne numbers of 
persons, few of whom are (itted for our 
conditions and most of whom are mor- 
ally and physically quite unfitted. It 
might be well to .institute a regulation 
that tho same permission should be ob- 
tained for tlio emigration of persons 
from workhouses, and It might be per- 
inlKsablo to insist that such orgunlzi'- 
tlons In England must have a compe- 
tent organijsattoti In Canadai and be able 
to show their ability to abBorb and em- 
ploy such emigrants as they send. 

"As most of these organizations car- 
ry on their operations In large centres 
of population, they .schlom reach per- 
sons of agricultural experience, and 
consequently have. In proportion to 
their numbers, Sfent to Canada very few 
claliTiR for tho bonus given by tho dr- 
partinent to persons bent upon agri- 
cultural pursuits in Canada, and there- 
foni I think It would be Judicious to 
withhold tho bonus in tlie case of any 
persons obtaining a free or nn as- 
sisted passage, ability to pay tho ne- 
cessary transportations being one ot 
the most Hatlsfactory proofs of thrift 
and Industry. 

"I liave discussed with tho leading 
officers of the local government board 
tho question of the supervision of tiie 
(ifforts of charitable iind philanthropic 
ijsKoclatlons, and have been given to 
understand by those officials that the 
local goveriimont board would look 
with great favor upon any regulations 
formulated by the department tending 
to ensure that all charltnlde and phil- 
anthropic societies, either using pub- 
lic money or working from funds pro- 
vided by public gerieroHlty, shaU jiro- 
vlde the same strict invi-stlgntlons Into 
the auteecdi'iitH, both moral \ an phys- 
ical, of the persons proposed to bo em- 
Ijrrated, In like manner with the rcgu- 
latloriH adopted With reference to per- 
sons emigrated from the workhouscH of 
England." ,

BlindfoldB a Uan.ia SPlav and Blows His 
Bralnfi Ottt~^ Orliumal Maniac. 

Another stage has been reached by 
the ))ollce of JJerlln In the unravelling 
oj" what may well be called the most 
remarkable murder of modern times. 

On May 14 of last year a well-to-do 
onglnoor named Presslor , Was found 
dead In his room In the town of Chem- 
nitz. A will wii.s found be<iueathlng all 
Pressler's belongings to his fiancee, 
Fraulolii Crete lieyer, the twenty-two 
year-old daughter 'jf tho mayor of tho 
Saxon town of Brandt. 

Su'splclans afterwards fell on the pirl 
who was nrrCBted. On Tnesilay In-r 
mother and her lover, a Dresden mor- 
cliaiit named .Merker, were also arrest- 
ed for having Instigated the crime. 

Frauleln IJeycr has niado tho follow- 
ing confession to the police. She was 
In lovo With Merkor. but her mother 
encouraged hor to bfooine engaged at 
tho same time to Prossler. on acoounf 
of his fortune. Prossler became so iu- 
fatuiitcd with lier that ho dre\V' up a 
will In her favor. 

Then, on her twenty-second birthday, 
Frilulcln Tleyer called on Pres.sler, and 
told him that she had brought a plea- 
naiit BUrprlse from tho fair. Hut, Hrjit 
lio must lui blindfolded and open his 
mouth. 

Pressler, entering into what ho re- 
garded as the fun of the situation, hinl 
self banilaged his eves and openeil his 
moiith. Thereupon 7'"niuleln l!i>y(h- drew 
a revolver, and pliuihig the biirrel In 
Ills inontli, blew nut his brains. Klie 
llion lied leavhig behind her the revol- 
vor, .10 that the police might be led to 
tho conclusion that tiio case was one of 
suicide. 

•U'he trial ot Groto's mother, who was 



sentenced to two years'- penal, servitude 
for subornation, threw some Interesting 
.sidelights on the utterly reprobate 
character of tho daughter, bcsldes.show- 
Ing what "Strange secrets tho rt>spect- 
abJie. house-front- Qf- -a highly esteonied 
burgomil|st^r -'^h-'hfdfei It appeared .tlUlt 
both during arid long before her ongage- 
mont to Pressler, tho girl liad, with tho 
connivance aC hor mother, curried on a 
liai.soii with a mnrclumt named Merkcr. 

■^'o faclUtato their meetings the pah- 
had hired a room In the Utile town of 
Br.nndt, which, nevertheless, seems not 
to h;ive h.id tlie Blightcst BUsplclon thai 
Frauleln Beyer was anything but a de- 
mur.) and well-behaved young woman. 
.\s tho result of Ijer , relations with Mer- 
kcr the Rlrl gave birth to throe children, 
all of i\'liom, it i,4 believed, were at once 
murdered. Tho burgomaster was much 
trusted by llie InhabitiiUtti of tho town, 
and one of tliem conlidcd to his keeidng 
a small, safe •contalnlntv a savings-bank 
bbokj -with a credit of $1,000, and other 
valuables.

Tlie most interesting point brought 
out, however, was thiit the girl liad 
written to Merker on fi. scrap of paper 
that v;:\a snuig^led out of tho gaol sew- 
ed up In a blouse, telling him Iq go lb 
dlsgniso to the principal witness 
ngainst her, render her unconscious 
with chloroform, and then murdi-r her.

Destruction of Rats 

An interesting device for the destruc- 
tion of rats. mice, etc., by means of an 
electric current has been suggested and 
patented in Austria by A. F. von, Bkd- 
erlieini. It consiKtg of several rows of 
metal points arranged a sliort distance 
Hpai t beside each other, connected part- 
ly to tho positive and partly to the 
negative terminals of a l;i(,'h tension 
circuit. The animal, on coming into 
contact with thesi; points, is killed bv 
the electric shook; the point effect at 
tho contact with tho animal causing the 
electric current to enter tlie Interior of 
tlio body. Between the several rows 
of points there is placed a bait to at- 
traot .the aplmal.s to be caught. Tho 
twlntdi are arranged inside of a vessel 
provided with an elevated edge, so that 
the victims, after being electrocuted, re- 
main In tlie vessel. The apparatus Is 
designed to bo readily lowered Into 
drain pipes, etc., in order afterward to 
be removed along -witli the killed ani- 
mals. According, to the reports in the 
Austrian press, experiments have been 
mado Willi tho apparatus at tlio electric 
factory of Signor Gnlattl at TrIeBto 
with exceedingly satisfactory results. 
It Is said that the apparatus is bo de- 
signed as to klir.only rata, and similar 
vermin, while in no way - endangering 
domesticated animals. 



Young at '132 
In these days, whan a^man is consid- 
ered "too old at forty." It is refreshing 
to learn that there is at Constantinople 
a veteran called Hadji Ra6Uf, who Is 
still young enough . to eaf;i hlsvHving 
as a saddle maker iri his/lSOvd year, 
and who has ten more years to go be- 
fore ho can tie his father's record of 
life.

Only a 
few years ago, too, there was living 
in Xow Jersey, Noah Boby, .son of an 
Indian father .-iml a white motliei-, who 
had enjoyed his life for 120 years, and 
was still able to enjoy it at 128; and 
at the same time Valencia's oldest In- 
habitant was a ma^ion "still hale and 
hearty," who had passed his 130th 
birthday. — Westminster Gazette.

A notable iinpressiou wa.s made by 
tlie official a.ssurancc there given that 
the rate of expansion in the aver:tgo 
daily orders coming In for March was 
as great us it had been .successively 
111 January and February over the 
dejitli of the December depression. 
'J'lio aii.\lety of the earlier part of the 
week eaiLsed by reports from Pitts- 
burg that the revival of the steel trade 
was halting wa.-s ailayccj by tliia in- 
formation. .Sustained revival in the 
steel trade Is uocoptctl as a reliable 
barometer oC the tendency of the 
whole industrial situation. Industrial 
securities shared most of tlio strength 
of United States Steel. 

The strongtti of the railroad list was

Some ot the prominent railroad stocks 
wero not fully responsive to the rise. 
The e>;i)ectation of a message from 
the President dealing with economic 
and labor conditions .'igiiln came into 
force us a factor in tlii' market. 

The strength in United States Steel 
was well inolntalned, b.ut the general 
list showed plainly the effect of profit- 
taking before the end of the session, 
and closed eas.v. 

Tlio bank returns proved to be fully 
as strong as expected, but account 
was taken of the rei|uireineiit for the 
return ot an Inslallnionl of govern- 
ment deposits on Monday, which will 
i.'all r(3r a sum of over S:;i,000,OU0 from 
the banks of the country.

LighF oh Othen Side. 

The frat'erhnl' and' beneficial features 
of tho International Typographical un- 
ion are many and varied. Now phases 
of these sterling trade union traits 
arn constantly coming to light, writes 
a Boston correspondent: .- 

As an Illiistratlbri, a, printer recently 
met with a- severe accident, and his 
death, followed. The man was identi- 
fied by his Tinlon card and tho olllcers 
of the" Boston local were notlllod. 
They Immediately took charge of the 
body, made all necessary arrangemcrits 
for the funeral (the member lia\'lng 
no relatives there), ascertained his rti- 
llglous faith and had a minister of that 
church ollkiiite at the burial, which 
was largely attended by printers and 
members of the Woman's Auxiliary to 
the t.\T)0graphical union, who accom- 
IKinled till! departed brother to his last 
resting place. After the funeral liis ef- 
fects were shipped to his relatives in 
lOngland. All expenses were paid from 
the international and local death bone- 
llt fund. 

Anotlier someulial similar case fol- 
lowed shortly afterw.'trd. and was 
treated In the wame manner, which goes 
to show that the same cotirse Is j)ur- 
sucd In every instance. In this case i 
tho member died from natural cause 
but rather unexpectedly. As ho had 
no relatives in this countr.v, tho typo- 
graphical union provided Christian 
burial, closed up his ■■Ufairs and for 
warded his property to relatives. Tho 
services were largely attended by his 
fellow workers, •and the beautiful floral 
tributes attested tho esteern In wiiich 
ho was held, lie liad been a prominent 
tnembcr of the local union. 

To prove that tiiese brotherly aci 
are not cunlined to the well-known 
members, however, the ease of a poor 
unfortunate, who died from a linger- 
ing disease, during whicli ho was visit- 
ed and comforted hy members of tho 
wonum's ituxlllary, mtiy bo noted, 
his dcaali the union ollicials assumed 
full charge of all arrangements, llnan- 
clal and otherivise, and his funeral ser- 
vices were as largely attended and ;is 
much regret shown at his death as had 
characterized that' of "the* niismbers wlio 
had betm more fortunately placed. 

The foregoing cases aro cited mcr 
to show that, while the trade unions 
are regarded in .some quarters as hard 
hearted business ijrganizatlons, and 
meet with considerable opiiosltion 
from superliclal and academic observ- 
ers because of this idea, there Is anoth- 
er side to tlicir activity that ,1k seldom 
brought into public notice, but la as 
much a part of the .,.u,nltjn's existence 
as is the question , of ,'}^o'itrs and' wages 
—tho fraternal aid?, , And In this" re- 
spect the tnternatlonial Typographical 
Union, as Its records will pirove, takes 
rank with the groatestand best of fra 
ternal organizations, aye, with the very 
church itself; for dld-not the Carpenter 
of Nazareth say: "What ye have done 
to ono of the least of these my dl.s- 
clples ye have done it unto me'.'" 

And this is only one of tlie many 
phases of the fraternal spirit that is 
dally practised and preached by the 
trade unions.

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IIJLE to tliosc who luivc re- 
sided ill Victoria or on 
Vancouver Island for any 
length of time the ator)-- of 
how coal was first discov- 
ered in Jiritish Columbia, 
is perhaps a familiar one, 
to the many newcomers it 
' -will prove of much inter- 
est. Through the kindness 
of a contributor The Colonist is enabled to 
present herewith an excellent account of this 
epoch-marking incident, based on dat^ which 
may confidently be taken as accurate. 
/ ., , About a hundred miles north of Vancouver 
tislan'd, and but a short distance nortlnvcst of 
the rock on which Mackenzie, in 1793, painted 
the inscription telling that his journey to the 
Pacific was accomplished, is Millbank vSound. 
It is one of the many channels that intersect 
the islands and promontories of the coast of 
British Columbia. Here in 1833, the Hudson 
Bay company built Fort McLoughlin. The 
post was a dangerous one. It wa.s near the 
'.home of the Belle Coolas, a saVage and hostile, 
though industrious and skilful tribe of Indians. 
'The establishment did not prove a profitable 
one and was, as we shall see, abandoned. 

In 1835 ^ party of Indians from the north 
end of Vancouver Island came to Fort Mc- 
Loughlin- to trade.. As they were wandering 
about the fort they stopped to watch the black- 
smith at work. From a pile near the forge 
the smith picked up some pieces of coal and 
threw them on the fire. In a moment they 
were burning brightly. The surprised savages 
began to examine what looked to them like 
lumps of soft black stone. They asked where 
they came from and were told that they had 
been brought thousands of miles across the 
ocean to feed the fires of the forge. When the 
visitors heard this they did wbat Indians rare- 
ly do— laughed loud and long. Then they said : 
"You white men are very wise and we know 
little. Yet you send across the Great Water 
for that which can be obtained at your own 
doors. AVc can pick up plenty of such stones 
whenever we wish!" 

The Hudson's Bay .company's steamer 
Beaver called shortly after at the^ little bay 
on the northeast coast of A^ancouvcr Island 
where the savages lived and there on the beach 
of what was at first called .Port McNeill, after- 
wards Beaver Harbor, and on the banks of a 
little river flowing into it, Mr. Roderick Fin- 
layson found a scam of coal. Specmens were 
examined by Capt. Gordon, of H.M.S. Cormor- 
ant, and pronounced fit for use in .ships though 
unsuitable for forges. He sent Avord of the 
discovery to England and the Hudson's Day 
company not at that time wishing straii.gcus 
to come to tlic northern part of A'ancouvcr 
Island, decided to build Fort Rupert on Bea- 
ver Harbor and develop the coal mines them- 
selves. About the time of the discovery of 
gold in California, 1S49, a number of miners 
were brought out from Scotland. 

The principal man among them was John 
Muir, who was accompanied by his wife and 
family. A dreadful place Mrs. Muir must 
have thought Fort Rupert. Just after her 
arrival the Indians returned from a great war 
party, bringing with them a number of the 
licads of their enemies. AVisliing to do honor 
to the white woman, who had come among 
them, they presented her with two of these 
bloody trophies. The officers of Port Mc- 
Loughlin left that station and took up their 
quarters at Fort Rupert, which wns a safer 
and more convenient trading station. .-Xftcr 
all, the scams were found to be small and the 
coal not of the best quality. The Indians, 
reasonably f^nough, wanted to be paid for the 
land the white men were working, and were 
troublesome when the Hudson's Bay officials 
refused to acknowledge their ownership of the 
coal lands. The miners wanted to go to Cali- 
fornia to search for gold. To add to the 
troubles at Fort Rupert some men from a 
ship deserted anrl were nuirdcred by the In- 
dians. Governor Blanchard came from Vic- 
toria in a gunboat to enquire into the trouble. 
The coal was pronounced worthless and al- 
though more miners came out next year it was 
decided to give up mining at Beaver Harbor. 

In December, 1849, an old Indian chief 
from Nanaimo told the people of Vnvt \'ictori;i 
that plenty of such stones as the l)lacksniitli 
there was using were to be found near the 
village, where his tribe lived. He had come 
to the fort to get his gun mended, and ]\Ir. Mc- 
Kay promised to repair it for nothing and give 
him a bottle of rum into the bargain if he 
would bring down a canoe load of coal. Away 
went the Indian in great goorl humor, but the 
poor old fellow fell ill and it was spring he- 
fore he was seen paddling into the harbor w llh 
a heavilv laden canoe. 'J'hc coal was found 
to be of excellent cpiality, and in the sunnner 
of 1S50 i\lr. AfcKay -went to Nan.'iimo, and 
guided by the Indian, discovered a fine scam 
of coal. The discontented miners of Fort 
Rupert were sent for and the Douglas mine 
was opened. This mine has been abandoned 
for some years, but it was with coal obtained 
from it tliat the Vancouver Island coal trade 
began. In 1853 Mr. nouglas came up from 
Victoria and was astonisluul to see how great 
progress hafl been made and gratified to find 
that in many other places in the neighborhood 
there were signs of rich coal .scams. In the 
same year the beginning was made of the pro- 
fitable coal trade. with San Francisco, which 
has helped so nnich-to build up Nanaimo. 

In 1S62 the mines were sold to a number 
of English capitalists, who formed themselves 
into the New Vancouver Coal Company. 

For many years Mr. ,Sanuiel Robins was 
Bupcrintcndcnt of the mines at Nanaimo. The

Except in Victoria, 
there was no election, as there were no oppos- 'i' 
iiig candidates.

"Leaving Duncans on Saturday afternoon, 
our route lay over a wide, smooth, even road, 
through the level farming district of Somenos, 
past the Tyee Copper company's siditlg,Mnto 
Chemainus, the lumbering centre of Vancouver 
Island. 

"Beyond this busy settlement the road is 
more or less hilly, but the 'ups and downs' were 
all forgotten as we caught a glimpse of Eady- 
smith, beautifully situated on Oyster Bay. 

"A short ride through Ladysmith's principal 
street brought us again into the country, and 
shortly before six o'clock we rfeached Nanaimo, 
Vancouver Island's chief coal town, situated on 
Nanaimo harbor. 

"Next day at noon we started for Alberni/ 
and from then until evening we experienced £' 
series of delightful surprises, every tum in the. 
road bringing forth some new sceiiic treasure." 

"After passing through Northfield, a little 
coal-mining town, about four miles from Na- 
naimo, we reached Wellington. 

"Tlie next point of interest is Nanoose Bay, 
along whose shore we skirted for some miles ; 
then, leaving the cast coast, we struck at right' 
angles across the Island towards the west coast 
—for Alberni is situated at the head of the Al- 
berni canal, forty miles from the Pacific — into 
what we called the 'park' region, the road here- 
running between clumps of young trees, prin- 
cipally fir and bull-pine — so fresh, and green, 
and fragrant. Beyond this the road gradually 
narrowed until there was just room for the car, 
being shut in by ferns fully ten feet high. 

"^^'e had scarcely done marveling at^- these 
when wc found ourselves parallel with a stream 
llowing in the opposite direction, which, we 
learned, is the future fishing resort of the Isl- 
and. This lake is fully five miles long, with 
mountains rising sheer from all sides, the road 
along its margin resembling a shelf cut out of 
the mountain, and in some parts nearly over- 
grown with young trees. A good-sized stream, 
called, I think, Cameron river, enters the lake 
at the farther end. 

"After leaving the water we passed right 
through the heart of the forest, with big sturdy 
pines and cedars rising out of an undergrowth 
of ferns, scented leaves and berry bushes so' 
thick as to appear almost impassable; On, over" 
miles and miles of the finest road, in and 
out £-niong the big timber until the forest 
giants are so, close together that there is no 
undergrowth at all^ nothing but the bare brown 
earth. , ' 

"Then came the most difficult part of the 
journey, where the road climbs thirteen hun- - 
dred feet up to the summit of the divide — rather - 
steep, but extremely interesting after a com- 
paratively level run of close on thirty miles. 

The down-grade is longer and, consequent- 
ly, less steep, and, after a few miles of easy 
riding, Alberni and the peaceful Comas river 
lying at the foot of the last hill completed one

This iB the sort of person to whom worry is a Keen 
enjoyment. It is an exercise in which a certain oia.'.s 
of people tal;e a contrary .«ort of pleasure. io ciuo 
them would be un act of great unldndness. Koaliy 
huKv people art' seldom worried. if anytlinig goes 
wrong, iiih-toad of worrying, they throw the whole 
thing behind them and make a fresh start. J'jl^ 
idle and emptv headed worries are often a perrecc 
God-send, filling up dull niimients and giving thoni 
something to talk about. Tho type of worrier who 
finds enjoyment In his or her worries Is, alas, a i 
too common now-a-dnys. Worry becomes a habit, 
lilio anything else, and "habits," somo one -says, :iio 
useless, dangerous, and ought to be abolished. / 'J'^ 
mav be an extreme view, which few people Will be 
ready to endorse, but most of us will agree tnat 
habits, even good h.ablts, useful and valuable though 
they mav be In themselves, tend lo become in time 
merely formal, perfunctory acts which in no way in- 
fluence the life or character. In our copy books wo 
are taught that "Acts malce habits, habits make char- 
acter." But character must not become stereotyped. 
It must ever grow and develop it it Is to bo a real 
power. Thus from time to time old habits must be 
Siven up, and new ones formed in accordance with 
each stage of growth. We must break away from all 
that hinders development, and fetters the soul ascent. 
It Is po.sslble to become even tlie slave of a good 
habit, and so rigidly adhere to it as to become a trial, 
if not a nuisance to those with whom we dally come 
in contact. ^Vho does not recall the person who is 
a slave to punctuality, and who makes sudi a virtue 
of It, and i.s so exacting in enforcing it on others, that 
life becomes a positive burden? But this habit to the 
punctual person is a real enjoyment. Equally trying 
are people who pride themselves on being methodical, 
and on having a set duty for every moment. „Such 
folk "eliminate the sauce of surprise from the dish of 
life." To live with them becomes a weariness too 
great to be 'borne, especially if the sufferer be one 
who is handicapped by the artistic temperament. In- 
deed, such people can hardly be said to live, for It is 
worse than death to lost- tho capacity for astonishing 
vour.'^elf and others as those east iron folks have done, 
if the thoroughlv poised man finds himself in bondage 
to strong, grip-like habits, he will set about loosening 
them, in order that he may advance, which ho can 
never do while hag-ridden by habit. "To conform to 
usages which have become dead to you" merely as a 
matter of halslt, scatters your force, lo.ses your time, 
blurs the impression of your character. A fonli.sli 
consl.stencv is the hobgoblin of little minds. With 
consistency a great .soul has simply nothing to do." 
The modern young person reads greedily of fiction 
and biography, the result of which is that every one 
of them, however common-place, demands of Kate, 
that he or she play the part of hero, or heroine. No 
egotists so thorough-going as those young people who 
have not yet found their level. The ordinary girl, as 
debutante, builds castles In the air about her trl- 
' umphs.. In novels the plain girl rules by her charm, 
the foolish by her pleasantness. Buoyed up by the 
admfratlon cf her family in her glory of "hair done 
up," white frock and flowers most debutantes set out 
• with anticipations that do not match realitie.'J. Those 
who expect nothing will have by far the better time, 
and be spared the i)aiigs of disappointment. It is the 
same witli the young fellow who has just left college, 
extremely 7)leased wltli himself, and thinking the 
whole world is at ills feel. But cleverness that won 
di.'Jtlnctlon in these fields is not always the cleverness 
the world wants. Me who expects to take the wide 
world l)v storm (and how many do!) is absolutely 
doomed to disapi)ointnient. This sort of thing ae* 
counts for a good deal of the gloom that may be no- 
ticed on faced of the young. A ixTiod of ^llsll- 
luslon must be lived through. Another point about 
enjoyment — and the lack of it— which applies cspe- 
elallv to children, is quite easy to understand. Do 
not their elders, through mistaken kindness, eon- 
stantlv rob them of tho /.est In life, tliat sliould be 
theirs? Look at the jilaytlilngs wliich are giv'n Ih.ein 
now-a-days! "In a iiletliora of ten guinea toys, me- 
chanical contrivances and elegant dolls the tired child 
mind \yanders confusedly by, listless and jaded with 
abundanee." A nurseryful of little ones may be oc- 
cupied for days in fashioning a cart, or a whole 
school-room in contriving some rude sort of electri- 
cal macliinf. Then a crmM-klnd uncle (tomes along 
who observes these tilings and sends tlio sperlaltles 
ready-made. He Is nearly as bad as tho uiielv who 
put tait eye.s, and sninthered In the tower. He kills 
enjoyment, giving sloni-s f(n- bread, and enjoyment is 
.'1. matter of standiioint. The girl wlio honestly anil 
deliberately sets herself to be liappy In her own swrd 
way is' quite ea))ablo of making other.s ha)ipy too. 
The practice of living some small part of your life all 
for your own delight Is no crime against society or 
. womanhood. People who have tried life In different 
ways are more likely to make a success of it than 
those of limited experience. Happy faces arc seen 
just when you least expect to find them. Leave the 
theatre and tho ball-room, and tho dinner iiartles to 
join the merry-makings at some hosplt.al or place of 
cure, or even taUe llieni in the ordinary run. .Among 
tho convalescents, wliat extraordinary cheerfulness 1 
They are hapi)y because thi'y ari' better after liaving 
been worse. The well people who are pitying them 
do not enjoy themselves a (piarter so much. Thus 
are tho winds tempered to tlie shorn lambs, and inon- 
than tempered. AVhat a sidelight this casts on the, 
question of enjoyment and our capacities for It! A. 
good deal is said, however, by young people, about 
being bored with this, that, and !±.o other, and Incap- 
able of enjoyment is mere affectation, a poise that is 
wiser not to notice. Take them at their word, give 
them fewer treats, fewer iiresents. and a good deal 
less spoiling; a different tur.e will soon be sung. 
There is not much fear th.'U enjoyimMU will ever be 
a lost art. but the mistake we in;ike is luoUing for it 
In the wrong place, and the wrong wa>-. Those who 
love work morit than play really get far more cnjo.x - 
ment out of life. The busy-bee enjoy.s the sweet.s of 
life, while tho poor pleasure-seekers go wearily, and 
■with long faces make their moan.

. . THE HOUSE 'BEAUTIFUi; 

On Beds^and Bedding' 
Quito without a blush do I announce the tact that 
I am' exceedingly fond of my bed. I thoroughly de- 
light In the moment when 1 enter It, and 1 equally 
loathe the time when stern duty compels me to leave 
it, and I am quite certain, althugh a great number 
possibly liave not the courage to own up to it, that 
most women — and men, too, for that matter — have 
similar tastes. Therefore, the question of beds and 
bedding is a very Important one to moat of us. No 
matter wlietlier We are ill or well, but In the former 
ease it is more es.sential than ever. The choice of a 
bedstead Is merely a matter that affects the general 
scheme of decoration in the room. Some -of- us prefer 
the artistic wooden modi Is, while others . plft, tlieir 
faltli to brass and iron, but whatever the outward 
form of our bedstead its furnlshmenl Is In most cases 
the same. The old feather and down bod Is now al- 
most obsolete, and the chain spring mattress on metal 
or wooden sup])orts I.s to be found In nearly every 
houseliokl, covered with a substantially thick mat- 
tress of hair or wool. The hair mattress is necessar- 
ily an expensive matter, but whenever the purse will 
run to it, it should be invested in. All of us who are 
wise sliould have our mattresses made over, oven if 
they are not put Into a new cover, at least once a 
year. Tliey should never- be allowed to get flabby 
and limp in parts or to wear to an Indescribable 
thinness. Those of us who possess gardens should 
make a practice of placing the mattress out In the 
sunshine and air two or three times during tne sum- 
mer, allowing at least a few hours' rest out of doors. 
It will bo surprising to discover what an improve- 
ment tills course of treatment will effect. In the or- 
dinary making of beds, an under blanket should first 
be placed upon the overlap, and securely tucked in 
place. Tills in its turn Is followod by tho under sheet 
usually of twill cotton of a more substantial make 
than tho upper sheet. ; The bolster . and pillows are 
next placed , in, pqsitlori<and covered . .^yith the upper 
sheet, the'TequIslfo htjlfpj'^t.. of blankets being ^tfflxed 
separately and daohHuoteVd'Ih at the bottprh and' 
sides, the whole beinfe^.'^iirmoun ted bv a couhterpario 
or bedspread, Avlth the ^'further addition of.'atp •oldfer- • 
down for the winter .m6ntha. The quostidn of - bed 
valances sometimes occurii, especially when the coun- 
terpane is not sufficiently large to make the bedstead 
look properly furnished.' These bei valances should 
be made just to clear the' ground and bo as .simple as 
possible. Merely a frill of matorlal, which can bo 
affixed to tho Iron sides of the bedstead, with tapes. 
They may bo of white 'dimity or cretonne, or linen, to 
raatoh tho other draperies In. the room. Tho question 
of pillows and bols^ters is rtl^, an important one. 
Care must be taken to purcHasij them In ticking, 
which Is not too stiff with oxtira dressing. The pil- 
lows must not be stuffed, too full with feathers ani 
down, a.s in eacli case it makes them hard, "and any- 
thing but rest Is obtained. Tho bed should bo thor- 
oughly well ;iired, nlways for at least an hour, be- 
tween the time of its vacation and remaking. The 
bed clothes should bo entirely removed, one by one. 
from the top. The pillows should be t.liorougli!y 
shaken and jilaced on a chair by the open window, 
when the weather Is dry and sunny. The mattress 
should be removed from ^l^o spring bed and reversed 
every day. Oao Jaist '..^yord. respecting, blankets 
With Ordinary care, these should keep ' clean during 
an ontlro winter, and'as the hot weather .advances it 
Is wise to take them one by one, and' seiid them to 
the laundry, replacing them on their return in the 
blanket box or cupboard and saving them until the 
other blankets have In their turn visited the laundry 
Lighter blankets, which are kept for summer use 
should bo washed at the end of the summer.

Dorothy Puddings: Rhubarb Fritters

Semolina Soup 

Required: One quart of good stock, one handful 
of semolina, Parmesan cheese, jiepper and salt, elioi)- 
ped iiarsley. 

Method: Have some strong and carefully pre- 
pared stock, entirely free from fat. 

When boiling on thfe fire take in one luuid some of 
the coarsest aemollna that can bo procured and slowly 
strew It Into tho stock, which Is to bo continuously 
stirred with a siiooii held in the other hand. 

One handl'iil i,s sufficient for a quart unless very 
thick soui) is likod. Let tho soup simmer while 
stirring ^ntil tho semolina is quite cooked. This soup 
should be colored to a golden shade.

Reiliiii eil : One [jound of cold boiled cod, one 
clove lit garlic, cliniqied capers, one ounce of butter, 
one third of a i)int of stock, fine breadcrumbs, grated 
cheese. 

ileth id; Take some cold boilc-d cod and pick It 
Into flakes. Keniove all skin and bone and if there 
be any liver reject it. Take a predtv White baking 
dish, rub It over with clove of garlic, butler It, 
sprinkle It with chopped capers and lay tho flsli 
lightly In It, season with pepper and salt, and over all 
IJour a good white sauce. Cover with fine bread- 
crumbs, then put the dish in tho oven and brown It. 
Grate a little parmesan cheese over before serving, 
and hand croutons of toast with this dish.

.Method: ('111 the slieep'.s kidneys In half, and 
skin tlieni (if nsin;;' kidney, cut it .'n ■■iece.s.) Dis- 
solve the butler in u fr\'liig pan, |)ut in tlie kidney 
and fry till brown, and also .add the .'^liallott and the 
mushrooin eliopiied small, seasoning all with salt iiiid 
I)ei)pcr. When these have frh'd brown, stir in the 
flour and brown it. Pour In the stock, and slew tor 
about twenty minutes, flavor with grated or.inge rind 
and serve very hot with croutons of fried bread as a 
garnish. 

Dorotliy Puddinas 

Required: One egg, half an ounce of white sugar, 
one ounce of sultiinas, fwo ounces of melted butter 
two ounce.s of flour, marmalade. 

Method: Well whisk -the egg, add it to the sugar, 
sultanas, and melted butter. Beat for a low minutes 
gradually adding suffieienf flour to flilckon to a 
fairly solid ciistiird, j.^lli some small fancy moulds 
to within one-third of the brim, .twist .'i, but'tereil pu- 
ller over each, and h;ike In a quick own.

Method: Put tho flour into a basii.i, make a well 
in the centre ot it, into which ])Ut the two eggs, 
slightly beat them, and gradually add tho milk. Beat 
all till a smooin batter is made. <Jut: iiie rnuoaro in- 
to pieces ,'ibout two inches long, and dip eiCch piece 
into tho batter, and fry It till a golden brown in boil- 
ing lard. Servo very hot, plied on a napkin, with cas- 
tor sugar sifted over. 

Egcj Rarebit 

Requiri'd: AVhites of three eggs (hard boiled), 
half a do/cen musliroonis, a heaped tablespiionful ot 
flour, one gil. of cream, one gill of milk, pepper, salt 
and curry powder, a little butter, ii.ud the yolk of one 
egg. 

Method: Take the whites of the hard boiled eggs, 
and chop finely with half a dozen mushrooms. Put 
the butter in alrylng panto melt, add the flour and 
mix till smooth. Stir in tlie cream and milk, boil up, 
season With pepper, salt, and curry powder, stirring 
meanwhllo with a wooden spoon. Then add the egg 
and the mushroom, and let stand for ten minutes. 
Serve very hot. In small china cases, garnishing the 
top ot- each, with chopped yolk of e^g. 

Two Simple Preserves 
Apple Jelly 

This delicious preserve can be made from the peel- 
ings, cores, idps, etc., of apples that have, been used 
for tarts, puddings, pies, etc. To one pound of par- 
ings, allow one and a half pints of cold water. This 
should be boiled down till it measures one pint. Next 
strain carefully, and add one pound of loaf sugar, and 
half a lemon to each pint of jelly. Bepiaoo on tl^e 
•fire,, and boIV till It jollle-s. Pour into ;'pots. . This 
jelly. ls really most delicious, and costs very little. 

' ■ < • Pear Marmalade'' ■ 
Put'sIS'.pdiinds of small pears into ,i, preserving 
pan oii'" th^ itovo with a little wa^r. As soon as the 
flrst Is soft take It out and peel car.efully, quarter and 
core, thrdv/i'ng the pieces as they are done into cold 
water, Thisn put all into another skillet, ' and boil 
till they arc soft enough lo be rubbed through a 
solve. Jfeanwhile have four pounds of preserving 
sugar clarified and boiled to a syrup. Pour this over 
the pear pulp, set on the fire, and then boil together, 
stirring continually till the proper consistency Is ob- 
tained. '^Marm'alade nf this description .. should be 
firm and '"Btjt.'Wheri cold.

VALUE OF OLIVE OIL ! F] 

Few people know the value of olive oil as a food 
and m6dlclne. And many of the jieoplc who are con- 
tinually dosing themselves with expensive, but useless 
and often harmful "(luack" remedies, would be sur- 
prised to know that there exists in almost tevery^, l>pme 
a panacea for nearly every simple iillfneiit' of ■e'v'ery 
dav life. Tho virtues ofpure. olive .oil have been sung 
from time immemorial 'by those wh'o'-Have tested and 
proved its wonderf\illy nourishing and remedial quail- . 
ties, but its very simplicity deters others, even from 
experimenting with It. A medlcliio with a high sound- 
ing name will often appeal fo'the hypoohonilriac, or 
the "person with nerves," and old fashioned simple 
■things fall to attract because the patient cannot be- 
lieve that such tUinga as :naturc's remedies can have 
any real cftect'upon disease. I have said that olive oil 
is tO' be found In almost every household, Olive oil 
however, must not bo confounded with salad oil, 
which unfortunately Is not always pure. Freiiuently 
it is adulterated and sometimes cotton oil, an extract 
from the Indian ground nut and other substances, is 
sold aa salad oil. Only the very best quality of olive 
oil guaranteed by the importer should be employed. 
Pure olive oil is expressed from the pulp of the ripe 
olive, tho llesliy exterior nf the fruit, Tho common 
olive tree is a native of S.\'rla and is cultivated in 
Italy, I'^ranco. Spain and Turkey, It is a pure and 
ver.v bland oil, wdtli no irritating qualities, Provence 
oil, i'"lnreiiee oil, Ijucea (dl and Genoa oil are all olive 
oils of good (luallty. As a food in debilitated ncr\'Ous 
eases olive oil is .'ilmost invaluable. It Is far more 
ivalatable than Cod Llv(>r Oil and has all tlie thera- 
peutic qiialltU^s of the latter. All animal fats have 
a tendency to i-log the system and derange the liver, 
whereas Olive Oil has a distinctly beiielicial Influenco 
upon this organ. It has long been observed that thoso 
who look upon (.")live (^11 as a common article of food, 
and take it as such are generally' healthier and In bet- 
ter condition tlmn thoso who do not. The Italian pea- 
sants take a great deal of Olive Oil, and are a pur- 
tieularly healthy race. Oil is destructive of ccrliilii 
forms of micro-organic life, and It Is reasimable lo 
suppose that they can best be eradicated from the 
system by its Internal use. The use of oil not onl.v 
does this, but It restores to the worn out pr diseased 
tissue just those elenicyts of repair that Its recon- 
struction demands. For delicate children and girls 
with a tendency to lung weakness, Olive Oil Is most 
lienellclal. Few people care to take It alone at flrst, 
so It may be freely poured over tomatoes, lettuce, and 
mixed salads. When eating sardines, the ordinary 
preserving oil may be poured away, and pure salad 
oil substituted. It may also be used In the kitchen for 
cooking purposes. Instead of lard. Olive oil gives an 
excellent flavor to eggs, croquettes, meats, tlsh and 
other articles cooked with Hand the prejudice against 
the frying pan will be modlllcd when cooks learn to 
use Olive Oil Instead of lard, common cooking butter, 
etc. 



ODDS AND ENDS 

.\n excellent p:iste fni- cle:ining saucepans, boariI.'>, 
sinks, tiles, discnlnred china, st iiie. paint, etc, can In- 
made as follows. Take eiiiial jiai'ls of whiting, suit 
soap, white sand, and sihI.i. I'lace the ingredients in 
a saucepan, adding (^iimigh water to form a smootli 
paste. Boll until (iiiite dlssnhed, and pour inln j,ir.s 
for future use, Appb' with ,1 cl";iii llaiiiiel, wrung out 
of hot water, and afti/rwai'ds rinse with clear warm 
waler. 

For cleaning winduws, mirrors, ('te., add a few 
drops of jiarafin, or met h.\ l:iled spirit lo tin- watei 
with which they are wa.shed. It will lighten the pol- 
ishing process, and give a brighter lustre than ordin- 
ary water. A few drops of parralin added to tho 
water with which linoleum or oilcloth is washed will 
not only help to preserve It, but will, also givo It a 
betier I'lollsli, 

.A iheap rurniture cream c:in he made as folliuvs: 
Tak-e lour lalilesiioiinf ills ol turpentine, four ounces 
of caslllle siia;i, two oniii:es nf white wax, place lu- 
fVelller In a ele:ui enamel saucepan and dissolve slowly 
over a gentle 'M'al, ,\'ext ;iilil a sulTlelent quantlly ot 
biillliig Wilier t'l fiirni a <-ream. Tills same recipe also 
ni,il;es an exc ll. ni boot polish with the addition of a 
little lamp black fur black leather, and a little red 
or .\'ellow 01 lire iHr brown boots. 

Talking of bnet.s reminds me of one of two "dodges" 
I know of te pi'iM i'xc the \\t'(\ of our footwear, and 
also to keep their general appearance neat and nice. 

Boots or shoes that hava become hardened by 
water, may bo rendered soft again by the application 
of a little parrafln. The oil slioiild be applied with a 
cloth and rubbed well Into the leather. It also tends 
to preserve tho leather a;.d so leijgthona the life of 
the foot gear. Of course wet foot. gear should be'- 're- 
moved, as soon as possible, and then...arIod, b'lit 'riot 
close to tho lire or the leather wlU 'shrlitik and ImrdCn, 
Tho right plan Is to stand the boots .iaway '^from 'the 
lire and 1111 them with oats, the oats will quickly ab- 
sorb the molstiire, and can then bo dried and put 
away for future use, ,

Ing another plnt•o£ ^^ater. Let .this settle, then pour 
oft tho clear part into a'bottle for future^ use. Dip a 
sponge Into the potato- water, with ■"lt'>rub'.-tho soiled 
garment, or article, carefully, and then wash It with 
clear cold water. Wash brass ornaments over^^.witlj--,^ 
strong ammonia, using a brush dipped In amHibnlav'-i 
for the fancy parts. RInso In hot water, dry ' 'arid 
polish while still hot, with a leather. The polishing 
i.s done equally well when tho brass is cold but not 
nearly so rapidly. 

Old oak furniture which has boon neglected should 
be scrubbed over with warm beer. Dry with nice soft 
cloths and brushes, meanwlillo boiling a quart of beer 
with a piece ot beeswax tho size of a pigeon's egg, 
and an ounce of sugar. Wash the oak all over with 
this using a brush for the purpose. Leave till dry and 
polish with a cloth us usual. 

Pans and Saucepans that have been burnt, should 
never be filled with soda water, as this although it 
removes the burnt portions, also makes the Saucepan 
liable to burn again. Instead of soda water, till It 
with salt and watoi-, leave till next day, then bring 
slowly to the boll, the burnt particles will come off 
without any dilllculty, and there will be no after ef- 
fects. 

A clieap floor polish, that is equally good for, 
stained floors, linoleum, or oilclotli, is easily and 
Cheaply made, and most satisfactory to use. Ingredi- 
ents: One ounce of soap (odd pieces do quite w:oll), 
three ounces of wax (candle-ends), half a pint of cold 
water, one glU of turpentine, ono gill of paralin. 
Shred the wax and soap into a Jar, and add the water. 
Stand on the hob, or In a cool oven till melted. When 
slightly cooled pour In the parrafln and the turpen- 
tine, and stir till mixed. Keep well covered.' Use 
exactly as you would beeswax and turpentine.

How- 
ever tlil.s may bo, not only tho Ottawa government 
but tho government of Brltbih Columbia has rasdlved 
to put a stop to th'.' waste of trees. There are forests 
In Alberta, on the cast side of the Tlocky Mountains, 
and those aro to be reserved. .Trees arc being planted 
on tho prairies unU It Ii> i'ounil that It care is talcen 



they will grow, .New forests are being plnated In tho 
eastern provinces.. In British Coluniblu, although 
miles of forests : have beon- destroyed by firo wo have 
still tho grandest evergreen forests In the world and 
we haVe learned In timb how important It la tliat wc 
shall take care of them.

A Goliath Spider ^° 
Our common house spider ia tho dread of the 
housemaid and death to tho unwary fly, but otherwise 
seems to be a harmless insect. Its bite is sometimes 
jioisonous, but cases are rare whore Us bite has been 
fatal in loniperate idimates. As wo approach tho 
equator, however, we find that spiders, like all In- 
sects and reritlles, become more venomous as well as 
Incroiuse In size. 

I''ar up In the mountains of Ceylon and India there 
Is a sjiider that spins a web like bright, yellowish 
silk, the central net of which Is five feet in diameter, 
while the .supporting lines, or suys. as they are called, 
measure sometimes ten or twelve feet long; and rid- 
ing quickly In the early morning you may dash right 
Into It, the stout threads twining romid your face like 
a veil, while,. ns tlie creature who has woven it takes 
up his iiositinn in tlie middle, lio ge:ierally catches 
\'ou right oil the nose, ;ind though he seldom l)ltes or 
stings, tlie contact of bis large body and long legs Is 
anything Init iileasant. If you forget yourself and try 
to cateli him, bite he will, and, ajthough not venom- 
ous. Ills Jaws are as iiowerful as a Ijird's beak, and 
you will not forget tlie encounter. 

The bodies ot these spiders are very handsomely 
decorated, being bright gold or scarlet underneath.

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A GREAT HUMAN FORCE 



■ As we ai'o nxH to look at the world physically 
as a collection of counti-lps liavlncr few Intcrpsts in 
common, so -wc aro dinposccl sometimes to look upon 
It historically as tlio scene of a gruat number of iso- 
lated incidontH having little bearing upon each other. 
But just as on a little exuinliiation we find that the 
surface of the earth consists of a few great moun- 
tain ranges, a few level plains, and a few deep valleys 
filled wJth;.water, all related to each other structur- 
ally, so we l^d'that the drama of tlic ages consists oC 
a ifevv:; great, ■acts, .vvhioh lall seem closely associated. 
I'^oir 'esamiplff iwe who live. ■ here In British Columbia. 
' are simply the' advance euard ot a. si'eat raclttl move- 
merit which began a good many centuries ago isome- 
where In Asia. It has taken our race about twenty- 
■v four centuries to cross the Caucasus mountains Into 
Kurope, cross the Atlantic to America, cross At!"^ric;i. 
to t';6 Rocky Mountains, and cross that range to 
:,■ tlie shores of tlio Pacitic, and all the long and Inter- 
... RSting story oi; tlio rise and fall of dynasties and na- 
tions, of glorious wars, of daring adventure.=!^ of ex- 
periments in government, from the feudal sy.-^tem to 
socialism, arc simply tiic details whicli show how 
this great niovemeut has been carried on. AVc seem 
to be witnc.v.'iing the beginning of a new racial movo- 
mcnl, nanioly. among the people of Asia, who have 
been arou.sed fi-oni their Ions' lethargy by the influence 
and example of the wonderful race mentioned above. 
Our historical knowledge of Past Is necessarily 
limited at present. History alijiost may be said 
to 'begin wjtli Greece and Kome, for although constant 
additions are being made to our stores of knowledge 
of what took place at an earlier ])eriod, the be.-;t. 
scholars are only able to piece out fragmentary ;iiiu 
iincortain rci'ords of Egypt, the riicsopotaniian Ktn- 
pirc,';, India and Ciiina, and nothing is known what- 
ever of civilizations which existed and jierisiied so 
long ago that only the siiglilost evidence l.s e.Ktaiit 
to suggest tiiat they inlglit have licon characterized 
by splendor of achievement. We aro asl;ed lo be- 
lieve that man deveIoi)cd by evolution from lower 
types, but the fact reniuius that while' there is plenty 
of proof of the existence of _ men of a low type in 
prehistoric times, there arc traces of civilization also 
in preliistorlc times, and it is not easy to say that the 
former are necessarily more ancient than the latter. 
It Is Just as welt to .be cautious^ljout reaching the 
conclusion that mankind ten thousand or twenty 
thousand years ago', were any nearer the monkey- 
type than are the wise men ot the Twentieth Century. 
But this is a digrcs-^ion. AVe wish to deal with what 
is ordinaril.v- meant Vvhen people speak of history, 
and ivhich is little el.se than the more or le;is accin-- 
. ate stor.v of a race of peoiili; to whom centuries a^o 

the impulse to "go west" was imparted. 
!. All Ktndcnta mu.-t regret that so little is known of 
tho early history of what may be called the Anglo- 
Tcutpnlc family. Herodotus, writing in the Fifth Cen- 
tury before Christ, tells us of a people whom ho 
ca,ll3 '-,tho Gefeanll, i living in. Northw;est Persia, 
but his reference to them is very brief and , conveys 
not much more than the fact that there wad an 
aggregation oL' lawless, unmanageable tribes, who 
ux-i-c knov.-n to bc' in that locality. Apart front the 
name llicre is little to identii:y them with the peoi)le, 
who about ten centuries later ovei-llirew tlic Itoman 
fliupire, but there are some iiruofs which seem rea- 
sonably ro)ivincing that a people who spoke a langu- 
age similar to tliat of the modern Germanic group, 
Vfire n-.aking their slow and devastating way acro.ss 
. Central Eurojie and Southern Russia just before and 
just after the beginning of the Christian era. 

The force of this great movement was irresistible. 
In about four centuries after it entered Europe, we 
find It assailing the' borders of the Roman Empire, 
vanquishing all opposition, and ilnally capturing the 
Imperial City Itself and turning aside the waters of 
the Tiber to dig in its bed a grave for one of its 
leaders. Then we lose almost everything like a 
lonneetcd account of its history. The "Venerable 
licde has told us something of that jiart of it which 
had settled in Britain, but speaking generally, we 
ba\-e very little nccnrate knov.'icdge of v.-hat occurred 
in the four centuries between the breaking up of tlie 
empire of Attiia, and the founding of the. greater 
empire of Cliarlema.gne. From the latter period 
onward its record has been bettor preserved. The 
ne.xt landmark In its development was the Crusades, 
which began two centuries after Charlemagne and 
extended over the greater part of two centuries. 
These remarkable wars paved the way for two things, 
one being the re-establlshment of popular govern- 
ment, which had been lost under fendiilism, ;ind the 
other a neriiul of adventure in lands beyoiul seas, 
which b'd after long delays to the di.5covcry of Am- 
erica. 'l"he ne.xt step in thi^ western march of this 
restless r.ifr was to the ne\\' world, ami for three cen- 
turies it has been engaged in the sulijugal ion of tbi.s 
eoiitlneut_ cliielly ii.v llu' arts of peace, and now as it 
enters upon tlie lom-ih i:onti:r\- it finds itself confront- 
ed with the viros:iicet i\-e rivalry with a civilization, 
which \vas already arn-iein when tlie liermanii, of 
Whom lierodotus speaks, weie yet li\ nis in Per.sia 
and vexing the rulers of that land with their un- 
restratnable restlessness. Thus vve seo that what 
we commonly mean when we say history has 
to do chiefly with the events In the extraordinary 
development of this one section of the human family. 
AA'n see also that this development has affected all 
the niitions of the e;irth to a greater or less degree 
and has liecn the greatest tormati\e indueuce in the 
progress of mankind, r^veii Christianity found in it it.'i 
chief ciinmpion. We are aiit to forget tliat this 
religion \vas .n t first merely a cult held by a small 
and imlnflncntial jiarly of .lews, tluit if next became 
:( political engine in the' hands of Roman rulers, and 
that It was only when the barbarians of the north 
espoused It that It became In fact a great evango- 
lIMng jjower, uplifting mankind to higher standards 
of personal life and higher ideals of human liberty, 



Deums, so the Grecians had their altars. - Tho dif- 
ference (between us is .that; wliile '^they directed' their 
prayers and -thanks • to • one or''' more out^of -many 
deities, wo direct ours to one. Thoy had failed to 

recognize the great truth, wliicli seems to us to call 
for no demonstration, namely, that, if there is any 
tjod at all, there must be only one. The altar to 
wliicli reference is made above seems to h;ive been a 
solitary recognition of this great and all-important 
truth. This iiia.v be regarded as expression of tlie 
consuinmatlen of philosophical thought. 

Science has erected many an altar to the unknown, 
but It has less courage than philoaophy, and ha.-} not 
given It a name. Perhaps courage Is not tlio correct 
word to use in this connection, for science . oiight 
always to hesitate before declaring Us conchL-slons, 
and still more so before writing "llnls" to it.s exam- 
ination into any department of physics. .Apiiarently 
there must always be a point at which Science 
must pause and say: "I do not know." On all the 
paths, which 'ohe has trodden with uncertain steps, 
she has built her altars to tlie unknown, tiume ot 
them were abandoned long ago to bo replaced by 
new ones further along tho journey. Yet all her 
paths seem to be tending. In tho same direction. Tho 
early tendency of scientific research was to suggest 
a lack of unity in material things and the forces that 
act upon them. Science claimed at one time to ha\ o 
discovered so-called elements in numbers outrlvallin.g 
the gods and goddesses of CJreclan inytholegy, and 
forces nearly as many. 'I'he number of elementary 
substances seemed likely to be iudelln itely extended 
and the Universe was represented as the result of 
(•mitending- l'(}rces. tint now ideas now obtain. \Vc 
aro beginning to seo that matter In its v.'irious forms 
may only present a diversity of manifestations of 
the same substance, and we seem almost comijeiled 
to concede that there may not bo -jnany forces in 
nature, but only one, exhibiting Itself under a variety 
of conditions. It Is oven suggested that matter and 
force may not be separate entitles, although tills Is 
at present little more than a guess. The unknown 
is being simplified, but rendered more marvellous, 
I'-or examjile, when we looked upon a lump 
of iron as a compact, inert mass, it did not seem a 
ver.v wonderful thing'; but when science suggests to 
us that this mass is composed of countless myriads 
of minute particles In a state of Inconceivably rapid 
motion, it becomes vastly more marvellous, and yet 
when we -aeo that motion and solidity may be tho 
satne, -the whole scheme of creation appears more 
l^imple. Lot us make the illustration more specilic. 
There Is In England a stream of water -Ahicii de- 
scends from a great height In a small jiipe, and is 
used for driving niacliinery. I'"'rom this pipe a 
straight branch extends upwards, and tlirougii this 
the water is allowed to escaiie. It goes up with great 
velocity, and tho stream of moving water is as rigid 
as a bar of steel. U ciinnot be cut with the sharpest 
sword, not bo broken by the strongest blow a mian 
can give with a club. \ sword-blado Jias been 
broken again.it It. AVater in rapid motion is solid; 
so also is water from which a certain proportion of 
Its heat has been taken; but solid ice and a solid 
column of water differ in fraglbllity. A rod ot solid 
ice would bo broken by contact with the rod of mov- 
ing water just as it would bo b\' contact with a rod of 
steel. "We h;ive drifted av,-ay a little from the point, 
wliicli is 'that science, wliile in one way simplifying 
the structure of the Universe, Is rendering it more 
marvellous. The tendency of its Investigations is 
towards an all-pcrvading and incomrrehensible Un- 
known. 

Thus we 'ice that philosophy and science are like- 
ly to come to the same conclusion, and as the final 
consummation of their researches to 'unite In tho 
erection of an altar to the Unknown God. Will this 
entity ever be Identifled with God as revealed tn 
mankind In Jesus Christ? Possibly not, except by 
irresistible inference. "Ood is a spirit and tliey that 
worshij) lilm, must, worsliip him in siiirlt and in 
truth"; but it may be tliat tlie Unknown God of 
Philosophy, the Unknowable of Science and the God 
made known to men spiritually may one day be 
seen by the unanavyerable laws of reason to consti- 
tute a great Trinity in Unity.

In tlie great hall 
at Ijeijjsic, before an audience of tliousands of peo- 
l)le the two met, Eck, tho foremost ecclesiastical 
scholar, oiio of the greatest rhetorlticians^'ln Europe, 
and Luther the unprotontious theologian. .W^^are told 
that when Eck spoke liQ .quoted such a mass .of church 
authority, and his disputation .was' so' scholarly that 
many thought that Luther i^O'uld' flhd Ills logic un- 
assailable. But It' was- not sn.. e'W'hen tho Reformer 
stood up to reply, thrp.ug^/iut his speech using no- 
thing as his aiithority save ' the AVord ot Gotf his 
elofpienco overmastered the vast assembly and" the 
victory of the contest was accorded to him. 

"W'lieii Uutlior began to attack the whole papal 
s.x'stem the Pope who had licretofor refused to inter- 
fere Willi his teachings, issued a bull against tho 
offi'iulcr. Luther In retaliation burned the papal 
decree before an assenibl.v of doctors, students and 
citizens at Wittcribi.'i'g, 

\\ .:ieii i.'liarles \'. came to the throne of the ein- 
Iiirc, another great event took place In Luther's life. 
He was summoned before the Diet at AVorms. This 
episode has been the theme ot picture and story so 
often that it has become famlllnr to most of ns. Wo 
can see the tlnuntless man standing before his judges 
and accusers, and all the as;,embled powers of Ger- 
many, and he tells them slmph' ami lirmly: "Unless 
I bo convinced by Scripture and reason I neither can 
nor dari^ retract anything, for my conscience is a 
captivi- to fiod's wi"ird. and it is neitlier safe nor right 
to go against crmsclence. Here I take my stand. I 
cannot do otherwise. So help me Cod. .\men." 

If Luther iiad done nothing more than translate 
thi^ P.I bio into Cennan, thus establishing the national 
languago and making private judgment possible for 
all. his name would have been Ijcld in the most gi-ato- 
ful remembrance. This he accomplished during his 
enforced conllnoment by the Elector of Saxony. Once 
at liberty again ho returned to AVIttenberg, braving 
the dangers that menaced lilm In order to nucll the In- 
surrections that had arisen among tho peasants and 
to subdue the unrnl.v spirits that had acctuired jiower 
in his absence. ".-Vt no jierlod in bis life was lie 
greater than now in the stand he made against law- 
lessness on the one band and t\'rann\' on the' other. 
He vindicated his claim to lie a Reformer in tho 
highest sense by the wise and manly part wliicli ho 
acted in this great social crisis in the liistory ot 
Germaii.v," 

Luther's marriage has been the subject oC much 
controversj-. Ihit whatever anxiety it may have 
caused his friends, ;ind wluitever fiatlsfactlon It may 
have afforded his cneniies, there Is no question about 
the happiness it brouglit into his life. He married 
Katherlna von Bora, one of this nine nuns, who imder 
the influence of his teaching had emancipated them- 
.selves from their religious lives. His home life was 
Ideal, nnd his devotion and tenderness to his wife 
and children very'; .beautiful. Unriucstionablv 
Luther was one of the greatest men that ever lived, 
one of tho most powerj'u) and able leaders of people 
the world has ever seen. t.'iuiuestlonably also there 
nre some of his acts that arc open to more than one 
interpretation. But in the study of such men in the 
study of all the heroes of history, the condition of tho 
times they lived in must bo taken into considera- 
tion. I'^jr what was iiuestionablo in his career the 
times are the excuse Tho mr.n that founded the 
Protestant Reformation in Germany does not need 
an apologist.

"THE UNKNOWN GOD" 

■One of the altars in Athens, at the time Paul 
visited that city, bore an Inscription to "The Un- 
known God." Of all pl.accs in the world, .\ theirs in 
tho d.i}- of its eminence was tin; most devoted to 
philosoidi ical s|joculation, and there seems to have 
been coiiipleto liberty of thought. Aneiciif Greece, 
strititlj- speaking, had no nationtO religion. There 
was a popular belief, more or less sincere, In wliat 
we nowadays call mytliology, and in oracles, but it 
does not seem to have called for any moral obligation. 
Indeed, to aasoclate morality with the Grecian gods 
and goddesses would have been a suggestion too 
grotesque to bo entertained. There wfero students 
who endeavored by reasoning to reach some satis- 
factory solution of -tho nature of man and his re- 
lation to the Universe. There wore teachers who 
laid down rules of life w'liicli, if observed, would re- 
sult in nobility of character. liiit it cannot be .said 
with truth that there was a recognized religion in 
the sonso that Christianity is recognized today. Tlie 
altars ot Athens, which woio very numerous, bore 
tesotimony both to the divergence of thought among 
the people, and to their ^eslro to express what they 
conceived to' be the truth. It must not bo ."jupposed 
that beeauso an altar was erected to some special 
deity that the person responsible for it regardc-d that 
god or goddess aa representative in the fullest sense 
of the divine. As a rule those altars probably were 
erected in token of thankfulness or in tho hope of 
propitiating the particular divinity whose nanio it 
bore. An altar to tho god ot war might be d(?sigiicd 
to express gratitude for victory or a, desire to secure 
It; one to thp god of tho sea might bo a thank-offer- 
ing for a pro'operous yoyago or an effort to gain the' 
favor- of the poxyer which ruled tho seas. As today 
wa have our prayers for the sick, "for tlioso in peril 
on the isea," our general thafik,9glvlng8 and our 'Xa

Martin Luther,. 
There Is one lesson that history teaches us that 
we are all of us tho better for knowing. It is this, 
•that no matter how troublous a state ot things exists 
In tho world, no matter what coinpllcaftd conditions, 
moral, polItica,l, social, religious, tlireaton us there 
always arises from among the jieople a man to meet 
tiic times. It is the old Biblical truth brought out, 
if yon will, that we are never tried lieyoiid our 
strength, eltber as individuals or nations. Xo exigency 
can confront iis_ so complicated, but thai the way 
out may be shown to us. This Is true of jiolitical 
as well as religious issues. This lesson is perhaps 
more of an inspiration than we an; at lirst ;iware. 
The men who, in the past, have irn^t with and grap- 
pled successfully witli national difficulties were not 
always those who had been schooled In those attain- 
ments supposedly necessary to a clear understand- 
ing Of the things at stake. In some Instances they 
have been men , whose walks in life led away from, 
and not into, tVie aren.a where the great events were 
taking jdaee. p,irth, social standing, the inlliience of 
friends. lia\'e bad leitliiug tu do with llieir limoss 
for the' jiroblem awaiting their sipliition. Is there not 
an liu'eiitivi' in this to ciieh and e\-er\'one to live the 
wisest life he can, to study sin'r.iimding ccjiiiliLii:'ns 
to the best of his ;ibillt.\-, ■,vitli the \'le\v to thi.dr 
anielior.itioii, renienibi'ring tliat ;i time ma.x' ::iiso 
when he may be the right m:in in tin- right place, 
the leader to lead the rest fnmi tlie chaos of trouble 
.'ind difliculties Into the iiatli of enlightenment unci 
jjcace',' 

Tile Sl-xteenth Century found the people of Ger- 
many ready, the times ripe for drastic j-eforms. Tlio 
influence ot Rome far from working for the better- 
ment of Chrlstoiidom w;is working for its fleuiorall- 
•/lation. Tho people awaited a teacher, a bader of 
sufUcient genius and mettle to cn-i rconie their su- 
)ierstitious scruples, and to show tiiem the way tlir-y 
were only too e;iger to seek, the' wa.v lo moral and 
religious reformation. -Martin Luther, a humble 
miner's soii_ who .as a l;id had paid lor bis seliooliiig 
l.iy singing from house to house during the hours 
he could sjiare from his study; Martin Luther, Hie 
unpretentious, plodding student, the unknown reli- 
gious recluse, was suddenl.v to step aside from tho 
path lie had essayed to follow, and, departing into 
new fields, was by his genius, his fearlessness and his 
forceful eloquence, to cause the German people to 
rally round liim. and to prepare to l'a(;c and to con- 
quer thb difncultios that menaced them, and to es- . 
tabllsli tho greatest religious reform that the world 
had ever sec-n. 

The iiio-;t ('Oiis]iiciioiis fe.-ilui'e abmit .Alarllii Luth- 
er's character was his utter fe.'irlessness, ]';\'eii the 
mo,st bitter of 'Ills antagonists cannot ileny him this 
beroit: (jualit^, ".So great was liis faith in God Ih.-it 
be feared noJihiiig but to offend lilm." No earthly 
Iiower could briiig Luther to humility, and when sfn 
t'xisted in high places, no less wcro the sin and the 
sinner denounced by him. Wo read of him as first 
attracting att?ihtIon by hls ninetj5:flvb.;aftlcle8 which 
he wrote against tho evil of' selling indiilgehccs. Tlio 
Cburcli of Rome had adopted this unusual me.ins 
of enriching her cofCers, and Lutlier, who had so far 
preached Orthodox doctrine, and had found no fault 
with existing institutions, 'was moved tn a stale 
of great iiidlgnutlon, iiiid he rebuked not only the 
agents of the Pope, but the Pope hlinsclf. Ho ap- 
pealed to the common scnso of tho people, ho proved 
to them by the Scriptures ^ that the papacy had n^

' r-EdUli Hope Kinney lu Outlook, 
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S to the resources of the province 
of British CoUunbia in standing 
timber there are varied and very 
widely divergent views. Only 
one thing is quite certain, name- 
ly, that no man -knows even ap- 
proximately tlie actual stand. 

A few days ago" one of. the 
largest operators on the Coast 
expressed to nie his belief that ten years would 
see the exhaustion of all the timber which is 
now regarded as merchantable. This view 
may, 1 think, be taken as marking the low 
water mark in estimates of persons who have 
had practical experience in the woods. PVom 
a prize essay on this subject recently publish- 
ed, I learn that the total stand of timber in 
British Columbia exceeds five thousand billion 
feet, an estimate which is double that given 
by the editor of the American Lumberman 
for the forest resources of the entire North 
American continent. This may be regarded 
as the high^watermark estimates by persons 
who have no practical knowledge of the sul> 
jcct whatever, it reminds one by its extrava- 
gance, of the statement which recently went 
the rounds of the press to the effect that Can- 
ada had a total limber land area of 1,657,000,- 
000 acres; an area which is without doubt in 
excess of the total area in North America, 
which can in any fairness be termed "timber 
land." 

Another statement which reflects a more 
or less popular impression in the east, I quote 
from an article recently published in one of 
our trade- journals. The writer, who could 
hardly have been out of doors in British Col- 
umbia, stated that the wliolc^province "con- 
sisted of an unbroken stretch of forest, extend- 
ing from the forty-ninth parallel to .Alaska, 
and comprising the largest and most compact 
body of tindjcr on the American continent." 
This is not only grossly misleading in the im- 
pression it would give as to the amount of the 
standing timber, but it gives an altogether 
false idea of the character of the timber lands. 
Far from being an unbroken body, the mer- 
chantable standing timber of British Columbia 
occurs for much the most part in compara- 
tively narrow strips along the river courses, 
fringing the shores of lakes and arms of the 
sea, and occasionally extending high-up the 
flanks of the ever present mountains. My per- 
sonal experience in forest cruising has been 
limited to the country lying west of the Cas- 
cade range and tributi'-y to the waters which 
separate Vancouver Isl-^nd from the mainland. 
This section is everywhere conceded ic carry 
the heaviest and finest timber in the province, 
and yet I should say that in the seven months 
that we tramped in this region, fully 80 per 
cent of the area of the territory examined was 
not timbered in the British Columbia sense, 
and I am confident that less than 30 per cent 
was tind^ered in any commercial sense. The 
waste lands consisted of rugged mountains, 
glaciers, lakes and a very large area which 
had been totally destroyed by fire. 

\\ hat llritisli Columbia lacks in continuity 
of her timbered areas she more than makes up 
for in the quantity and quality which may be 
cut from the area that is actually timbered. 

Beyond all question the forest resources of 
the province are very great, and as regard^ 
saw timber, probably exceed those of all the 
rest of Canada combined. It would perhaps 
be a confeervati\'c estimate to place the stand 
of merchantable limber at present under lease 
or license at 130 hillinn feet. Ultimately, when 
the scarcil}' and resulting high prices of lum- 
ber siiall widen ihe present concei)lion of the 
term "merchaiU:d)le," and shall make jiDSsiblo 
the e.xpKiitalion (jf areas now deemed inacces- 
sible, the total cut m;iy easily reach dinible 
the figure given before the \'irgin staniJ is 
exhausted. 

In estimating the value of standing tindier 
it is everywhere more a matter of accessibility 
and markets than cither quantil}^ or quality of 
stand. It can be more truly said of British 
Columbia than of any other heavily forested 
country that the timber markets of the world 
are here. On this coast, for its entire length, 
is a succession of deep-water harbors surpass- 
ing anything to be seen elsewhere. Directly 
tributary to these harbors are the finest of the 
forest lands. Tlie interior, while less access- 
ible, has many mighty ri\'ers which outlet to 
the sea. ]\aiIroading, tf) be sure, is very costly 
where trunk lines are concerned, l-'ort-malely, 
no tnmk lines will need to be Iniilt to tap the 
tind)er. Within four years there \\\\\ be four 
trunk lines from the plains to the sea. These 
lines will open up a vast area by tapi)ing the 
drainage courses of the interior, and compara- 
tively cheaply constructed branch lines and 
logging roads will open up the rest. As I 
haA'C' already remarked, the markets for the 
prodrict of the British CoIund)ia forests are the 
markets of the world. The only UKu lcet which 
can be reached at small cost is the local ni;n'- 
l<el. which already consumes a \-ast (lc;d of 
tindier, and is inci-easiiig its demand by leaps 
and bounds. All other mai'kets arc reached at 
consi(ler;d)le cost. To reach the prairie ]iro 
\inces of the Canadian middle west, which of 
late years has become the best market, it is 
necessary to carry it .over two mountain 
ranges, with a- total hill climb of over 8,000 
feet. The new trunk lines will, however, cut 
this grade in half, or less, to the great advari- 
tage of the trade, and doubtless of the con- 
suniers also. All other markets are reached 



by crossing oceans at considerable, but ever 
decreasing costi At the-docks of our great 
coast mills may be seen ships loading for 
China, Japan, /Vustralia, Western and Eastern 
South America, South Africa, Europe and even 
Eastern North America. The opening of the 
Panama canal ten years hence cannot fail to 
give a great impetus to all trade touching that 
half of the world which borders the Atlantic 
ocean. 

The cargo trade is already very large and 
is growing rapidly. The only thing that can 
pi event its growth to enormous proportions 
will be the overwhelming demand for the 
products of our forests throughout Canada-^- 
particularly in the plains country — and in the 
United States, which may make very great 
exportations to other continents impossible. It 
is my own view — as some of your readers 
know — that the district of which Chicago is 
the commercial capital will, within half a cen- 
tury, lead the world in timber-hung'er and 
lundi^er prices. 

Before closing the discussion on the re- 
sources of the province 1 must comment on 
the climate of the coast district. With one 
exception, ])erhaps, of the jircscnt virgin stand 
in tind)er, the climate is to be regarded as the 
greatest provincial forest resource. The for- 
ests of British Columbia are almost wholly 
evergreen, and every winter day that the tem- 
perature stands above freezing point the green 
leaves of the forest are storing up reserve food 
])reparatory to the production of wood the 
following season. In the east there are- at 
best not more than se\-en months of such food 
storing — here there arc twelve, with the result 
that when s|)ring comes the terminal shoot 
which marks the upward growth conunonh'' 
extends itself skyward in the neighborhood of 
three feet, and often much more, as compared 
with an average of a foot or eighteen inches in 
the east. Doubtless, the hea-vy rainfall and 
the humidity of the atmosphere contribute 
greatly to this remarkable growth. 

The different forest types of the entire 



province have two characteristics in common. 
They are all predominantly coniferous, and 
contain practically no trees which are not use- 
fill and ev.en. valuable , for the . production of 
sawn luinber. Otherwise they may be divided 
into two district groups — the coast and the 
interior. 

On the coast forest the trees attain much 
larger dimensions and the undergrowth is very 
dense, making traveliiig in the "brush" a very 
tedious and very laborious process. An aver- 
age of a mile an hour is cxtrenjcly rapid tra- 
veling west of the Cascades, and it is often 
impossible to make an average of half that 
speed. The only possible means of locomo- 
tiort in this region is afoot. In the interior 
valleys, the timber is much smaller, and the 
ground is comparatively free from under- 
growth. In many places it is possible to travel 
ra])idly many miles in different directions on 
horseback. 

The leading sjiecics on the coast is the 
Douglas fir and the red cedar. North of 
Queen Charlotte Sound the spruce takes the 
place of the fir as a leading tree. The only 
other trees of commercial importance are the 
western hemlock, the white fir (so-called 
"larch"), and the yellow cypress. All six rank 
amongst the world's best timbers, are, in fact, 
unexcelled in their own classes. The fir na- 
turally falls into the same class as southern 
pine, and is its ccpial in every respect, and 
superior in the dimensions afforded. The red 
cedar is the best cedar in the world, and sti- 
pcrior in the dimensions obtainable. The hem- 
lock is free from two defects of the eastern 
hemlock, \-iz., brashiness of grain, and "shake," 
and has no new faults, while its enormous 
size, compared with that of the eastern tree, 
gives it a greater value for, many purposes. 
The white fir (abies) and the spruce are ideal 
pulp woods, and can be used for any purpose 
for which the eastern spruce Js used. The 
yellow cypress resembles a cedar, but the wood 
is harder, stronger, tougher, more elastic and 
highly aromatic. ' It is exceedingly durable, 



and when found in large size is much the most 
valuable -wood 0x1 the Pacific coast. ■ 

The leading specie's of the interior valleys 
are the yellow pine, tamai-ac, Douglas fir, red 
cedar, spruce. and, hemlock. The cut per acre 
of these interior lands is, as a rule, much less 
than on the coast, but occasionally areas are 
found on wdiich the trees stand very close, and 
the cut is enormous. 

In the early days the logging was done al- 
most entirely by means of ox-teams. Some- 
times as many as twenty-four o.xcn — two 
abreast — were used to haul the heavy timbers 
over the skid roads in the water. The. skid 
roads were built by embedding cross skids in 
the roadway over which the logs are drawn 
after the removal of the bark. Later, horses 
and mules replaced the oxen, being much 
faster. Now^ the steam "donke)'" has practi- 
cally replaced all animal motive power in the 
coast forests. 

With the heavy tindiers to be bandied it 
was possible, in the da^-s of the oxen and the 
horses, to log only such areas as were com- 
l^aratively free from rock, and gave a down 
grade all the wa)- to the water. The logging 
engine has made possible the logging of much 
rougher lands, ancjl has greatly lessened the 
cost per thousand. A few logging railroads 
are already in operation, and other are under 
construction. With the exhaustion of the log 
supply on the lands directly tributary to the 
water the logging railway must, in a few 
years, become the ordinary method of bring- 
ing the logs to the w-atcr. A feature of logg- 
ing on the coast of great economic interest 
is the fact that the climate admits of continu- 
ous operation throughout the year. 

Prior to the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, the only market available for 
the product of the British Columbia foVest 
was export by ships to foreign lands. The 
earliest mills of importance engaged in this in- 
dustry were built in the early sixties. Their 
output varied from 25 to 35 million feet for 
many years, but recently the trade has ex-

That 
is the lot of the common run of humanity. Tin: 
fortunate penple in the world — the onl\- realK' 
fortunate people in the worUl, in ni}- mind — 
;ire those wiiosc \\'ork is rdso their ]deasure. 
The class is not a large one, not nearly so 
large as it is often represented to I)e; anrl 
authors are perhaps one of the most important 
elements in its composition. They enjoy in this 
respect at least a real harmoif\' of life. 
The Author's Freedom. 
"Is not the author free, as few men are 
free? Is he not secure, as few men are se- 
cure? The tools of his industry are so com- 
mon and so cheap that they have almost ceased 
to have commercial value. He needs no bulky 
])ile of raw material, no elaborate apparatus, 
no ser\-ice i)f men or animals. Me is de])endent 
for his occupation upon no one but himself, 
and -nothing outside liim that matters. He is 
the sovereign of an empire, self-suiiporting, 
solf-conu-iiiied. No one can seciuestrate his es- 
tates. No one can depri\-e him of his stock- 
iii-tr;i(le; no one can force him to exercise his 
faculty against his will; no one can prevent 
him exercising it as he chooses. The pen is 
the great liberator of men and nations. No 
chains can bind, no poverty can choke, no 
tariff can restrict, the free play of his mind, 
and even the Times' Book Club can only exert 
a moderately depressing influence upon his re- 
wards. Whether his work is good or bad, so 
long as he does his best he is happy. 1 often 
fortify myself amid the uncertainties and vexa- 
tions of i)olitiraI life l,)y believing that I ])os- 
sc'ss ;i line of retreat into a peaceftd and fertile 
couiiti-y where no rascal can pursue and where 
one never need he dull or idle or e\'en wholh' 
without ]io\\-c-r. it IS then, indeed, that I feel 
devoutly thankful to have been born fond of 
writing. It is then, indeed, that I feel giate- 
ful to all the brave and generous spirits who, 
in every age, and in every land„have fought to 
establish the now unquestioned freedom of the 
pen. I 
The Beauties of English. 
"And what a noble medium the F,ngHsh' 
language is. It is not possible to write a page 
without experiencing flositive pleasure at the 
richness and variety,' the, flexibility and the 



profoundness of our mothcr-toiigue. If an Eng- 
lish writer cannot say what he has to say in 
English — and in simple English — depend upon 
it it is probably not worth saying, ^Vhat a pity, 
it is that English is not more generally studied. 
I am not going to attack classical education. 
No one who has the slightest pretension to 
literary tastes can be insensil.de to the attrac- 
tion of Greece and Rome. But 1 confess our 
|)rcsent educational system excites in my mind 
grave misgivings. I cannot believe that a 
system is good, or even reasonable, which 
llirusts upon reluctant and imcompreliending 
multitudes treasures which c;in only be a,>prc- 
ciated by the privileged and gilted few-. To the 
vast majority of boys who attend our public 
schools a classical education is from beginning 
to end one long useless, meaningless rigma- 
role. If I am told that classics are the best 
preparation for the study of -English, I reply 
that by far the greater iiuiuber of students 
finish their education while this preparatory 
stage is still incijniplcte, and witlioiit deriving 
an\- of the Ijen.efiis which are j^romised as its, 
result. I'or e\-er\- one who is permitted to 
ascend the slopes of MoiuU Parnassus there 
are twenty who famish in the deserts of con- 
jugations and declensions without ever receiv- 
ing the smallest practical advantage from 
many years of labor. 

The Mastery of English. 

".-Vnd even of those who, without being 
great scholars, attain a certain general ac- 
quaintance with the ancient writers, can it 
really be said that they have also obtained the 
mastery of English? How many young gen- 
tlemen there are from the universities and 
public schools who can turn a Latin verse -with 
a facility which would make the old Romans 
squirm in their tombs. How few there are who 
can construct a few good sentences, or still less 
a few good paragrai)hs of plain, correct, and 
straightforward English. Now, I am a grc;it 
admirer of the Greeks, although, of course, I 
have to depend upon what (Hhcrs tell me about 
them, and I woulil like to see our educational- 
ists imitate in one respect at least the Greek 
example. How is it that the. Greeks made 
their language the most graceful and com- 
pendious mode of cxpressi'on ever known 
among men? Did they spend all their time 
studying the languages which had preceded 
theirs? Did they explore with tireless per- 
sistency the ancient root dialects of the van- 
ished world? Not at all. They studied 
Greek. 'Jdicy studied their own language. 
They loved it, the ycherished it, the}' adorned 
it. they expanded it, and that is why it survi\-es 
a model and delight to ,-dl posterit}-. vSurely we 
whose mother ti^ngue has ah-eady won for it- 
self such an unecpiallcd empire o\-er the mod- 
ern world, can learn this lesson at least from 
the ancient Greeks and bestow a little care 
and some proportion of the years of education 
to the study of a language which is perhaps 
to play a predominant part in the futhre pro- 
gress of mankind. 

"Frankly, I thiidc that English boys should 
first of all be taught English, taught to v^ritc 
it, to speak it, to repeat by heart its poetry 



an<l its prose, to know something of its litera- 
ture, to understand its strength, its history, 
and its origin; and.it is to those who show 
real literary aptitude, and elegant qualities of 
mind in the study of English that the ancient 
world should be thrown open, not as a drill 
or a drudger}% not as a drear}^ ritual binding 
on all alike, but as the reward of e.xce])tional 
talent ami scholarl}- inclination. That I believe 
■would be the natural and harmonious method 
of procedure in regard to the study of our 
language by youth. 

A Corporate Resistance to Bad Words. 

"There is another point to which I wish 
to refer, though very briefly. I mean the 
guidance of our language by those who know 
it and lo\'e it best. The more I have been able 
to become acquainted with the w-ork and in- 
fluence — let us say— of the French Academy 
on French literature and French intellectual 
life generally the more I regret the absence in 
England of any body of equal effectiveness 
which could from year to year guide and im- 
prove the development of our English langu- 
age without restricting its regular and natural 
expansion. And when \vc are menaced, as un- 
doubtedly we are, by the horrible barbarous 
jargon of ])honetic spelling, that evil progeny 
of slmenly and unprofilalde bustle, I think it 
is high time that Englisii writers should be 
able to offer a corp/orate resistance to such 
dangerous and dismal tendencies. 

".Someone — I forget who — has said 
'Words are the only things which last for- 
ever.' That is, to my mind, always a wonder- 
ful thought. The most durable structures 
raised in stone by the strength of man, the 
mightiest monuments of his power, crumble 
into dust, while the words P]ioken with fleet- 
ing breath, the ])assing expression of the un- 
stable fancies of his mind, endure not as echoes 
of the past, not as mere archaeological curiosi- 
ties or \-eneral)le relics, but with a force and 
life as new and slron.g, and sometimes far 
stronger than when they were first spoken, 
and, leaping across the gulf of three thousand 
years, they light the world for us today."

The building of the C. P. Riband ^ the de- 
velopment of the Canadian Middle-West; has 
resulted in an enormohs developrrieiit of the 
lumber business, and has made possible the 
utilization of a great deal of good lumber 
which it was not possible to market when the 
only trade was that of export. The opening, 
of two or three new lines from the sea to the, 
jdains within the next four years will un- 
doubtedly result in a great stimulus to the • 
production of lumber, both on the coast'.and 
in the interior. The opening of the Panama' 
canal ten years hence will undoub'tedjy^opcn" 
a new era in this regard for the entire Pa-!, 
cific coast. - - " ■ • ■ . 

The government policy in the disposal of 
timber lands has had a checkered Jiistory. In 
the early days considerable areas were sold or 
given away in fee, later a system of leasing 
was adojited with a view of. encouraging the 
development of the milling industry. In 188S 
the tenure of the leases was fixed at thirty 
years, and a land tax of ten cents per. acre 
and a royalty of 50 cents per thousancf feet 
on all timber cut was imposed. Since 1892 no 
leases of timber limits have been granted 
without being offered to public competition. 
The competition, however, was largely . nom- 
inal, as there was an abundance of good' lands 
for all who wished to take them up. Many 
changes have been made at different times in 
regard to the taxation and other obligations 
of the holders of leased lands. At the present 
time the life of a lease is twenty-one years, but 
at the end of that time the owner has tlie 
]>rivilege of renewing for another term; and 
further terms of twenty-one years, with a re- 
adjustment of the ground rent and royalty to 
bring it into conformity with that obtaining' 
on licensed lands at the times of renewal. . 

In 1888 the chief commissioner of lands 
and works was empowered to issue special 
timber licenses good for one year, giving the-, 
right to cut titriber oti crown land^" subject to 
the payment of an annual license fee and a 
royalty of 50 cents per thousand on all timber 
cut. The legislation governing these licenses 
has also undergone considerable ; rhodification 
from time to time, and assumed its. prescrit; 
form in 1905. ' ' \ ^f!'TT'''\^ 

According to the tegislation of 1905, any- 
one staking timber on unlocated crown land 
was entitled, after due advertisement, to a, 
special timber license to "cut and carry away 
the timber" on 640 acres, on the payment of 
an annual license feet of $140 ($115 east pf 
Cascades). The timber, when, cut, was 
subject to the payment of a royalty of fifty; 
cents per thousand. ' *■„ i 

These licenses are Issucjd for one-,' year 
only, but are renewable for 21 cqnsecutiye 
years. The government retains.. the rigfit. %6- 
increase the amount of royalty, and also the' 
amount of the annual licen.se fee, although- 
there is some legal doubt as regards this lat- 
ter. Under this law the bulk of the finest and 
most accessible- timber lands of - the province 
have been taken up. 

The most obvious defect in this manner 
of disposing of timber lands is, that all lands, 
good aiul poor, are banded out by. the govern- 
ment at one price, and although the right to 
increase the royalty cut on timber is clearly 
retained, and possibl}' as regards the annual 
license fee also, it is evidently impracticable 
to raise it higher than the poorer lands can 
stand. A second defect is the time limit to 
renewal. As the law stands now, the bulk of 
the finest forest areas of the province must 
be logged before the expiration of 21 years, 
or the owners will lose title to their timber. 

The special license law, with its high an- 
nual license fee, has been a success as a re- 
venue producer. It has filled the treasury of 
the province td overflowing at a time which 
would have otherwise been a critical pericid 
in the history of its finances. But, like the 
"bonus" system formerl)- in vogue in On- 
tario, it is simply a device for the tlisc-o inting 
of future forest revenues — a measure justified 
only by the gra\'est of financial emergencies. 

'I'hat there must be ])rovision made for a 
liberal extension of the time allowed for the 
removal of the tind)er now held tmder special 
license is now evident to all. The harvesting 
of the bulk of the timber of the province with- 
in 21 years' would mean the dempralizajron 
of the timber industry during;the.prp9e^s,, and 
its practical extinction at the, end 'Of- two de- 
cades, than which no greater calamity could' 
befall the province, or perhaps the Dominion. 

The space at my disposal has, I fear, al- 
ready been exceeded, but in closing I wish to 
go on record with a prediction. It is to this 
effect: That although as yet little attention 
has been given to the art of forestry on the 
Pacific coast it will develop that within the 
lifetime of many who read this the Pacific 
slope will lead the world in applied forestry 
as a strictly commercial proposition. The 
wherefore for this belief is very simple. Wc 
have a climate which , will produce in about 
forty years as much timber per acre as can 
be grown elsewhere in North America or ih 
Europe in a centyry,; i.Ayith money worth five 
per cent, this nieahs^nSl^ timber can be grown 
here at less than one-tenth the cost that it 
can be produced elsewhere. If you cfon't believe 
it, just figure it out and see, or ask Dr. Fer- 
now. I ■ .

DAHLIAS AND DAHLIA GROWING 

(Specially Prepared for The Colonist.) , 

ITH the recent development 
of the Cactus and Art Da!i- 
lias. and the introduction of 
new and im]3rovcd Sho^\■, 
Pompon, Decorative and 
J'^ancy varieties, there has 
been a vmarked increase of 
interest takeji in the cultiva- 
:tion of these, the most 
bcautifiir of all flowers. 
All Dahlias arc very easily grown, hut will 
always repay anv little extra alti'r.viiMi in ;i 
wonderful manner. The newer types are such 
a remarkable revelation in the form and color 
of the flowers that any one who is the happy 
possessor of a .garden should grow at least a 
•dozen plants of dififerent kinds. 

General Culture 
About two weeks before the tubers are 
taken out of the cellar, it is a good plan to 
water them in order to induce therii to sprout. 
Just as soon as the eyes show, separate the 
tubers, allowing only one eye (bud) to each 
tuber. If there is more than one eye on a tu- 
ber, remove all but one. If the plants grow so 
rapidly indoors that they become spindling, 
])lant them outdoors as soon as possible in or- 
der to induce a stronger growth. 

The soil best adr.pted for Dalilias is one 
which is naturally light, but which has a subsoil 
that retains moisture. Never add manure to 
the soil in the spring; this must be done in the 
fall and the manure plowed or spaded in at the 
time. 

Never plant Dahlias closer than three feet 
apart each way; four to five feet apart is even 

better. Place the roots horizontally about 
three inches below the surface of the soil, and 
await the growth before doing anything more. 
\V'hcn the stems make their ajjpearance above 
ground, insert the stakes for tying to. These 
should be four feet liigh for the Single and 
PomiDon, five Icel for the Show, and six feet 
for the Cactus and Decorative types. Con- 
nect these stakes with a cross-bar, one for 
every four plants. 

Just as soon as the plants are ten inches 
higli. loosely tie them to the stakes, and cut 
off the lower leaves. The best material to use 
in l_\ ing is rafha tape. This is really not raffia, 
but a material which is ([uite broad, very 
strong, green in c(jlc)r. ;in(l comes in siiools 
Avhich can be attached to a coat lapel, and is 
therefore very hand)-. If this cannot be easily 
obtained, use raffia, or what is better, strips of 
cloth. 

Remove the first tie as soon as the plant 
has reached a height of two feet and a half, and 
retie in several places or wherever it appears 
necessary. The side branches are better tied 

to the bar which connects the stakes, instead 
of to I he main stake. This will allow more 
light to reach the centre of the plant, and ^\'ill 
relieve the main stall-: from additional weiglil. 
The [)lants will also resist strong winds betlci'. 

Just as .soon as the lower branches a])pear, 
cut them off and do not allow more than one 
stalk to a plant. There should be no foliage or 
branches up to a foot above the ground. 

When the first buds show, pick them off and 
do not let any form for fully two weeks, as the 
plant will not be strong enough to support the 
.flowers.' The ilowers from these early buds are 
always very imperfect, anyway. 

just as .soon as the first buds ajipear begin 
to feed the plant. The best food is sheep or 
chicken manure in dry torni, which is placed 
around (he plant at first and then light ly forked 
into the ground, if no rains appear in a reas- 
onable time after its application, water tlie soil 
thoroughly. 

The first flowers appearing on the plant are 
usually ,the best, particularly if it is the crown 
flower ; ljut this rule is liot always true, for the 
flowers of some varieties im^jrovc with the 
s ea s 11, whjlc others grow smaller and smaller., 



AVatcring the Dahlia is a subject which must 
be well studied. When possible it is better to 
avoid using water at all ; but one thing must be 
observed, that at no time should the growth 
be checked because of lack of water. In case 
of a dry season or where the soil is naturally 
dry, begin watering just as soon as the plants 
show the effect of the dryness ; but never start 
watering unless you can keep it up all sunnncr, 
because by watering a growth of fdjrous roots 
is ])ro(luced near the surface of the soil to 
reach the moisture, and they will always remain 
near the surface where they can secure but lit- 
tle moisture if watering ceases, even if there 
IS an average amount of rainfall after the first 
dry spell ; therefore, it is most essential to keep

on watering regularly and thoroughly all sum- 
mer. 

After three or more flowers have appeared 
on the plant, the number of buds usually in- 
creases very rapidly. As a rule, three apjiear at 
the end of each dowering branch. If large, per- 
fect blossoms arc desired, pick off the side buds. 

Dahlias vary enormously in their habit of 
growth. Some remain dwarf, others grow tall 
and lanky, while some assume a bush form, 
making an enormous leaf growth. Those lat- 
ter must receive special attention in the way 
of pruning. Pruning is not difficult and there 
is only one point to keep in mind. Where the 
foliage is in the way it is well to remove some 
of it. Always cut off the branches close up lo 
the main stem, do not leave stubs that will 
decay. 

Plight (jflen attacks i)lants when they are in 
full bloom. 1"his is easily recognizable by the 
change of color in the foliage. It either turns 
light green, yellow spots appear, or the foliage 
withers and dies. Spray with Bordeaux mixture 
or ammoniated copper carbonate solution. 

Dahlia blooms should never he cut during 
the sumiv hours of the day. Cut the flowers 
either before sunrise in the morning or after 
eight o'clock in the evening. WiuMiever they 
are cut. jjlace them at once into a bowl of w;iter. 
inmiersing the whole stem, ;in(l rciudve them lo 
a cr;oi place — the cellar or some location simi- 
lar. Ilere they should remain lor at least si.\ 
hours before they are brought into the living 
rooms. By changing tlie water every morn- 
ing, the flowers can be made to last easily from 
four to six days. 

A great many people in \'ictoria leave the 
tubers in the ground all winter, but as we some- 
times have a very heavy frost, it is not a prac- 
tice tRat we can recommend, especially if you 
have some really choice varieties. The l;est 
plan is lo lei the foliage die com])!elely down 
(jr be killed b\' an early frost, then cut the 
stalks down t(j within six inches of the soil. 
Lift the roots early in the morning and place 
them upside down with all the soil attached 
that can easily be lifted, and let them dry in 
the sun for two or three hours. Then remove 
them to a frost-j^njof storage ro(jin, where they 
shoidd be placed either in a box or on a shelf 
until the following spring. 

Culture for Exhibition Purposes 

If the blooms arc intended for competitive 
l)urpf)ses, the ground must be well dug and 
pulverized during the ])revious winter, at tlie 
same time afldiiig a lil)eral c|uaiitity of good 
horse manure (if light soil, cow manure is best). 
About the end of I\Iay, the ground should again 
be stirred, and laid off in beds five feet, wide, 
with an allej one foot in breadth between them. 
Into these beds a double row of stakes may be 
placed, about two and a half feet apart oacli 
way; on the average, the tall ones may be a 
little more, and: t he . dwai'f . Q?l[.c.s ' a little IcsiJ. 



Some growers pt6fer,_a greater" distance -he-, . 
tween the plants, blit we have proved -the space 
given to be most suitable.'' The stakes must he- 
hrmly fixed before plshtingf! The best time to 
get the plants is the end of April and beginning 
of May. When received from the nursery, they 
should' be immediately i)otted inlo four or five 
inch \wis. and placed on a. moderate hotbed or 
in a warm greenhouse,' care being taken not to 
allow the plants lo become dry, as the slightest 
check will lend to throw them into bloom pre- 
maturclv. louring the latter part of May, they 
should be gradually hardened off, and planted 
out when all danger of frost is past. Frequent 
waterings, occasionally with liquid manure, 
tying and thinning the shoots, will engage the 
;iUention of the cultivator 
till the beginning of Au- 
gust, when the buds will 
be appearing, A good 
mulching of well-decom- 
posed manure will be of 
great service now. If 
very large blooms are 
wanted, onl}' four or five 
branches should be left on 
each plant, and all buds 
exceeding two or three ;it 
the end of each stem 
should be removed. A few 
lateral shoots may be al- 
lov.'cd to grow, which will 
carry flowers later on. 
When the ilowers begin to 
expand, they will be all 
the better of a little pro- 
tection from the ^veathel", 
a piece of board or tin 
nailed to the top of a 
stout stake answering the 
jMirpose very well. Some 
jjrefcr boxes with glass 
tops.

Rambler Rose Pruning 
,., .^ Sir—I . have noticed your engravings on 
pril hingji<3^misoii Ramblers in the Semi-Weekly 



'Colonist of.. February ii, 1908, and trust you 
will forgive me. for suggesting another way of 
pruning them, I. e. a way I have used for the 
last few years, and which tD have found most 
successful.- 

I havt; a pergola, and have some dozen 
ramblers against it. All the wood that flowered 
last year I cut out to within one inch of its 
base, leaving one eye to get a good shoot this 
year. I cut out all old wood as soon as possible 
after flowering is over artd train new shoots 
up in their right places, keeping one or two 
more than I require in case of accidents. Any 
shoots growing on the young \vood I cut back 
in spring (in the case of While Pet you find 
many). I only keep five or six shoots. Jl jiays 
one, I tliink, to do as above, because the 
trusses of flowers on new wood are twice if 
not three times larger than those on old wood. 
1 have many, in fact, 011 most of my raini)lers ; 
fhis year I have shoots 14 feet long, and as they 
have consequently got crossed, am looking for- 
ward to a splendid sight later on. I might add 
the pergola is of wood with wire to tie to, but 
the wire is too cold, so ] always use a very soft 
twine, callei! here wool twine, which I wraji 
round the wire Iwo or three times Ijeforc tying, 
thus keeping th.e tree from the wire. 

Applying the above to your diagram, if it 
is a young plant, I shoujd leave about two good 
shoots to flower ai;d cut the remainder down 
to the base ; if an old plant, I should leave four 
or live shoots, but in neither case shoidd I top 
the shoots left. I find the winter generally kills 
a few inches for me.

SWEET PEAS IN POTS 

Sweet Peas are much more amenable to pot 
culture than might generally be supposed, and 
.give very little trouble, wiiile they keep up a 
bright display for a considerable period, and 
may be grown in pots by those who have little 
or no convenience for growing them in the gar- 
den. "Varieties are now so numerous that it is 
difficult in making a' selection to include all 
that arc worthy of recommendation,' but for- 
thosc who would like 'to confine themselves to 
a dozen varieties, the following will be found 
to be a good selection, viz.: fDoroLliy Eckford, 
white: r_,ovcly, pale flesh pink; f^ord Nelson, 
blue; Miss AVilmott, orange pink; Gladys Un- 
win, pink; Hon. Mrs. Ivenyon, almost a true 
yellow; Lady Grisel ITamilton, pale blue or 
mauve; Gorgeous, scarlet with a salmon shade; 
Horace Wright, violet-blue; Counte.ss .Spencer, 
pink ; Evelyn Byatt, orange salmon : and Phyl- 
lis Unwin, rose-carmine. The seeds may be 
sown any time till the end of Februarj', about 
seven or ei.ght in a 5-inch pot. Good loam 
with a liberal addition of manure may be <ised, 
and it should be pressed moderately firm. The 
seeds should be covered with the soil. After 
sowing the pots may be placed in any light, 
open position in a frame or cool greenhouse; 
care must be taken that there are no mice 
about. After the seeds begin to germinate, 
light and air, with a moderate supply of water, 
is all that this needed until the seedlings re- 
quire some support. A few short twigs may be 
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used at first, and thesc will.hold them up until 
they begin to make tendrils, and aV they 'ad- 
vance a few tall slicks and twine placed around 
will hold them up well. If Uiey arc inclined 

to become too tall they may be stopped, and 
this will not delay flowering more than a few- 
days. After they are w'cll advanced they may 
be' potted on into 8-inch pots, and after they 
begin to show ilowers manure may be used 
■freely. -''I^^':'- '■ 

The above is the most simple method of 
growing Sweet Peas in pots, but they may also 
be'^ grown singly. Sow early and pot off the 
seedlings as soon as ready, and sloj) fro-n time 
to time until they havejformed bushy plants. 
They may he tied un to a' single stick. Six-inch 
potL. are large eiioiigli for single plants. 



When the pruning and training of fruit 
trees has been fini.shed and the resultant rub- 
bi:jh cleared aw.ay, attention may be directed 
to the manuring of trees standing in nieed of 
assistance. The indiscriminate manuririg'of all 
the trees, whether in need of it or not, is an 
injurious as well as a wasteful pr,aetice ; the in- 
dividual requirements of each tree ought to be 
considered. .An apple tree in good bearing 
condition with a weii-balanced growth may be 
given a little of the three substances for which 
there is the greatest demand, viz., a potash 
salt, plio.splioric acid and a nitrate. For the 
tree in question a 3-inch layer of fermented 
farmyard manure, placed on the siu'face as far 
as the roots extend, i.s the most suitable mulch, 
this containing tile above-mentioned subjects 
in well-balanced ])roportions. 

If the crop of apples is usually so large as 
lo be detrimental lo free growth, the potash 
and phosporic acid must be decreased and the 
supply of nitrogen increased. A good manure 
in this case would be a dressing of basic slag 
at the rate of 6 oz. to the square yard, and 
stable instead of farmyard manure. On the 
other hand, if growth is produced at the ex- 
pense of fruit, the potash and phosphates must 
be increased and the nitrogenous part left out. 
If the tree is on a wall, root-pruning .may be 
resorted to with advantage, but if a standard, 
try a dressing of 3 oz. of kainit and 6 0%. of 
superphosphate of lime to the square yard, 
and prune only as much as is' absolutely essen- 
tial. Lime is also important as a food for 
fruit trees, and no form is more suitable for 
ajiiilication than lime rubble or old mortar. It 
will be seen that the chief point in the nianur- 
iii.g of, fruit trees is .in the variation of nitro- 
gen. I find that a drcssing> of nitrate of soda, 
2 oz. to the square yard and wood ashes (pot- 
. ash), 4. pz. at setting tiinc is very helpful. Pear 
trees r.eqijire inuch .tlie/|same '.ireafrncnt 
apples. • : ' I . ,. ■ 

Plums and stone fruits in general object to 
superphosphate of lime unless on soils well 
supplied with lime; basic slag, applied in 
autumn is more to their liking. They require 
a considerable amount of lime, and this they 
obtain from the basic slag. Gooseberries and 
currants do well with identical treatment, 
farmyard manure is always acceptable, but. this 
cannot ahvays be given them. A good substi- 
tute can be found in the decayed vegetable 
matter from the rubbish heap, from which 
stones and wood have been removed. A coat- 
ing of this material 3 inches thick, followed for 
the next two or three years by artificial man- 
ure, is conducive to health antl fruitfulness. 

A good artificial manure for gooseberries 
and currants is .3 oz. of superphosphate of 
lime, 2 oz. of kainit and i oz. of nitrate of 
soda ])er bushel. Apply the superphosphate 
and kainit in February and the nitrate at fruit- 
setting time. On heavy land use basic slag 
instead of superphosphate of lime, and sul- 
])hate of ammonia instead of nitrate of soda. 

I'Jaspberrics well repay liberal treatment. 
Digging may be practised wdth advantage with 
the previously-mentioned fruits, but with rasp- 
berries never. Although they are deep rooters 
and love a dicep, cool soil, most of the fruit- 
producing roots arc found near the surface; 
besides, if a root gets broken it is apt to send 
up a bunch of useless suckers where they are 
not wanted. Nothing suits raspberries, better 
than an annual mulch of well-rotted stable 
manure or leaf-mould, and in conjunction with 
these a good artificial manure may be compos- 
ed as follows: Basic slag. 8 lbs..; superphos- 
])hate of lime, 6 lbs.; kainit, 3 lbs.; and sul- 
phate nf ammonia, V/z lbs. W^ell mi.x and 
ai)ply at the rate of 6 oz. to the square yard 
in .spring". While indicating the general me-, 
lliod of manuring fruit trees, I would advise 
every grower to experiment and find out what 
is most .suitable to his own particular locality, 
as it is well known that the same manures 
have different effects on different soils, 
— H.M.E. 

A TRAILING EVENING PRIMROSE 

. (Oenothera macrocarpa.) 

This is a beautiful trailing Evening Prim- 
rose, flowering continually through the sun-i- 
mer and autumn months and produces a 
charming feature on the rock garden when 
flowers are rather scarce. The flowers arc 
large and of a rich yellow in color. Several 
plantsrthat were given a rather prominent ppsi- 
tiprf!raritl planted in rich soil have been much 
( aclnii'red. They were ])lantcd in early spring, 
' The -old soil was removed from the pockct.s 
and some loam, leaf-mold, road sand and a 
spriidcling of bone meal mixed together form- 
ed the com!)ost in wdiich the plants have thriv- 
ed. I3uring the summer water must be ap- 
plied when necessary, and all faded flowers re- 
moved. Stir the soil occasionally between the 
plants. These little atentions will promote 
h'ealtliy grov/th and abundance of flowers. It 
is a native of North America, and is son^ictimcs 
\grovvn tint^feih^Mame of Oenothera missoiiri- 
cnsis. Pr'^^a^iUjy division and from seed.

INCUBATORS AND BROODERS 

Common Sense Rules to Guide the Amateur 
in Their Purchase and Operation 

think i(. is safe (o pay that 
iiinc-tciilhs of all the incu- 
bators in use today dept'nd 
for their temp'^rature on hot 
air rather than hot water. 
Time was, not so very long 
since, when the hot air in- 
cubator was practically un- 
known, and the gentlenu-n 
\vho at that time "WCre niakini;- liol ^Yater nicu- 
■bators exclusively were not slow in sayni}; that 
about all there was to the nrwcr forms of heat- 
ing an incubator could be sununcd up.m th<* 
slang use of the phrase "hot air." If the sur- 
vival of the fittest and jjrcponderancc of evi- 
dence count for anything, the hot air mantifac- 
turef is now a long way to the good, and as all 
of OUR personal tests iiave found the hot air 
incubator to he Uic more desirable \vc arc going 
to advise the amateur to procure one of tins 
type. Buy a good machine. I'y this \vc nican 
pay enough for one so that you have a right 
to assume that it is first class. Remember that 
vou never can get something for nothing, Ma- 
terial never was higher than at the present 

lime, . . . 

To attain the highest degree of efficiency in 
operating any machine it is necessary for the 
operator to 'familiarize himself with its parts 
and the functions lliey arc supposed to perform. 
'i"hc matter of what si/.e \n huv should br de- 
lermined be the inuubcr of chicks one intends 
to hatch, or tlie nuini)er of eggs that can 
reasonal)lv be relied on during - the hatching 
season. In operating the machine if is the best 
'of judgme\it to foUbw the' printed directions 
"■explicitiy"!' Any rejintable ''incul^aloi- manu- 
facturer, before' placing Hie machine on the 
market, makes cxliaustivc, practical tests under 
all conditions and L-liniatcs. The instructions 
that arc forwarded with each machine arc the 
composite results of these tests, and until you 
are thoroughly convinced that their instruc- 
tions are leading you astray it is either a case 
of sheer folly or pigheadedness to depart from 
them. The exception only proves the rule, and 
it' sometimes appears that you are confronted 
with some peculiar condition that would not 
obtain once in a hundred times. This \rould 
warrant your departure from the print:'(.l in- 
structions and using your best judgment, Study 
out the probleiiis and apply such remedies as 
seem nccessarv. b'ven then it is the part of 
wisdoni to write the makers and give, as clearly 
as possible, an account of the trouble and con- 
ditions. This will usually bring a prompt and 
satisfactory reply. ^ 

The location of (he machine is another im- 
portant factor. While it is possilile to run a 
machine in the vari(nis li\iiig rooms of a iioMse, 
the place to run one is in a well ventilated cel- 
lar. \Vc have funinl thai where the opening of 
tiie cellar window or windows causes drafts, 
this condition is easily remedied by making a 
cheap frame of 1X2 inch .scantling to fit the 
window casing. Cover this with tightly 
stretched, coarse burlap, and place the whole 
in the window opening. biy this means the 
windows may be. kept ojien cont iiuiouslv, and 
the result is perferl v< nl ilalion, luit r.ot drafts. 

Place the machine far cnoii-li away fnnn 
the walls so that tlie air can circulate freely 
around it. Six iiudies will be sufficient. Also, 
if the machine is put in a dwelling house cellar 
put it in that part of the cellar that is the most 
secluded and least used for any purpose other 
than operating the incubator. After the ma- 
chine is set up and you have mastered the rudi- 
ments Ot its oiHM-ation, run it for twf) or three 
days empty for the (louhle puriiose of familiar- 
izing yourself with its working, and to dry it 
out. Any idle ineuhator either lu-v nr okl will 
■store up nioislure to a greater or less degree 
according U) its location, and it is not unusual 
to receive a new machine, tlie door or doors 
of which are .■io swelled as to make it impos- 
sible to open thcin without .some kind of a pry 
or lever. This only denotes thai the ma- 
chine was made with fine cabinet joints, and 
as soon as Ihc beater li;is dried out the ma- 
chine the doors will work to perfection. Tiic 
only sure w<ay to tell when the machine is 
thoroughly dry is to go by the moisture that 
collects on tlie inside of the glass doors. Usu- 
ally when first starting the licater the inner 
surface of the glass door will become satur- 
ated with moisture, and until this has dis- 
appeared it h unwise to put in any eggs. In 
slartirig any incubator open ;ill the ventilators 
until tlie machine is thoroughly dried out. 
When putting in the eggs adjust the venti- 
lators to eniiroiiii to the instructions given by. 
the makers. 

- -The eggs used should be as fresh as pos- 
sible. An egg, if it is fertile, starts to incu- 
bate while it is |i;issing tlirougli llie oviduct 
of the heu. W'lien it is deiiosifed the lower 
temperature to wh.ich it is subjected checks 
thc.grovvth of tliq gcnn,.a-)id holds it practi- 



cally in suspension, so that it naturally fol- 
lows that every day that elapses before the 
egg is put into the machine causes some de- 
gree' of deterioration, aiid makes the egg less 
liable to hatch, and if it does hatch the delay 
would have a tendency to make the chick 
less sturdy. For all practical purposes eggs can 
be kept for a week or ten days without en- 
dangering the result. Eggs kept in a tem- 
licrature of from 40 to 50 degrees FalH'enheit 
will keep much longer and produce far better 
chicks than those that are kept in a varying 
higher temperature. There is one rule that 
should be ernblazoned in large letters, and 
placed in a conspicuous place on the walls of 
every incubator cellar, viz.: DON'T TINKER 
WITH THE MACHINE. About the hard- 
est thing for the average amateur incubator 
operator to learn is to leave the machine 
alone. 

If you have run the machine empty until 
you arc sure that it will hold 103 degrees 
steady, put in the eggs, and after the machine 
has come back to its normal lemperalure look 
then to see if the putting in of the eggs has 
varied llie Icinpcrature any. If it has, remedy 
it at once, and then let the machine alone, ex- 
cept for the purpose of filling the lamp and 
turning the eggs. Any machine that requires 
frequent adjusting in order" to keep a u'nifprm 
temperature is N.G., and should be discarded 
as useless. 

'i'hcre arc plenty of good machines on the 
niarkct thai will maintain a temperature that 
will not go below 102 degrees or over 104 fle- 
grees during llie entire twenty-one days, and 
this average is plenty good enough for all 
practical purposes. Turn the eggs until they 
Ijcgin to "pip." If at any turning, this condi- 
tion is discovered, do not cool the egg any, hut 
immediately return the eggs to the machine, 
close all the ventilators if they are not already 
closed, and do not open the machine again 
until the hatch is completed. There may be 
a few weak chicks that cannot exclude theni- 
selvQs from the shell, but if you opened the 
door to help them out you would let out a 
large volume of warm, moist air which is ab- 
solutely necessary to a successful hatch, and 
if the chicks that you liberated did live the 
chances are they would be weak and stunted. 

Any person of ordinary intelligence, who 
will buy a good machine, familiarize himself 
with its construction and operation, i)ut in it 
fresh eggs that have been produced by vigor- 
ous, active stock, can have the pleasure of see- 
ing as a result, a bunch of bright, active, fluffy 
chicks. The great problem that as yet re- 
mains unsolved, is just why so many chicles die 
in the shell. We confess that we are in the 
dark as to the exact cause of this trouble, but 
we ha\'e found a means to overcome it. 

There is something that a sitting hen im- 
parts to her eggs during the first week of in- 
cubation that any incubator does not give, so 
if you only have one machine, or just a few 
eggs to hatch, the following method will bring 
a good, strong chick out of every egg that has 
any right to hatch: r'rocure enough '-.itliiig 
hens to co\-er eggs enough to fill the incuba- 
tor, and it is well to use 10 pcv cent., at least, 
more than the rated capacity of the /■nachine. 
This is to allow for some of the egg.s not be- 
ing fertile. At the end of seven to ten days 
lake the eggs from the hens, test them accord- 
ing 1(3 directions, and then put the fertile ones 
into the machine, which has been Icept running 
for two or three days previous. Then proceed 
just as though the eggs liarl been in the ma- 
chine and the resulting percentage of fine, big 
chicks will please and astonish you. If you in- 
tcn<3 to run more than one hatch, have another 
batch of fresh eggs ready. Put these under the 
hens and proceed as before, by using two lots' 
of li.ens. l'"our hatches can be seemed in this 
ways ;iiid these four hatches will give as many 
or more chicks than would be the case if 
y<ni had depended on the incubator alone. Af- 
ter the chicks arc hatched the .])roblcin of 
brooding confronts you, and w^c think it is safe 
to say that more chicks .are either killed or 
ruined by improper brooders and methods of 
operating same than of poor incubation. 

Any brooder that does not allow of a choice 
of at least two different tem])eralnres should 
be discarded . 

A good brooder is one that furnishes top 
lieat from the bottom. Tliis is not so para- 
doxical as at first it would seem. It is possible 
to so construct a brooder that the heat, fur- 
nished from a Ijeater in the bottom of the ma- 
chine, can be carried up through ducts of vari- 
ous designs This heat risies until it strikes the 
uiider side of the hover, then as it cannot go 
higher it settles in and around the chicks pre- 
cisely as it is furnished by the old hen. 'J'he 
floor of the brooder is cool, as it shoulil be to 
conform to nature's way. The hover in any 
brooder should not be high enough to allow 
the chicks to climb over one another, for if it 
is there is always a few chicks that have a firm 
conviction that the proper place for them to 
sleep is on the backs of their fellows. With a 
low hover when these obstreperous youngsters 
commence their climbing stunts their heads 
come in contact with the under side of the hov- 
er, and they iiimiediately subside. Any good 
brooder should he at least three feet square on 
the floor. It should be supplied with a hover 
that is round and two feet in diameter. 'Jlie 
hover should be high enough to allow the 
chicks to go under it comfortably, and no 
more. The heat should be so applied that the 
most of it will be delivered directly . under the 
hover, then when a jiiight such as we have des- 



cribed makes its debut the chicks can dr^w 
under the hover and when they are all there 

the cloth curtain that hangs Iroin tnc outer 
edge of the hover to the floor, falls into place, 
and the heat from the bodies of the chicks 
furnishes enough extra warmth to offset the 
difference created by the falling of the outer 
temperature. 

In this kind of a brooder it is a common 
thing when takiiig ia last look at night to see a 
complete circle of heads and. part of the bodies 
of the chicks thrust through the cloth curtain, 
the chicks settled comfortably on the floor, all 
breathing the fresh, pure air that is in the 
space outside of the hover, exactly ;is yon 
would be in bed on a winter's night widi the 
clothing, covering your body, while you breath 
the fresh air in the room . 

It is well to carry heat enough in the 
brooder to bring about this result, and any 
time when you find the chicks all drawn under 
the hover with no head or bill showing 
through the curtain it is a sure thing that 
there is not enough heat in the brooder, no 
matter what the thermometer temperature 
may be. Any cold night always" carry about 
fi\ c degrees more heat than-is normal for that 
particular stage of the chick- growth. If it is 
too Warm under the hover the chicks can come 
out into a cooler Icmperature, but if there is 
only enough heat to make them just right at 
bed time, any sudden droj) in temperature will 
affect any brooder more or less, and there is 
the liability of chilling before morning. Keep 
all lamp.s, both in brooders vancl. incubators, ab- 
solutely clean. Fill them at a certain hour 
once a day. W'e know that quite often a lamp 
Avould go for two or more days without filling, 
but if you fall into this slipsiiod method there 
will come a day when yon will forget to fill 
tlie lamp. Then when it is too late you will 
find the chicks dead or so chilled that they 
had better be dead, or you will find a cold in- 
cubator, and a ruined hat^iii ■ Keep, all riia-i 
chines clean. If there is' anj"- force in the 
phrase "Cleanliness is next It) godliness,'' it is 
more applicable in chicken raising than in any 
other line of work with which we are familiar. 
In these days of high grain ])rices the dif- 
ference between profit and loss can be traced 
directly to care and clcanlines.s of the flock, 
or the lack of ,it, j'Ypu cannot raise .li.cc . and 
chickens' on the saipe' ran<M wit^^ 
results to the latter, and eteftiail clei|illiftess' is 
the key to your success. Buy g;Qj>jd -incubators 
and brooders. Use eggs from'Srocfc' of kriovvii 
vigor and strong constitution. Master the con- 
struction and oi)eratioii of both incubator and 
brooder. Run them according to directions, 
mixed with a little goad, old-fashioned horse 
sense, and the answer 'spells success. —A. E.

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AROUND THE FARM 

HORSE BREEDING. 

Written for The Colonist by W. Staley Spark. 

Selection of Mare 
X selecting llie mare for breeding 
imrposes. you should get one well 
ribbed and wide with length, 
depth, ample heart i-ooin and a 
good conslitiition. The foals often 
lake after llieir dams in conslitii- 
tion and staniiiui, therefore it is 
highly nceessary to select mares 
jiossessing these (|ualificalii)ns. 
The head and neck should be well set on good 
vsloping shoulders, the (piarlers big and mus- 
cular, anil, above all, good legs and feet. The 
feet .should be of good size, .sound open ones, 
not abnormally large but hollow below, with ' 
strong heels and thick tough crusts. Mig, flat, 
(")vcrgrown feet are often weak', and the first 
jjlacc wdiere a lieaxy horse is likely to go 
wrong, if overt.aken by an}- serious illness. 
Selection of Stallion. 
It depends greatly on the make and shape 
of your inare as to the stallion y-ou should 
mate with her. Yon nnisl aUvays try lo fiiul 
a stallion which possesses in a marked degree 
the goed qualities the mare is deficient in. In 
the selection of a stallion the most particular 
attention must be v-ud to the size, rpmlity 
and formation of his limbs and l()C(-)motive 
organs; it is ne)t a (piestiou only of weight and 
width of carcass. He should in the first place 
have similar feet t(j those I have slated the 
mare should Inn-e, ;iii<l bis knees should lie 
big, also his hocks; the bone must be of good 
quality, and the tendons fully developed. A 
horse with weak and badly developed tendons 
stuck up .^gainst his cannon bones ahvays 
measures badly below the knees and conse- 
quently is xcry liable lo suffer from sprains 
and contractions of the brick tendons. A 
stallion should also h:iw strong, muscular 
arms and thighs and powerful wide quart ers. 
Action is liiglily imporlanl in a stallion, and is 
undoubtedly likely to be hereditary, especially 
in the walking pace, -which is the most im- 
portant pace of all.,JMcver u.se a stallion which 
is not free from hereditary disease. In my 
opinion all stallions should have a certificate 
of soundness before they arc allowed to serve. 
Keep Filly Foals. 
In starting' to breed remember a good ani- 
mal costs no ninre lo l<eep lli;\n a bad one, so 
get the very best mare }-ou can afford to buy 
to comincncc with, and if you really want to 
succeed and ■ makemdney out of breeding you 




can do .so if you will kec]) your filly foals; do 
not be tempted to sell ihein. because your 
brood mares -will go down in value in the mar- 
ket cveiy year after they arc eight years old, 
and your mares by pedigree sires will breed 
progeny still more valuable than themselves ; 
by mating with pedigree stallions the breed 
may be raised step by step in this way, btit if 
the filly foals are sold off and the old breed 
mares are bred continuously there must he a 
stagnation instead of progressive improve- 
ineiit. 

Management. 

During the lime of pregnancy the marc 
may be worked up lo a few days of foaling, 
provided she is well fed and has plenty of pure 
water. 'J'his is most conducive to good health 
and the dangers of parturition are greatly re- 
duced. Some time previous to the date of 
foaling the food should be changed and thougli 
still nutritive and concentrated it should be 
macerated with water previous to- being fed, 
but do not get it sloppy. A portion, of bran 
or linseed meal should be added, as this acts 
as a slight aperient. At certain periods both 
the mare and the foal may become the victims 
of a serious disease which frccpieiiily causes 
great mortality. Scpticacma, the disease in 
question, is well known to the veterinary pro- 
fession and lo lirecders. It is introduced into 
the blood through certain organisins which 
abound in putrefactive solutions. 'J'hus, for in- 
stance, the foaling box niay . previously have 
Ijeen used for a calving cow or lambing ewes; 
the box not having been cleaned out jjefpnies 
tainted through the decomposition of animal 
matter, the bacterium of putrefaction is readily 
communicated to the uterus of the marcj and 
so causes the trouble. The mare- and foal 
should be kept in a box for the first thrpe or 
four days after foaling, then taken out into the 
open during the day and brought in at night 
for ten nights. After that they, may be al- 
lowed to be out altogether unles&'felveiwe&tlicr 
is very bad. At the age of a week or ten idays 
a light leather head collar with a short strap 
attached should be put on the foal and it 
should be led..?ibout occasionally, -patted and 
made much of. ■• 'L '. ^" ' A- ' 

Feet. ■ ■ ' • ■ 

AVlien foals run about on very hard ground, 
not only are the. hoofs sometimes- too '.much 
\Vorn and the feet' cohsequenUy tender, ; b|4t,. the ■ 
ebncussion may injui-e the' tones and point's of 
:tH<i J»nJb4;.%nd..il:,is not improbable that 'some 
•bf 'the di^e^a$es of these, which are supposed to 
be hereditary, may be originated in this way in 
early life^ The desirability of accustoming 
foals at an early age to have thcr feet and legs 
handled must be evident, and in practising 
them to this manipulation progress wilEhavc 
been made in teaching them to allow their 
hoofs to be trimmed and regulated by means 
of the knife or rasp. A foal sliould certainly 
have its feet trimmed, if only a little, at least 
every four months. This will give it confi- 
dence and teach it discipline. Wlien this plan 
is followed, the foal will be much easier to 
break. 

Grooming. 

The question is often asked: "Why does 
the stabled horse re(iuire constant grooming, 
whilst the same horse turned out in a field 
docs well enough without it?" It is not the 
f;ict of living under cover, but Ihc active work- 
and the high feeding of the stalded horse 
which necessitates grooming. It is Ihc work 
and the food, not the sbeller, which cftnstiliitcs 
the difference betw-cen the (loiiiesticaled ani- 
ni;il and the horse in the stale of nature. Ry 
work, and especially by fast work, the secre- 
tions of the glands of the skin are enormously 
increased. Furthermore, the 'horse which is 
worked liard must be fed on highly nutritious 
food ; and. from this cause, also, the secretioii.s 
of the skin are L'lrgcly increased. Nature 
must be assisted Ijy artificial means to rcmo\-e 
these increased secretions, ov the jiores of the 
skin will become clogged, and the health wdll 
be deteriorated greatly. The greater the ac- 
tion of the skin, the greater must be the atten- 
tion paid to it. As long as the horse remains 
in a state of nature, taking only the exercise 
retpiired for gathering his food, an I leetling 
oiih- on lax.'ilive diet, grooming is nol needed, 
because the debris of the food and the excre- 
tions of the system arc carried off mainly by 
the action of the bowels and kidneys. 

■\lcn, w-lio have been driving or working 
horses, make a practice, if they get die chance, 
when bringing their horses home in a heated 
and fatigued • state, lo ride them through a 
lionii or stream until the water reaches the 
l)ellies of the animals. Then they are brought 
into the stables, and a feed throw-n in front 
of them, the horses are often left in that state 
witboiit anything more being done. Instead 
of that Irealment, the horses should not be 
allowed to wet their legs above the kn.ees, and 
after the harness has been taken off, they 
sbonhl be --aicfully rubbed down and dried 
from the ears li") the fetlocks, after which they 
may be fed. It frequently happens that farm 
horses are kei>l too long at work without be- 
ing fed, ;nid after a fast of this kind they arc 
gorged. Hearty feeding after a lon% fast is 
apt lo bring on iiidigeslion, colic, or inflamma- 
tion of the bowels. ^\:my ])eople appear to 
imagine that it is unnecessary lo groom farm 
liorscs regularly and thoroughly. This is a 
very great niisl;ike. (irooming is conducive 
with the health of the horse as well as to its 
outward aiii)earaiice. Attention lo this will 
tend to prevent many diseases, such as cold, 
/bronchitis. and affections of the lungs, to which 



horses are veiy liable when they have been left, 
standing .undried ;aftej^; cpiiiing in. heated and;' 
wet with perspira-iion or'^rain or both at the 
same time. I have seen horses winning prizes 
at sho-ws in' this country which were unmis- 
takeably roarers. It greatly surprised mc 
because I thought the primary object of a 
horse show was to improve the breed or horses 
nol to play to the gallery. The farmer is not 
thought of and catered to sufficiently at these 
shows, surely he is. the ni^n who hreeds.the 
horses, therefore his interests should,; he bet-: 
ter looked after, and I would suggest toVtliose 
who are kind enough to give prizes at these 
shows that they^ should do i?iore to encourage 
ihc fanner by giving a greater number of 
prizes lo farmers for brood mares and two 
and three-year-olds. The present system of 
giving so much encouragement to the dealer 
and so little to the farmer is most detrinii^ntli 
to the interests of the country, and I wbhld 
suggest to those wdio have Ihe management 
of shows to put this matter right before they 
issue their next list of prizes. In my opinion 
the high class harness horse is well .worth 
breeding and is Ihc most saleable animal, but 
he must be bred lo have good looks and action, 
wdiich no amount of schooling can give him, 
though I admit ^hat action can be improved- 
by schooling, but it cannot be artificially pro- 
duced if it is not born in the animal. 

The high class harness horse must also 
have size and substance, and the best of man- 
ner wdiilst his value depends partly on his 
color, which, at all events, can be regulated by 
the breeder, if he -will take the trouble; and I 
do not believe there are any stallions which 
throw more- to color than th^fhaqkneysl ' In a 
horse representing the above description there 
will always be good-money, foi:xtherc are al- 
ways wealthy )peopIc, and their number is 
rapidly increasing, wdio are in need of, and 
are looking for such an animal. The hackney 
stallion is, in my opinion, the only one to pro- 
duce a dual purpose. horse, that is, one to ride 
and drive. If , you seek amongst, the breeds 
of stallions for the one niosfc-Ukely<it9,.tprodu!:,c 
the ride and drive horse, you haye- the thor- 
oughbred, the Arab and the standa.rd . fired 
horses. The two former have much in-'coni- 
mon as the thoroughbred sprang greatly from 
Arab blood, neither have the -weight or sub- 
stance of bone nor the class of action that 
would fill the eye of the man who desires to 
drive something really- smart and attractive. ■ 
Feeding. 

The foal, too, should be taught to eat arti- 
ficial food from the manger at an. early , age 
with its dam. The foal may b'e weaned, at 
five, or six .months, but, if possible, it Shp'uld 
not be kept alone. 

Work. 

Muscles, tendons, ligaments and the respi- 
ratory organs may by patient, conslanl and in- 
creasing use be gradually brou,glil to perform 
safely an amount 'of work and lo sunport a 
strain, \vhicb, without such j-jrogrcssive train- 
ing, they would he wholly unable lo stand. 
The power of doing work and of sustaining 
fatigue is, if we may use the expression, cumu- 
lative. Provided that the horse be e.cnv in 
,good condition, it increases from da\- 1 1 day 
and from year lo year, until from a.ge :he ani- 
mal ])owcrs begin lo fail. Regularity of exer- 
cise is also an ini]5ortanl clement 'in the f. e- 
velopniciit of the highest powers of the horse. 
The horse in regular work will suffer less in 
his work than another, for he becomes gradu- 
ally and thoroughly accustomed to what is 
reqiiircfl of him. 'Phe whole living machine 
accommodates itself lo the regular demands 
upon it, the body becomes aeti\-e and well 
conditioned, without supcrfluonr. fat, and the 
muscles and tendons .gradually develop. 
Horses in regukir \\-ork arc also nearly exempt 
from the many accidents wdiich arise froiw 
over-freshness.

• lii introducing Mr. Walker, President Chis- 
holm referred to the increased membership of

Mr. Walker spoke in part as follows: 
My first pleasant duty, Mr. Chairman, is 
.(o thaiikyou cordially for the honor you have 
done me in asking me to address the Canadian 
Club of Halifax. Our Canadian Clubs have 
now been so long established that it is not nc- 
cessar}' to insist any longer upon their use- 
fulness in building up national sentiment and, 
what is much more important, national char- 
acter. These Clubs arc open arenas where 
very varied opinions may be expressed, and 
indeed, I fancy their greatest usefulness may 
becin'* causing people to hear opinions which 
are^'opposed to those commonly held. The 
. last occasion on which I addressed a Canadian 
■■" Club was upon the shores of the Pacific in- 
stead of the Atlantic, and I must bear grate- 
ful testimony to the courteous attention I was 
granted when, in referring to the development 
of British Columbia, I ventured to express 
some views which are decidedly unpopular 
witli a large part of the people of that pro- 
vince. I wish, with your permission, to speak 
- tonight, upojn tlie subject of "Canadian Credit 
arii; Enterprise;". . It is not my purpose to join 
in the general song of praise because of the 
very high credit we enjoy in British and for- 
eign markets. Too much self-congratulation 
at such a happy state of affairs is neither 
wise nor dignified. As I had occasion to say 
to a- Canadian Club in Ontario, we did not 
create Canada. We are indeed inere stcAvards 
for Canada, and we shall have to answer as to 
whether we do well or ill by it. If its won- 
derful resources and the energ}' and character 
of its people entitle us to high credit, we shall 
have to answer if we do that which lessens 
in any manner our right to this lofty posi- 
tion. 

Why Canada Needs Credit 

Let us begin by considering the nieie ma- 
teria! credit we enjoy and why we need this 
credit. During the past six years the total im- 
ports of Canada have been $1,633,571,000, 
while the total exports have been $1,369,086,- 
000, the difference against us has therefore 
been .'15264,485,000. This difference is not, as in 
Great Britain's case, lessened i)y freight and 
insurance earned by us or by goods sent to 
us to pay the interest on debts due by tiie rest 
of the world to us. It is in our case les.sencd 
by the money and goods brought in by settlers, 
and much more by the ver}' large investments 
made in Canada by manufacturers and by 
other industrial ventures, but apart from this 
it represents tiie extent to whicli we arc bor- 
rowing nione3' which must some lime be re- 
paid, or, in other woi'ds, the extent to wliieh 
we are mortgaging our future. Now, foiiun- 
atcly Canada has not mortgaged its future 
largely as yet, and its powers of rfjjjayment 
arc recognized in Europe as extraordinarily 
great when compared with many other new 
countries. .'\s our West dcvefops, however, 
wc shall need to sell our securities ahro.nd in 
increasing amounts, and it must be plain to 
every thinking man that wc shall obtain 
money or fail to obtain it in proportion to the 
maintenance of our high credit. * 

How Lender is Influenced 

It must also be plain that our credit as 
borrowers rests upon the opinion held regard- 
ing us by the lender and not upon t.hc opinion 
we have of ourselves. And this lender or in- 
vestor in our .securities, is in the main advised 
by ..his banker, his broker, or his lawycc AH 
of these are greatly influenced by the press; 
indeed, it is largely through the press that 
opinions regarding foreign countries arc form- 
ed by niost people in Great Britain. 7\gain, 
wc must remember that our securities arc of- 
fered in the' markets of the world in competi- 
tion with tlie securities of other countries, and 
that it is at all times a matter of selection by 
the lender as to who gets money readily and 
at the lowest current' rhtes. Tf, then, any coun- 
try is siipposed to be filled with agitators who 
arc-opposcd to capitalists and to corporations 
generally, and if the politicians in .such a 
country are supposed to bo listening to 
the ground swell froi;i the newspapers and 
to tfic ground swell from the newspapers and 



are ready to do what such newspapers recom- 
mend, whether the integrity' of contract is 
^'iolated or not, it is not; likely that such a 
country will obtain capital as against tliosc 
countries ^vllich maintain the sacredricss of 
contract and which do not exhibit hatred of 
corporate wealth. I am- not j of course, at the 
moment discussing the merits or demerits of 
corporate wealth. I am discussing the influence 
on foreign capital of maintaining the sacred- 
ness of contract and also the right of the lender 
to iiivest in whatever country or community he 
chooses to select. 

Main Source of Credit 

Why do we in Canada enjoy Jiigh credit? 
In the first place, it is adfnitted that we have 

enormous natural resources, and this is the 
main source of our credit. As to how wc 
shall conserve these resources is most import- 
ant, but wc cannot enter on that large subject 
tonight. The second source of our credit is 
the agricultural and pastoral basis of our in- 
dustrial life, and the fact that such communi- 
ties as a rule live simply, hate public and pri- 
vate debt, and arc not easily moved by social 
vagaries. Thirdly, this is eminently a coun- 
trv' loving law and order, and we hav;; shown 
that in the rudest frontier life, whether of 
farming, of cattle ranching, or of mining, we 
have the instinct of social organization, and 
we can successfully police vast areas where 
the inhabitants are not enough in number to 
ensure to our splendid riders of the plains an 
occasional meal or a bed for the night. 

For a long time our cities were only large 
market towns or centres for distributing 
goods mostly made abroad. Wc only pos- 
sessed the classes of manufacturer'^ which 
come early in a country of well-to-do farmers. 
We frankly wanted more important manufac- 
tures, more railroads, more public franchises 
granted, whether worked by the municipali- 
ties or by private individuals and generally 
everybody desired that capital should come 
in indefinitely large quantity to Canada. AVith 
such natural resources, such respect for law 
and order, such economy and such intelligent 
energy, our credit slowly rose to the highest 
point enjoyed by any part of the En-ijjire, ex- 
cept Great Britain. 

We Need More Money 

The wealth coming from our energy ap- 
plied to our natural resources, and the accom- 
panying economy, made many new things pos- 



sible. Our cities are growing raiiidly; we 
arc building thousands of miles of new rail- 
roads; and wc need more money than ever 
from abroad, l.lut man)' have become rich in 
a marked degree ; man_\' of oiu' corjioj-ations 
earn dividends not much smaller lh;m similar 
corporations in Great'; Britain ; man^^of- oi^r 
people have becorriis' extravagant, and almost" 
all desire at least to spend money freely in 
comparison with the past. As our expansion 
has been coincident with a great rise in prices 
c\-crywlicre, the man who worlcs for a stated 
sum, whether a daily wage for a yearl}^ salaiy, 
too often finds himself no better off when the 
wage or salary is increased and worse off 
when it is not. These things have brought us 
labor troubles and some of that bitterness to- 
wards all success which, when encouraged by 
the press, leads towards the most violent as- 
pects ol clemocrac}-. If the press attacks 
tranehise-holding companies lor violating the 
conditions of their franchises; or wealthy men 
for wrong doing; or wealth generally for be- 
ing blind to its duties; or rich people for the 
vulgar display sometimes made of their sud- 
denly-acquired social position, we cannot 
blame our journalists; indeed if they do it 
fairly and temperately they deserve every 
good man's praise. 

Reckless Press 

But if we desire to maintain the splendid 
credit we now enjoy, and if we reflect on the 
quantity of new capital we shall require year 
after year as we build up our country, then it 
behooves every good citizen to see that this in- 
ci[)ie!it hatred of success svjiich is being en- 
couraged cvciw day by hundreds of inexper- 
ienced writers in our daily l)rcss be slopped, 
otherwise we certainly must suffer severely 
in credit. I hope that in Halifax you have 
seen very little of this, but elsewhere the tone 
of certain papers has l)ecn so full of violence in 
advocating wluit would practicall)- he confisca- 
tion, so full of levity rcgardhig the binding 
nature of contracts, and so utterly regardless 
of trutli in making statements of what ])urport 
to be facts, that it is indeed fortunate tliat our 
politicians do not often yield to the tempta- 
tion to do wrong. I am not here to defend 
the sins of franchise-owning corporations or 
of men owning great wealth, who make a bad 
use of it, or who exercise too great a power 
because of it. If .wc,,fiavc, granted franchise^ 
uut of which large profits, can be made, let us 
remember:.,".. . j,,,,; . ,. ', .

1st, tliat capital will' .go to ' the' cdtiiiti-ies

2nd, that the remedy of puldic ownership 
by expropriation is open if we pay the^fiill 
value of the thing expropriated; 

3rclV''th!!.t 'there are two tests in public 
ownership — one, is to how far lenders, after 
past experiences, will invest in such securities, 
and, two, as to whether wc can, with our poli- 
tical conditions, manage pujjlic trading con- 
cerns successfully. 

My pLMsonal opinion hasiiot changed in the 
last twenty , years. I believe' in the municipal- 
ity sharing when the franchise is very profit- 
able, and using the profits to reduce the gen- 
eral rates or to reduce the charge made by the 
franchise owners, as miiy seem best. Jt will 
be found that most franchises must run for 
some years without much, if any ])rofit to 
divide, but, again, others in large cities make 
a profit very soon. I believe beter results as 
a whole will be obtained by any municipality 
if a franchise is managed by priyate effort on 
a fair basis oi sharing profits than by muni- 
cipal working direct. 

Binding Nature of Contracts 

But whatever any of us believe, the main 
poini is that we shall have much money to 

raise in order that many franchises ma.y be 
worked, and in the long run wc must satisfy 
the lender or we shall not get the money. We 
cannot satisfy him Ijy cultivating a hatred of 
all corporate wealth, or by making him think 
that at a certain stage of irritation with the 
terms we Jiave ourselves granted to a fran- 
chise owner we may use our sovereign power 
to undo our own contract. The fact that we 
know that such wrong doing is practically 
impossible and that such A'iews do not repre- 
sent the people at all, but arc the vicious 
inouthings of that i)art of our coninninity 
which represents Thersites in his em-y of 
.Achilles, will not always a\-ail. English opin- 
ion is proverbially slow to change. It took a 
long time for them \.p conclude, tiiat we would 
succeed, and they wdl not now listen to Ther- 
sites too much, but if wc'ever justify by our 
acts what certain newspapers have urged, and 
England, as a result, su.spects our good faith, 
it will be a sorry day for Canada. 

I, of course, do not believe that wc shall do 
anything which will materially injure our cre- 
dit at home or abroad..^^j I only urge Ujiat \y9 ^

XCEPT in the eighteenth century 
the prose conscience has been 
wanting or uncertain in many of 
our greatest writers, nor has it 
been encouraged, as in France, by 
the public taste, which is impa- 
tient of unemodonal poetry but not of irra- 
tional prose," says a reviewer in the Times 
Literary Supplement. "Nowadays we seem 
to be less aware than ever that [)rose has 'its 
own beauties different from those of i)oetry, 
and that they are produced only through obe- 
dience to its laws. It may seem mere pedantry 
to demand that obedience, if other and more 
exciting beauties can be got without it ; but ex- 
perience shows that prose which is too ijoelic 
wears almost as badly as poetry which is too 
prosaic. The ornaments which seem su splen- 
did wdiile they arc new lo(.>k mere cxcrescnces 
when they grow old. When the |)rosc of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries seem 
childish and irrelevant to us it is almost alwavs 
because of its ornaments, sometimes poetical, 
sometimes of mere ingenuity: and of onr older 
I)rose writers those are the most read v.dio. like 
Izaak Walton were most obedient to the laws 
of prose, ft is not merely iii(lf)lence oi- the li)\'e 
of novelty or the want of historic iniagin.ation 
that hinders us from readin;.; the others. Tlicre 
is often something irrational in the very pro- 
cess of their thought which prevents us from 
taking it quite .seriously. 

"Even Milton, who speaks like a God in 
verse, can talk like a child in prose, distracting 
himself from his main theme with toys of im- 
agery, playing with -words \slien he should be 
laljoring with argumeiils. The aim of a con- 
troversialist should he to convince his readers 
even against their will. He must not assume 
that they arc with him and that he can move 
them, like a poet, with mere appeals to emo- 
tions that are the same as his own. If he does 
this, he will only exasperate those who dis- 
agree with him at the start into a stronger dis- 
:igreemcnt at the finish; and to an indifferent 
jiosterit}' he will seem a mere partisan absorb- 
ed in matters that have lost their importance. 

"Rut the controversialist who a]i]ieals to 
reason makes an everlasting ap|)eal. Mis 
cause may be lost or forgotten, hut his process 
will still delight the minds of men. How much 
more eloquent and splendid is the prose of 
Milton than the pros^ of Swift; but Milton de- 
lights us only wjth those passages in wdiich. 
like the poet, he a])pea!s to universal emotions. 
Swift delights us with the very process of his 
reasoning; he moves us because he convinci.'s 
us, with naked statement and naked argument. 
His passion is always subjected to his intellect 
before it is allowed to speak, and .it. always, 
speaks in terms dictated by his intellect. ' 

"it is strange that so few of our great 
modern prose writers should have learnt the 
laws of prose from Swift and the masters 'of 
the eighteenth century. Those laws were stil) 



observed by Cobbelt, by Hazlitt v.dth all his 
wilfulness, and b}- Lamb with all his whims. 
They were constantly disobeyed by De Quin- 
cey and Ruskin, and often by Carlyle. De 
Quincy already is suffering for his disobedi- 
ence, and who can tell how much tiie other 
two, for all their genius, will suffer? liven 
now the authority of Ivuskin is uiuiermincd by 
his perversity. The eloquent reasoning of one- 
half of "Unto this Last," and of the great chap- 
ter on the nature of Gothic in the Stones of 
Venii:e, is forgotten before we have done with 
the irrational eloquencc of the rest; and if we, 
vyho are almost his contemporaries, are impa- 
tient of it, what patience can be expected of a 
posterity troubled with different jjrobleins and 
accnstonied to different methods of address? 

"The p<iet ;ii)])eals to emotions that are con- 
stant ill the mind of man. I'.ven when he fells 
a story about |)articular i)eople his main pur- 
pose is to appeal to those emotions; and his 
process eliminates all facts which do not assist 
in that appeal. It is the habit of Ruskin, as of 
Milton in his prose works, to appeal to the 
emotions as if he were a poet and as if such an 
appe;d were his main purpose. 

"Tlic CISC of Carlyle differs from the case 
oi Ruskin l)ec;uise he was on his guard against 
dilluse el(5(pience ;ind ajjpeals to sentiment. 
Lint lie, to(j, was not content to write .mere 
prose, although contemptuous of poetry. With 
all his professional worship of facts he was im- 
patient of stating them. He would not trust 
to the true prose writer's' art of logical ar- 
rangement or lea\ e the facts, even when they 
were most eloc|uerit to speak for themselves, 
lie w;is always aiming at the concentration of 
[ioetry and in the process losi ig the continuity 
of prose. ]n his hislorics, like :\lr. Ge<n-gc 
Meredith in his novels, he tries like a p(jet to 
force his narrative into lyrical moments; and, 
not beuig a poet, at such moments he is apt to 
become almost inarticulate. 

".X'cwman had the perfect prose temper, 
and it is expressed in the perfection of his 
method, lie does not strive or rry or put on 
any airs of insin'ration. He addresses his audi- 
ence as if he expected them to make no allow- 
;iices for him, as if he were one of themselves 
and not a seer just descciuled from Sinai or 
Parnassus. lie is more anxious to make his 
meaning clear, and to say exactly what he 
means, than to astonish or delight. Truth is 
his first object, and even beauty only a sec- 
ondary consideration. But since the i)ursuit 
01 truth fills him with a noble ardor, that ar- 
dor expresses itself, as it always must, in 
terms of beauty that delight us the more be- 
cause they seem to come un.sought. 

"There aJ:e many writers who lahor after 
truth; but few who when they think they have 
found it arc content to present it without orna- 
ment and without crying up their own achieve- 
ment. Only the great prose writer does this, 
the man \vho, can lose himself in his prose as 



the great poet loses himself in his poetry. We 
have many poets who lose themselves in their 
poetry, but fewer prose writers who lose them- 
selves in their prose; and our contemporary 
prose writers, though they cannot be overawed 
by the poetry of the present, do not seem 
anxious to learn the true art of prose. The 
aim of much elaborate contemporary prose is 
not so much to be poetical as to be pictorial, 
and it tries to be pictorial particularly in its 
epithets, l^erhaps it was Stevenson who first 
made popular the unexpected epithet, which 
seems to be there for its own sake and .calls 
away the reader's attention from the drift o'f" 
the whole sentence to its own individual 
meaning. But in his later writings he was. 
sparing of it, and if he could have known how 
it would he abused he would surely never have' 
used it at all. 

"The ])urf)Ose of the unexpected epithet, 
when it is not a mere trick, is iisuall}- pictorial ; 
and though it cannot be laid down that prose 
should never try to make pictures for us, yet it 
IS certain that violently pictorial epithets are 
out (jf place in all prose that is not purely de- 
scidptive, while c\'en in descriptive prose they 
impress details r;itlier than the general effect 
upon our minds. In <jther k'iiids of prose they 
ai'rest that iiio\-enient of the reader's thought 
which should accompany the succession of 
words; and when these arrests are frequent 
the reader is likely to cease frorii thiid<ing al- 
together, and, if he reads on, to read for the 
sake of the epithets and the violent, but discon- 
nected, impressions which they convey to his 
mind. In that case he would be belter employ- 
ed looking at a cinematograph. Now that 
there is .so much hasty writing, with all the 
faults into which hasty writers must fall, there 
is more need than ever vhat we should under- 
stand the laws of prose and cultivate a consci- 
ence that will delight in obeying them."'

cannot make a great country 6ut"'6f'"gi'eat ma- 
terial resources alone — greatness must be in- 
herent in the people themselves. Your fathers 
Averc slow to believe the immortal Joseph 
Howe, wdien in 1S51 he set forth the future of 
British North America and told the people of 
the Maritime Provinces that they -yy^ere the 
Atlantic frontage of a vast region which must' 
be organized and improved, and/whiclii reach- 
ed to the beautiful islands of the Pacific, arid 
was entitled to share in the commerce of the. 
great ocean bcA'ond. Now, we know not only 
how true was his prophecy, but how great is 
the burden entailed upon us if we are to do 
our duty b}' that West which is now an inte- 
gral part of the united and enlarged British 
North America which we call Canada. 

Must Mortgage the Future ' 
We are only about six million people, and 
we have half a continent as our burden of de-. 
velopmcnt. In 1830, up to which time there- 
had been practically no immigration to Amer- 
ica since the original settlements in the 17th 
century, the United States had thirteen mil- 
lion people. By the time that immigration 
began to be pressing enough to create prob- 
lems the United States had thirty million peo- 
ple. We have only about si:? millions, and wc 
have built canals and railroads out of all pro- 
portion to what had been done at a corres-. 
ponding time in the United States. But wc 
have a constantly increasing quantity of pub- 
lic and private improvements to accomplish 
if wc are to keep pace with the future, which 
is plainly marked out for us. What we have 
dofie, great as it is, is but an earnest 'of ;the ■ 
future. We in the East might like to rest'On . 
our oars a bit, but we cannot without national'^, 
shame do so. Wc must pledge our credit-'-' '• 
mortgage our future — in order that this great 
Northern outpost of the Empire may fulfil 
its manifest destiny. The power to accomplish 
these material things rests upon the national • 
wisdom and honor Ave display. For this xeasoustv 
we niiiSti heveir ^f d^get ithat the' antellfiotual'tand d; 
moral problems are greater than the material* ; 
■ The educational problems created by the West" 
arc all but appallingly difficult. Schools, col-,, 
leges, even universities, they will have. but. 
wc must largely stippl}' the teachers. Later 
the more ambitious, or those who arc more . 
able for other reasons, will flock to our East-; • 
ern schools and colleges, and especially to our' 
universities, and woe betide us if we do noC 
send them home with higher ideals than mera , 
money-making. .»;■ ' 

May we hope, gentlemen, that --Canadians 
will gravely realize their responsibilityfor our 
national enterprise, and holding fast to every 
good thing which will build up our national 
character, that we shall not fail to openly 
reprehend those things even if they be but 
straws in the wdiul, which must tend to lessen 
our national self-respect and therefore to dim- 
inish/our credit in other countries (Applause.) 

Governor Eraser, in moving the vote of 
thanks, said that if the Canadian Club of Hali- 
fax had no better excuse for its existence than 
the able and instructive address to Avhich they 
had just listened, it was cpiitc sul'ficient. Re- 
ferring to the magnificent new building of the. 
J:lank of Commerce, the Governor said that it 
was an ornament to the city, in which respect 
it was like its manager, Mr. MacGillivray, and 
he hoped that the other banks would imitate 
the example of the Canadian Bank of Com-, 
merce in enterprise. The banks in Nova Sco- 
tia do all they can to assist peo])le when they 
try to assist themselves.

'Mr. Walker that, notwithstanding all the talk

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HERE has always been a roman- 
tic . interest in the.grcat hinter- 
land of Northwestern Canada 

\vliich for so many years lias 
Ijcen associated with tlic Hud- 
son 's Bay company and its im- 
mensely valuable fur trade, but 
until comparatively recent times 
the possibility of the country bc- 
comin.i,' one 'of the greatest agricultural and 
mineral iiroducing regions on the American 
continent, or perhaps in the w^orkl, has cvolced 
but little attention However, now that seltle- 
• ihcrit' is extending into "the Peace River district 
and^'there is a prospect of a railway being built 
as far as the Peace at least in the near future, a 
. keen and widespread interest regarding the 
natural resources of the country will undoubt- 
edly be awakened, followed by an inrush of ex- 
plorers and prospectors. At the present day 
the country between Hudson Bay and the 
Rocky Mountains, north of the Saskatchewan 
river, is practically a terra incognito, and much 
of its ■nature and resources have yet to be dis- 
covered and unfolded to the world. Neverthe- 
less; tiia'nks to the intelligent observations and 
enqiiiries of Hudson's Bay officials and mis- 
sionaries, and explorations in certain sections 
by geologists, botanists and surveyors sent out 
by the Dominion government, considerable in- 
formation has been collected which shows that 
the territory is rich in natural resources of great 
economic value, including agricultural tracts of 
uiSknown extent, vast timber reaches, illimitable 
fisheries, salt, asphalt, iron, coal, copper, silver, 
g61d a"rid other minerals. 

It only remains now to ascertain the ex- 
tent of these resources by systematic explora- 
tions, which can be carried on cheaply when 
the country has been opened up to some con- 
venient point in the north whence ample sup- 
plies can be handled cheaply by water. 
Vast Salt Deposits 
A few days ago a telegraphic despatch 
from Montreal announced on the authority of 
a man who had been employed with, an oil- 
boring party near Lake Athabasca that an im- 
mense bed of salt of great thickness' had been 
struck, there and that the area of the deposit 
was 3O0-.by 6qd miles. The existence of salt in 
the country, through which the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie .rivers How has long been known to 
the fur traders, missionaries and Indians. At 
Salt, river, on the Slave ri.ycr, wdiat is ni:obably 
the finest salt in the' world is^found. , There is, 
a perfect mountain of salt .there. At the foot 
of that mountain,. along tlie Salt river, there are 
salt springs, the salt of which crystalizes in 
winter, and in the spring one can get any quan- 
tity of the salt, as fme as any in the world, at 
these places. A short distance from the springs 
beds of rock salt exist a few inches below tlic 
surface of the ground. .At other places, both 
south and north of Salt river, salt is met with 
and the deposits supposedly cover vast areas. 
At any rate they are so extensive that, as the 
Montreal despatch already referred to stated, 
with a railway, to Hudson Bay the ?tlackenzie 
^ river basin ^ould supply the world with salt for 
ages to come. His Grace Bishop Glut has 
stated that he used the northern salt on his 
table just as nature had crystalizcd and purified 
it, and it was equally as good as any salt that 
had ever been placed before him in Canada or 
JjAirope. At all the Hudson Bay company's 
posts in the Mackenzie River countr)- this salt 
has been used from the time the posts were 
established. 

On the right bank of the Mackenzie, op- 
posite old Fort Good Hope, where there are 
natural ramparts of limestone, traces of fire 
are visible, and here are to Ik- found haematite, 
or oxide of iron : sulphate uf iron and suiphate 
of magnesia; alum, which exudes from the fis- 
sures in the stone, and red <.)chre. At the sec- 
ond rampart uf tlu' ri\'er, called the .\'arri)\v>, 
tlie limestone banks exude alum and sall])etrc. 
There are also sulphur springs in various 
places, those on the Clearwater river being the 
best known. The Clearwater empties into the 
Athabasca, and the odor from the sulphur is so 
powerful that when lra\-elers pass tlie\- some- 
times have to ludd their noses to prevent them- 
selves from beiii.g choked, liasl i)f f.ake .Atha- 
basca plumbagd is Imnid, and on the i'eace 
rix'cr (here are lai'ge de|)osits of .gyjistim. 
Coal From Belly River to Arctic 
'I'liere is not the slightest doubt, accuril- 
ing to the assertion of a scientific .gentleman 
connected with the Dominion geological de- 
IMirtipent, that the coal of the Belly and Bow 
rivers .and the Saskatchewan, extetids away- 
down to the .Arctic sea. There is coal at IJttle 
Slave lake, and at I'embina river there are 
scams fcnn-teen feet in thickness. The Pembina 
is a tribmarxNof the Athabasca. Throughout 
the Peace l-liver vallev and on the lower .Mac- 
kenzie, and even on ''the .Arctic coast west of 
the Mackenzie, ccjal is froquenlly met with, and 
in places lias been Inirnin.g loi' }ears. 

' Describing one of the localities where a 
subterranean fire has been in progress ever 
since Mackenzie discovered the great river, and 
for how lovg before no one knows, Rev. Father 
E. I^etitot, a clever geologi.st, says: "Six miles 
above Fort Norman, and' for an extent of from 
eight lo ten miles, the Mackenzie is bounded on 
its ri.ght bank by a precipice which reaches ;it 
first 150 feet in hei.ght and gradually diminishes 
in height to thirty feet, ft is a \T.st tertiarv de- 
posit composed of rdternate stratifications o\ 
variable shist, lignite, i)ipc-clay and vegetalile 
mouidi The schists arc in a state of combustion 
winter and. summer, but the sttbterranean fire, 
.stinking of bitumen, is intermiitcnt and break.s 
out sometimes at one point and somctinies at 



another. It is not always visible on the sur-

Clay Transformed io Brick . ' ' 
"The soil is veryhotPdainp and movable in 
the neighborhood of these smokc-holcs. Walk- 
ing is obstructed by heaps of volcanic earth and 
])uzzolana. The pipeclay has been roasted by 
the subterranean lire and transformed into 
brick. It contains, or rather it is nothing but 
an inmiense mass of leaves oi trees, the paren- 
chyma of which has been destroyed, but the 
fibres and all the lineaments of which appear 
upon the thin bed of clay which covers them in 
such a way 'as to reseniblc impres.siohs. I have 
been able to distinguish perfeclly leaves belong- 
ing to the genera acer vil)runum, taxum, and 
pinus. It may also be said that imijressions of 
caryopscs of maples in tliick tufts arc fonid in 
this pipeclay. The lignites are not lit for forg- 
ing wTjrk. Sometimes even the trunks of the' 
trees which form the bed of it have not been 
transformed into clay; however, all this debris 
has evidently undergone the action of fire. They 
contain numerous petrifactions. Several pieces 
of smooth grain, which I took at first for palms, 
now seem to me to be to be maple. Many others 
which I have found and handled are white 
spruce. I observed an immense petrified spruce 
slump at the nionili of Great blear Lake river. 
These petrifications present places convert 
ed into (pmrtz, or rather encrusted with qnari?., 
.whilst others are encrusted with iron slime. In- 
deed, certain parts are still intact and show the 
wood just as it was. The geologist cannot fail 
to find an interesting field there. Porcelain 
clay, red ochre and asphalt hardened by water 
are also to be remarked there in great quan- 
tities." 

The Esc|uimau.x have informed Father Pe- 
titot that on the Arctic seashore to the cast- 
ward there arc tertiary deposits in combustion 
similar to those at Fort -Norman. There are 
also others on the west side of Bathurst cape. 
.These fires are probably volcanic and not of 
the same origin as those found along the Mac- 
kenzie. 

Asphaltum Deposits 

Throughout the Athabasca-Mackenzie re- 
gion there arc enormous deposits of natural 
j")itch or asphalt. It occurs on the Athabasca 
river near Fort McMurray, on .Athabasca river, 
and in various ])laces along the .Mackenzie, ami 
also on rivers and lakes cast of the last-named 
stream. On the Athabasca river this pitch 
poiii-s oilt of the river baid< for a distaiiife 'of ' 
fifty miles. The springs boil up in the summer, 
and large quantities of the material arc found 
along the shore. It is black and very adhesive. 
It is described as having a resemblance to Eng- 
lish pitch, but has no smell'of tar. It has been 
used at Fort Mc?\Iniray to cover the roofs of 
houses, and when applied in this way is said 
to look like an asphalt pavement. The Hud- 
son's Bay company use it for pitching their 
boats, and similar purposes. It has been esti- 
mated that these northern bituminous springs 
are to be found in all parts of a territory over 





a hundred thousand square miles in extent, .be- 
tween tche priTiiarj', .rocks of 'ihc. Laurentian syS'^;; 
tern arid thc';fd6f of the Rocky Mountains, arid 
even' some distance up their slope. Biit this 
has yet to be determined by actual explora- 
tions. 

Refcrrin.g to the deposits of the Athabasca, 
Dr. R. Bell has reported "that the deposit is 
of ;cliecretaneous age, but rests directlx- upon 
limestone of tlie Devonian system. The bed- 
ding of the latter undulates gently, while the 
asphalt sand lies in thick horizontal layers upon 
its surface, and in some cases fills fissures in 
the upper part of the limestone. The asphaltic 
matter has no doubt resulted- from petroleum 
rising up out of the underlying Devonian rocks, 
in which evidence of its existence can lie de- 
tected. In dcscentling the Athabasca river it 
was first observed a few miles aboA'e the junc- 
tion of the Clearwater branch, below which it 
becomes more conspicuous, forming the whole 
banks of the stream, with the exception of a 
few feet of limestone at the base, for a distance 
of many miles. 

Tar Flows in Streams 
These banks are sometime^ about one hun- 
dred and fifty feet in height, and frequently 
maintain an elevation of about one lnindi"ed 
feet for considerable distances. Except where 
they have been long exposed to the weather, 
they generally look as black as coal. A thick 
tar is often seen draining out of the dcjiosit, 
and in numerous ])laces on the ground at the 
foot of cither bank, or on terraces lower th.an 
their summits, this tar' collects in pools or 
flows in sluggish streams to lower levels among 
the peaty materials in the woods. The surface 
of tliLse accumulations of tar is usually covered 
with a hardened pitchy crust. The boatmen on 
the river break through this crust in order to 
collect the underlying tar, which they bcjil down 
and use for ])itchin.g their craft. Some parts of 
the banks arc rendered plastic en masse from 
being over-saturated with the asjihalt, and in 
warm v/eathcr they slide gradually down into 
the bed of the river, incorporating the boulders 
and pebbles in their course," 

As regards the utilization of these sub- 
stances,' the most ap[>ropriate application of the 
former and that for which it woidd appear to 
be admirablv adapted, would be for asiihalting 
l)urposcs. It has one of the most important 
(|ualifications of a good bituminous concrete, 
viz., intimate combination of the mineral and 
organic constituents, and this in a degree' tivhich 
no artificial preparation of the kind could be 
expected to possess. It will in all probability 
be "found that a very slight treatment will ren- 
der it suitable for employment in the construe-, 
tion of roads, footpaths. :.|courtyards, etc., for 
:isphalting the llooring of granaries, basements 
of warehouses, and the like, and further as a 
roofing material. Should it be deemed more 
ex{)edient to separate the bitumen, this may be 
cfYected by simply boiling or macerating the 
material with hot water, .^yhen the bituminous 
matter entering into fusioii will rise, as a scum 



to the surface and may be i-emovcd by skim-

An experiment was , made;,'. by/DT. Beli- iii 
order Lo ascertain the greatest state of purity 
to which the bitumen could be brought by this 
method; it was found that of the Si. 73 jx'r cent 
sand, Oj.jG per cent had been removed, the ex- 
tracted iiituinen containing 60.1 per cent sand, 
and — owing to the extreme fineness of a por- 
tion of this latter, as already mentioned- — it 
may be questioned if tlie purification by this 
method could be pushed beyond this. . 

The sand separated by this process, when 
carefully conducted, is free or almost free from 
bitumen, and might, after being healed to red- 
ness in a reverberatory furnace— to destroy any 
little adhering bitumen — be aflvanlageously 
employed ior the manufacture of one of the 
better qualities of .glass. The above treatment 
require., but the simplest of appliances, and 
might be readily carried out on the spot. 
Gold, Silver, Copper and Iron 

It \\ill be news to no one who has read or 
in any way learned anything concernin.g the 
Peace and Liard that gold is to be found in the 
sand bars of those streams, but it will be fresh 
interest to many to learn that on ,1he head- 
ivaters of the Peace, Eiard and Peel rivers there 
are from 150,000 to 200,000 scjuare miles which 
may be considered auriferous, while Canada 
])ossesses west of the Rocky Mountains a met- 
alliferous area, principally of gold-yielding 
rocks, thirteen hundred miles in length, with 
an average breadth of four to five thousand 
miles, giving an area far greater than that of 
the similar minin.g districts of the United 
States. In addition to these auriferous depos- 
its, gold has been found on the west shores of 
Hudson Bay, and has been said to exist in cer- 
tain portions of the barren grounds. There is 
silver on the Upper Liard and Peace Rivers, 
and copper upon the Coppermine river and in 
other parts of the country. It is said that large 
blocks of pure copper arc to be found on the 
banks of tJie Coppermine river in great quan- 
tities. The Indians and Esquimau.x carve 
crosses and ornaments from this copper. Iron 
is also found on the northeast side of Lake 
.Athabasca and north of Great .Shu'c lake in 
consitlerable quantities, and also in various 
other localities ; in fact traces of it can be found 
almost everywhere. 

Variety of Food Fishes 
Tn the immense lacustrine" area' of the -feast- 
em and northern portions of the hinterland ; 
there are immense quantities of food fishes of 
various species, and it is said that frorn- there 
will come the future supply of a great part of 
the North American continent. Salmon are 
found in four of the rivers emptying into Plud- 
son Ba\- on its western shore, and in all the 
rivers flowing into the .Arctic ocean, except the 
Mackenzie, where an entirely different but also 
valuable species, the Salmo Mackenziei, having 
the local name of the inconnu, exists in great 
numbers. The capeling is found on the coast of

1 1 calling the message 
aix- the watchwords of the mox-enicnt : — -"Re- 
sponsibility, Duty, Sympathy, Self-Sacrifice."' 
The message is in these terms: — 
"Boys and Girls of the British Empire, 

"May you realize more and more fully as 
yon grow older your great indebtedness to the 
liritisli r-'mpirc — a majestic coinmunit}' of frre 
nations, freely go\'erning themselves, owing 
its being to vast sacrifice, enterprise, and valor 
on the ])art of your fathers and predecessors, 
bound tugelher by one King, one Flag, and 
one Nav}\ comprising more than a fifth part of 
the earth s surface — a federation the like of 
which the world has never known before. 

May you bear in mind that of the allied 
peoples of the Empire, each one looks to the 
others for practical sympathy, protection, and 
co-o[)eratioii, and that not only the state tc 
wdiich you belong, but also the I.Ciiqiire itself, 
looks lo vou to be read)' in lime of need to 
think, to labor, ;ind tti bear hardshiiis in its be- 
half. }ilay you excel in the practice ol faith, 
courage, duty, self-discipline, fair-dealing, even 
justice, good citizenship, loyalty, patriotism, 
and sympathy, and thus by your own individ- 
ual action, aid in elevating the British charac- 
ter, streiigilieiiing the British Empire, and con- 
solidating the I'.ritish race. "MEATH." 

.Accompanying the message is a poster 
wdiich gives the watchwords of the movement 
(already quoted), its object, in Lord Meath's 
words in May, 1905-: — "Jt is intended that the 
I'mpire celebration shall he the outward sign 
of an inner awakening of the people^ who con- 
stitute the British l'',mpire to the .serious duties 
wdiich lie at their door"; its motto — "One 
King, One ['"lag, ( )nc l''lci;t, C)iie ICminre"'; and 
its r.-illyiiig cry- ■■ Inji- God.

Of the, fresh water food^ fishes of the region. 
Back's ^-greylinff." ait excellent species riot' 
prevalent elsewhere, seems to be found every- 
where in its rivers, and even west of the Rocky 
Mountains, but the staple product of its lakes 
and large rivers seems to be wdiitefish of .great 
weight and excellent flavor, and trout often 
reaching forty pounds in weight, and evidence 
goes to show that the further north the greater 
the yield of fish till the quantity becomes enor- 
mous. Sir John Richardson states that one of . 
the early overland Franklin expeditions took 
fifty thousand whitefish on a northeastern arni. 
of Great Bear lake, and Sir John Richardson , 
also states that the great lake trout swarm in 
all the northern great lakes. In _regard to the 
salmon fisheries, it w-ould appear from the evi- 
dence available that salmon ai-e abundant in 
the rivers and along the coast of ,tlie northwest 
side of Hudson Bay as well as in the rivers of 
the northern shores of the continent. • ; 

Qreat Petroleum Areas 
There are very extensive petroleum areas 
south of Lake Athabasca and west of Great 
Slave lake. These are now beiiig exploited, but 
what success has been achieved has not as yet 
been given to the public, but persons acquaint- 
ed with the regions referred to express the 
strongest convictions that oil will be discovered 
ill quantities sufficient to compete with' the 
great regions of the world. 

The senate committee of iSSS appointed to 
inquire into the resources of the Mackenzie 
River basin, recommended th.it an area of 40,- 
000 square miles be reserved ironi sale until the 
value of the petroleum deposits might be ascerr,, 
tained by exploration and practical tests. The 
evidence adduced before that committee point- 
ed to the existence in the Athabasca and Mac- 
kenzie \-alle\ s of the most extensive petroleum > 
field yet discovered. The cinmiiittee proposed 
tliat tlie i-eser\'e should he Ijonnded as follows: 
I'.asterl)- b)- a line drawn due north from the 
foot uf the Cascade ra|)ids of the Clcarwatcr- 
river to the south shore of Athabasca lake; • 
northerly by the said- lake shore and the Qua- 
tre Fourche and Peace rivers; westerly by 
I'eace river and a straight line from Peace river 
landing to the westerly extremity of Lesser 
Slave lake; southerly by said lake and the river 
discharging it to Athabasca river and the Clear- 
water liver as far up as the place of beginning. 

The foregoing particulars of the natural re- 
sources of the great north country will be suf- 
ficient to indicate what enormous mines of 
riches await the eiiterprise of man to make 
them commercially a-vailable, not only to the - 
northern and western portion of this continent, 
but the markets of Euroiie. The distances from ■ 
accessible points on the Pacific ocean by way 
of the Peace river and to ports on the Hudson 
Bay arc not great, being from 250 to 400 miles 
either way, and if the proposed railway from 
.Skeena river to Hudson Bay b)' wa)' of the 
Peace River viilley is built, as well as the pro- 
jected ilinc from Edmonton to Peace iriver, 
much will have been done towards opening up 
the country for. human industry and revealing ' 
to the world the illimitable riches of a territory 
that 'oQCupies art area greater than the Aus'- 
tralian continent, or nearly two-thirds of Eu- 
rojic, covering part of the British Isles, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Germany, Austria an'^i '

At the instance of the chairman, it was de- 
cided to send a telegram to Mr. Edward Gould- 
ing, the chairman of the organization con)mit- 
tce, expressing the confident hope that AA'^or- 
cester would "go one better than Mid Devon 
and Hereford."' 

Mr. Chamberlain 
• Air. Chamberlain sent the following letter, 
the reading of which created loud applause : — 

Dear Mr. Bagle^-, — I thank you for your 
Iptter and the copy of the report enclosed. I 
qpngratulatg you heartily upon the progress 
that you are making, which I have followed 
with very great interest during my illness. I 
regret that I cannot at present take niy share 
in the work, Init I am encouraged to see that 
niy enlorcetl absence from your active jiroceed- 
ings has not told against you in any way, but 
tliat your cbmnsittee wprk and active propa- 
ganda iri the country have been equally suc- 
cessful during the last 3''ear or two. I rejoice 
especially at the e\'idence of your work lliat is 
gi\-en bv the late elections of Mid Devon and 
vSoiilh Hereford. I do not doubt that a genera! 
election at which tariff reform would be the 
chief issue wotdd show a very different result 
to that of tile la.st contest.

• Mr. Chaplin, M. P., moved the following 
resolution : — "That this meeting rejoices lo 
hear of the improvement in Al r. Ciianiberlain's 
health. It looks forward lo the time when he 
will resume the active leadership of the move- 
ment, and it congratulates him on the great re- 
.^nlls which he can see now of his advocacy of 
tariff reform and Imperial preference, especial- 
ly as .shown in the course of the by-elections." 
He said he Icnew of nothing that would bring 
more joy lo millions of his fellovv-conntrymcn 
th;in lu kn(>\\' that Air. Chamljerlain had been 
re.'^lorcd to his full healtli and vigor aLjaiii, and 
iKjUiing WMiild give more profound rcjoiciiig 
to larill retmincrs in all ])arts of the country 
than lo know thai he was able once more lo re- 
sume the active leadership of the movement, 
which owed its initiation and its ])rescnt jirom- 
inenl jjn.sition lo him. Tlicv hoped that, at no 
distant time, he woidd he I'estored to the posi- 
tion ^shii'li he h.id occupied with .such enor- 
mous advant.ige both (o his parly and his 
-•onntry. (Cheers.) 

Sir 'i'liomas Birkin seconded the motion, 
which was agreed lo amid cheers. 

At a later stage in the proceedings, the 
chairman announced that the following tele- 
gram had been received from Mr. Chamberlain 
in answer to the resolut ion :— "Thanks for kind 
telegram. I feel gre.itly encouraged by sym- 
]]allielic im-ssage and aiipreciate results of by- 
elec lions. — j. Cliandjerhiin." 

Presidential Address 

The chairman, in his presidential address, 
said the progress of the league had I)eiu since 
its inauguration sure and steady, but in ihe past 
year it had increased to an extent that might 
now be described as p^.cnomenal. The execu- 
tive, while they had endeavored to do their 
duty, did not shrink from, hut rather invited 
criticism, being conscious that in the managc- 
iiienl of large an organixalion as the league 
there were numerous jjoints of view to be con- 
sidered, countless interests to be reconciled, 
and many steps to be taken which could not 
commend themselves to every single member 
of the league. The solid progress of the move- 
ment, as shown in the report and in recent 
))y-eleelinns, was such as to win a reluctant 
adim'ssion of .-idvance from their bitterest op- 
])onenls. (Cheers.) In the long list of n.ames 
at the head of the report were gentlemen of 
rank and position, representative of every dis- 
trict and of every interest in the United King- 
dom, who had been gooil enough lo give their 
names as vice-i)residenls of the council. They 
amomited to a total mnnhcr ni -2,1^6, including 
f>5 mend)ers of the Commons, 770 members of 
the li'ouse of Lords, anil 20.| candidates and 
cv-memhers, .and they formed a genuine and 
real evidence of the wi<le support which the 
movement received from t\\c educated classes 



of the community. Many of them had sup- 
ported the league by active work and by sub- 
scriptions. Pie took that opportunity of ob- 
serving that in view of the enormous demands 
being made upon the staff of the league, both 
in its organization and on its literary side, it 
AVould be absolutely essential to have an in- 
crease in the staff, and especially in view of the 
appeal for £50,000 wdiich the Free Trade 
League were making in their alarm at their 
[jrogress, it would be necessary to appeal for 
subscrfplions to those who had not hitherto 
aided them. The increase of work and re- 
sponsibility was heavy, but it was materially 
lightened by the support which the list of vice- 
presidents proved, and also by the loyal and 
unselfish help given to the league by all s<Trls 
and conditions of men who had never spared 
themselves when asked to liel]). .After acknow- 
ledging the unselfish devotion to work shown 
by the staff, he said that in its inception the 
league as an organization, independent of 
[larty, had to contend, not only with the ani- 
mosity of its opponents, but also with the apa- 
thy (jf its friends, and sometimes with scarcely 
veiled opposition from those who should ha\ e 
been its friends. .\'ol withstanding ihcse diffi- 
culties, the league had steadily pursued its 
Ijolicy of educating the country in its ]irinci- 
ples, and day by day that apathy and that hos- 
tiuty liad lessened until now, although the 
league had remained and must remain a non- 
party organization, it could claim thai its tnain 
princijiles had not only been accepted by the 
leader and ihe firganizalion of one of the main 
parties in the stale, l.nit also that those princi- 
ples were, with very few exceptions, advocatfed 
by responsible people in that parly with a zeal 
and wliolcheartedness which left nothing to be 
desired. The league had in, ' many quarters 
been credited with a power, a [)ower of the 
l)urse, a power of political influence, which it 
did not possess, and to which it laid no claim, 
but it did lay claim lo the right of educating 
the country in its principles on every possible 
opportunity; it could lay claim to a consider- 
able success in that propaganda, and he ven- 
tured on behalf of the executive to sav thai 
they had no hesitation in regarding the report 
as a record of substantial advance and thai al 
the pro[)er time, iliey would ajipeal with confi- 
dence to that section of the public who had not 
hitherto given financial aid, to help them in 
that extension of the work which increased de- 
mands had made absolutely imperative. 
(Cheers.) • 

A Good Record 
-Mr. Austen Chandjerlain, M. P., mowd tin: 
adoption of the report, a summary of which 
has previously apjjeared in the 'J'inies. lie 
congratulated all interested in the movement 
on the record of good work done and progress 
made. He said that on 'the previous day he 
was sjieaking about the meeting to his father, 
and he asked him whether he might tell them 
that he (.Mr. Joseph Chamberlain) was pleased 
with the work which had been done in his ab- 
sence. His father answere(J, "Yes, say more 
than that; say thai the progress which we have ' 
made has surpasseil juy most sanguipe expec- 
tations.' (Cheers.) A member of the Gov- 
ernment said the other day that he would not 
speak of the subject, because he did not think 
that any of ils members had an open mind cm 
the subject. So nmeh ilu- woi'se for ihi: (io\-- 
ermnent. (Hear, hear.) Tlierc \\ .as pk'iit \- oi 
o[)cn-mindedness in the roimtry, and the re- 
port bore witness to it. If tln'y were iniluenc- 
ed by llieir op|)onents they (Might, he su|)i)Osed, 
to meet tiierc in deep mourning and- in sack- 
cloth and ash?s. They were told that they 
were the followers of a <lead cause, that they 
were the advocates of ;i cause which was that 
f)f selfish intei-esi, th.al ihosc who took an ;ir- 
live pari in .the ni(i\ emt'iii, or who aided them, 
were moved by a desire for perscnial ad\;int 
age, and that "they who spoke on public plat- 
forms were accustomed to apjieal to the lowest 
and most selfish motives of their fellow-men;, 
all thai by gentlemen who never ccA.sed at the 
last election to din into the ears of electors that 
tlieii- lood would cost iheni more, Ih.'it everv 
\-ote given t(j a ['nioiiist a xotc in f;ivor lif 
raising the j)rice of bread, who .apiicaled, if 
ever parly did, to the mo^l selfish interest's of 
the individual, and who supported Iheir app- 
[jeal by an unscnii)ulous and reckless n.se of 
what, in the language of the Chancellor of the 
ICxcliequer, he might call "mendacious false- 
hoods." (Cheers.) Sneli .act ion might triumph 
lor a moment, hut it w.adil nol lonv; prevail 
with men who h.ad open nnmls and were pre- 
jiared to judge the subject for themselves. 
'Pliey had ;)assed thrcjugh the limes of fliffi- 
culty ; they were now moving on the crest of 
an advancing wave. I,et them press home 
their argnmenls— cany iher.i into e\-erv house 
and every cottage in the country. .\bo\-e all, 
now thai they bar] \ictory within Iheii- gr,asp, 
let them luil allei- llieii- pl.an of eamp:ii;/n. ucjI 
abate one jot of their hope, yiehl noiliing, but 
stand where they were on the progr.anmu' 1 hev 
eiuincialed, and before long they would carry 
that programme to a triumphant conclusion. 
It would be a good day for the trade and in- 
dustry of this coimtry when their programme 
was embodied in a statute. (Cheers.) I'.nl 
he was free to admit that .a year nio'^e or less 
was not, perhaps, of great eoiise(|uenee to their 
purel_v de)mestic sitnalion. I'',\erv \-ear which 
passed, however, made tlic diflictill\- of cr,m- 
bining the whole i'",m|)ire in a satislaetoiy 
scheme greater, every year/which passed with- 
out anytliing being done to unitt them gave 
rise to new forces that created sepai-.ale iiiler- 
esls and that dragged sei)arale ways. Who 
could say how imich h;ul already been lost bv 
tlie_ failure of the Alinisters to respond lo Ihe 
invitation of the Colonial Premiers al the last 
conference? Who could say how. much more 



would be lost if they delayed it much longer? 
.Heartened by the work they had already done,- 
let them press on with renewed energy and in- 
creased hope to the victory that surely awaited 
those who with courage, confidence, and eii- 
• durance persisted in preaching the good cause. 
(Checns.) 

Sir Joseph Lawrence, M. P,, seconding the 
motion in the absence of Sir Alexander Hen- 
derson, said thai he sjiont two hours with Air. 
Chamberlain on the previous day, and found 
that he retained still a living and absorbing 
interest in every detail of their work. 

The motion was adopted. 

The Duke o'f' 'Stimerlahd was rc-ele'ctcd 
president, on the' motion of Captain Clive, 
Al. P., seconded by IMr. R. 1-'. Dickinson; and 
on the motion of Mr. Page Croft, seconded by 
All-, .Alfred Mosel}-, the vice-presidents — name- 
ly, Mr Chamberlain, Al.P., Air. Austen Cham- 
l)erlain. Af.P., Air. C. .Arthur Pearson, and Mr. 
A. lionar Law, Al.P. — were also re-elected. 
Lord Ridley was re-elected chairman, on flu- 
motion of Lord Leith of Fyvie, seconded by 
Air. J. Welsford, and Mr. Everard Hambro 
and Sir Alexander Henderson were re-appoint- 
ed t i-e;isnrers. The executive committee were 
also elected. 

Certain alleratioiis in ilie lailes were also 
agreed to. 

Al the afternoon session there were present 
a number of ladies representing the Women's 
Unionist and Tariff Reform Association. They 
included the Duchess of Somerset, Lady Ebitry, 
the Hon, Mrs. Burns, -Mrs. Kinloch, Mrs. Cole, 
the Hon. Mrs, Maxse, and Miss Violet Brooke 
Hunt, 

Tariff Reform and the Union Party 
Air. lionar Law moved: "Thai this meeting 
of the 'ParilT Reform League welcomes the 
unanimous adoi)tion by the Unionist party at 
the liirmingham and i.ulinburgh conferences, 
and the endorsement by Air. lialfour of the 
resolution ailirming ih.at the first constructive 
Ijolicy of the Conservative and Unionits party 
should be the refqnh of our present fiscal sys- 
tem with the view— -(i)' of broadening the basis 
of taxation ; (2) of safeguai-ding our great pro- 
ductive industries frOni unfair competition; (3) 
e)f strenglliening finr position for the purix)se 
of negotiation in foreign ' markets : and (4) oi 
establishing preferential conimercia.l arrange- 
ments will the colonies, ;md securing for Brit- 
ish producers and workmen a further advant- 
age over foreign c<>mpptitors in the colonial 
markets." H$ said^ tjiat • no one could be so 
blind as not lo realise the immense stride for- 
ward which their -movement had made since 
they last met together at that conference. So 
recently as befejre the liirmingham conference 
there were members of the Unionist pjarly who 
urged that they should nol dehiiitely tie their 
foriimes lo ilial movenienl, and they urged it 
on the grounds, nol that Ihey were wrong, but 
that the country would not have it. No one 
would say that now. (Cheers.) He believed 
that a landslide on that^ question had begun, a 
landslide which would not only carry their 
cause to viclorv but would enable them even 
at the next election to sweep the countr)-. 
(Cheers.) Air. lionar Law i)roct'eded te) spealc 
of the tiiiestion of unemployment. He showed 
V ■' emigration from this country had been 
i i ,'asing foi" the last leu \ e,ars, .ain.l contrasted 
tl ; .•^tate of things with thai in tjennany, from 
which country up till the time when they al- 
tered their fiscal system, emigration was prac- 
tically as great a.s it vyas from ours. Is'ow, 
with a populatio.n 50 per- cent greater than that 
of the United Kingdom, the emigration was 
only a fraction of thai which was having Jjiir 
.-liores. 'idle lignres of the traile unions showed 
Ihal lor ihe last leu years, llie \ears of boom- 
ing tj-ade, tlu' a\-eiage of unemplo\ iiient had 
been o\ er 5 pel' ceni : in ( iermaiiy il had been 
only between i .and 2 ])er cent, it had been 
said in the I iou e of Commons that there were 
6o,0(JO unei;iplo\ t .1 in Berlin. The number 
()0,ooo w.as gi\a'n b\ tlu' Socialist leader in ( ler- 
nianw The olfu-ial lignres were ,^(i,onc), and 
that iignre included Inilh skilled and unskilled 
labor. Nearly 30 years ago, when Prince P)is- 
marck was .altering the fiscal system in ( ier- 
nian\'. one of the .ibk'sl of the theoretic free- 
traders of the da_\-, Lorrl l'"arrer, was writing a 
seiies of articles, and in one of them he said: 
"It will be interesting to, watch the effect of 
this change of policy in Germany in dimini.sh- 
ing their exports." It was interesting, for the 
exports only began after the change had bcdn 
made. (Laughter anr] cheers.) But that was 
nol all. r)nl)- a few years ago another great 
Iheoretic free-1 r.adei', j.ord .'\vcbury, wrote a 
letter to The Times, in which he repeated, al- 
most woial foi- woi'd, the same tiling lh;u luel 
been said by Lord J'*arrer, lie ^.dd: "ll will 
be interesting to watch the effects of the in- 
crease of the German tariff in diminishing their 
e.Kports," Again, it was interesting. (Hear, 
hear, and laughter.) Lord Avcbury, too, had 
his lesson, but it look a great many lessons to 
teach those gentlemen. (Hear, hear.) As 
against the views of these theoretic genliemcn 
he would gi\'e them the o))inion of a gentleman 
who was not a tluairisl, who had no claim lo 
distiuetion except Iii.^ pr.aelical success. He 
meant Mr. Carnegie, who was really in a very 
fortunate position in regard to the fiscal (|ues- 
tion. Mr. Carnegie was one of the very few 
men who had a really ideal system ; he was a 
protectiontst in America;> whcrti ho made his 
money, and a free-trader here, where he sjient 
il. (Laughter,) A few years ago that gentle- 
ni.an delivered an riddress as lord rector f)r St. 
.Andrew's uiiivei-sit_v. His subject was fnifie, 
and lie said that the nosititni of Great Britain 
as the great indu.strial country of the world 



was gone, and gone for ever. But he lurned to 
the students and said: "Do let that distress 
you. There is still a good deal left. The Unit- 
ed Kingdom will be to vVmerica what Greece 
was lo Rome. (Laughter.) You will still have 
your Shakespcares and Miltons, and we will 
look back to them as the authors of all our 
greainess." (Laughter.) That was all right for 
an American. Ilis idea perhaps was that, in 
course of time, these pjor little islands of ours 
would be purchased by the great Republic in 
'order that they might have a coaling station in 
Europe. (Laughter.) That was not their idea. 
(Cheers.) Why did he say that our industrial 
position was gone? PTee-tradcrs told us that 
Gernianyls exports had increased in spite of 
her tariff. He saidj and Mr, Carnegie said, that 
they had increased because of their tariffs. 
(Cheers.) This was Mr. Carnegie's dictum: 
"The one melhod lo secure foreign trade was 
lo make your home Ir.ade safe, and horn llie 
security of your home trade you can stretch out 
and conquer the markets of the world." He 
said also that what made our modern manufac- 
turers successful was lo manufacture on a large 
scale, and, further, he asked, "Why cannot you 
manufacture on a large scale?" Tlie answer, 
as he observed, was obvious — namely, "You 
have not a large market ; you have a small mar- 
ket, and even that small market is open to 
your foreign com])etitors." Mr. Carnegie then 
went on to say — and this was also true: "Jl 
is nol the amount of these foreign goods which 
come in that makes all the difference, but the 
fact that the manufacturers know they are 
liable to an invasion at any moment, the extent 
of which they cannot foresee, (Cheers.) It is 
that which makes them afraid to spend the 
money necessary to keep their machinery up to 
date, and without which success is impossible." 
That was precisely their creed (cheers), and it 
was a creed which the man in the street was at 
last beginning lo understand. Under modern 
conditions what told most on the cost of pro- 
duction was not the price of the raw material 
not even wages, but the scale on which "they 
produced, and they could not produce on a 
large scale unless they had a large market, As 
Mr. Carnegie said, we had not a large market. 
Let Ihcm adopt the changes which were part 
of the creed of his resolution, and they did two 
ihiiigs — the)' increased the scale on which our 
own manufacturers could produce, and by so 
doing they lowered the cost' of manufacture. 
In addition they dinjimshed' ''the sb'ale on 
which our corapetitors-^t could produce; ■thereby 
raising their costs.' By. doing that they., would 
lessen the intensity of foreign competition both 
in the home market and in the neutral markets 
of the world. (Cheers.) 

Lord Winlerton, in seconding the resolu- 
licm, said that ninety-nine huiulredlhs of the 
L'nionist parly were in favor of tarifT reform 
and were determined to see it carried cjut. 
There was still, however, a. small section of the 
Unionist party bitterly hostile to that policy. 
Alany of the misfortunes of the party during 
the last few years had been due to the attitude 
of these gentlemen. These gentlemen could 
nol be ignored. If they really believed lhal 
the policy oi tariff reform was inimical to the 
interests of the Unionist party, they had a clear 
;md honorable course before them, and that 
was to find another party which would support 
them. There were many, like himself, who 
were determined that a great, united, unami- 
mous party, pledged to follow Mr. Balfour on 
the policy of tariff reform, should be returned 
to ])i.)wer al the next election, and they were 
determined lo ;illow no considerations, no pres- 
sure, no inlUu'nce, from whatever (piartcr, U) 
])revenl them from knowing thai Ih.at parly 
when it was retniaieil \\-;is united. (Cheers.) 

Air. A. Clifford thought that if they al- 
lowed the nuaJe lord's rctnarks to go do^VU to 
the various constituencies cAtirely unchal- 
lenged, the effect would be a great discourage- 
ment to those who belonged to the Liberal 
]),irly and wIkjsc names yet apjieared on ihe 
lists of the executive of the various branches of 
that le;igue. Il was possible to run tariff re- 
form (m practically non-party lines. ("No, I'o.") 
The chairman s.aid that the words which 
appe;ired on ]);ige ,5 of the annual rei)orl, to the 
effect that "the league, -which is indc])endent of 
political parties, seeks to further the objects 
mentioned above," etc., correctly described the 
const ilut ion :inrl objects of llnj league, and 
there was no intention on the pari of any mem- 
ber, last of ;ill of Li-'i'd W inti'ilon himself, lo 
depart fr<mi those ])rinciples. (Idear, hc.ir.) 
The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Educational Work 
Sir Charles I'olhdl proposed: "'J'h.al in 
view of the urgent .need of carrying out the ob- 
jects of Liriff reform as nelined in- the liirming- 
liam lesolulion, and the o]iportunity now pre- 
sented of carrying the movement to a 'success- 
fid issue, it is desirable thai the league should 
increase its activity in every department of its 
educational work." He said that it was not the 
armchair theorist or the hidebound theorist 
thai they sought to educate. That would be a 
hopeless task. Their .aim was to educate and 
convert the /.(Mking men lo the advantages of 
tariff reform. The gre;U outstanding (juestion 
for the wen-king classes was employment. Dr. 
Alacnamara, in a recent speech in the House 
of Commons, had no remedy to suggest for un- 
employment In this country, with the excei)lion 
of the driiiking of less liquor and the giving of 
more manual training. What more sobriety 
and more hand skill could do towards iiiiding 
emi)loymcnt was rather puzzli-ng to the iilin'n 
man. The only cure for unemployment was a 
(L'lnand for labor, and that was what tariff re- 
form woidd bring about iii'pre, successfully than 



battalions of sober or hand-skilled workmen 
waiting all the day long in the labor market. 
(Cheers.) 

Captain Morrison-Bell, M.P., who was loud- 
ly cheefed, secondeds the resolution. lie said 
he felt that the great success which they had 
in Mid Devon had given a, powerful imp,i?tus ta 
the educational work of , their causer^ ^ He - was 
not in the least down-hearted after the result 
of the last general election, because he believed' 
that all thai had to be done to win back the 
seal was lo expose Ihe absurdity of the argu- 
ments used by free-li-aders at that time. Con- 
sequently he set lo work a month after the gen- 
eral election, and arranged for a continuous 
flow of speakers and workers in iJie "division iti 
order to explain what tariff reibrin' really 
meant. In this work the Tariff Reforln League 
had given him the greatest assistahcc.- During 
the recent election his constituency was visited 
by crowds (jf meinliers of parliament speaking 
on behalf of Air. lJuxion, and the old cries of 
"'i'lie Hungr_\- Forties," "Your Food will Cost 
Vou More, ' and so on, were once again trot- 
ted out, but they were quite. ineffective in pro- 
ducing any impression on the educated com- 
mon sense of the working men of tlie constitu- 
ency. It was only by education that they could 
get working men and their wivjes to understand 
what tariff reform meant, and he hoped that 
this most necessary work of education would 
be continued with the greatest vigor, (Cheers.) 

After short speeches by Aliss A''iolet Brooke 
Hunt (secretary of the Women's Unionist and 
Tariff Reform Association) and. Mr. Welsford 
(chairman of the Liverpool branch), . - . " 

The chairman said that, with reference to a 
i;esolulion standing in the name of Mr. Rosen- 
thalj lic hoped, if the mover meant to press it, 
a's many delegates would remain to d'scuss it 
as ]30ssiblc. (Cries of "Take it now.") He 
ackled that he did not think there was a single 
member of the executive who would not re- 
sign if the delegates passed the resolution. 
(Glieers.) 

A delegate, inquired if it was nQt.out '.pf,.^or- 
der after the passing of the resolulion^fiiiSved 
by ]Slr. Bonar Law. (Hear, hear.) 'i '\ 

The chairman said that he could not declare 
the resolution out of order, but he thought that 
it was within the power of the meeting to de- 
cide whether it was in order or not. 

A show of hands was taken, and the nicet- 
fng, with .two or three dissentients, voted the 
Resolution out of,. order. The resolution was as 
follows?. .'*This ppnference is. of /opinion that 
the immediate interests of the working classes 
in this country would best - be served if. > the 
proposed reforrri in Imperial , taxation was '-j^iiil-' 
ited for the present to a transference 'Of' a jpor- 
tion of the existing food taxes to imported 
manufactured articles." 

Air. A. Jvosenthal, who obtained leave to 
make an explanation, said that there was a 
misconception with regard to his meaning. lie 
yielded to no one with regard ,to the necessity, 
for fiscal reform; he disagreed only with the 
methods which were being taken Id carry it 
out.

The disciissioii on Sir Charles Follett's' reso- 
lution was then resumed by Lieutenant H. A. 
Pi. Shrubb, R.N. (Hants county branch), who 
exi)resscd a hope that more enthusiasm would 
be thrown into the educational work of the 
league. He. added that he would withdraw the 
resolution strniding in his name in ihcsc terms:

The chairman, in submitting the toast of

ion. He thought they had done their best to 
help the flame which i\[r. Ciiamberlain started 
to set on fire the foul free-trade wccd.s among 
which it first foil. ("Cheers.) Tlicy had done 
their best to keep it alive while calumny and 
ignorance had endeavored to damjj it down hv 
all the means in their power, and now that 
beacon was beginning to flash to beacon the 
true message of tariff reform they were more 
ready than ever to co-operate in the work. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain, who was received 
with loud cheers, was the first to respond. He 
said that they had taught tlic government that

ed the knell of their do-nothing attitude. They 
had even wrung- some admissions from tliem. 
Who would say now that there was no colonial 
offer? Who would say that if there was an 
offer it was not worth accepting? ("Churchilll" 
and laughter. ) They would confront him;with 
the president of the Board of Trade, one of the 
most successful of the' ministers of the present 
government. He hesitated to praise JMi'- Lloyd- 
George lest a breath of suspicion should 
spread in Radical circles about his Cobdenite 
orthodoxy. (Laughter.) Yet if a tariff-re- 
former miglit offer a humble tribute, he was 
inclined to say that Mr. Lloyd-George, in prac- 
tice if not in word, was far on the path to tariff 
reform (cheers), and might yet be banqueted by 
them as the first minister of commerce who 
placed our industries upon a satisfactory foot- 
ing. (Cheers.) He had seen a report of an 
interview with .Sir William Holland — a free- 
trader — who explained to the interviewer the 
. benefits which had accrued from Mr. l^loyd- 
George's Patents Bill. Let them see how a 
free-trader ])raiscd it. Idc said: "I notice tlic 
the matter as showing what a good president of 
the Board of Trade can do to promote British 
industries and urge on employment for British 
workmen." And then he proceeded to relate 
how various German firms of chemical manu- 
facturers, who liad practically driven out of the 
market natural indigo by synthetic indigo, 
which they had hitherto manufactured exclu- 
sively abroad, were now j^iu'chasing- sites for 
works, and were going to erect works in this 
country. Altogether, he said, referring to this 
and other industries which were now to be 
transferred to this coimtry, as a result of the 
Patents Bill, before this year was gone io,ooo 
men would find employment in this countrv. 



(Cheers.) And ;,w^ Lloyd-Gcorge had* 

done for tile manufacturer of patented articles 
they wanted to do, and' would do, foi' trade as 
a whole. (Loud cheers.) But what a curious 
commentary in the pure milk of the free-trade 
gospel was the boasting about having trans; 
ferrcd employment from foreign countries to 
_ British workmen. (Laughter and cheers.) They 
.were forcing their • opponents to change 
their position, were, routing them out of the 
iehtrenchhi'ents which they had dug, and as they 
were routed they were showing in the rcsidts 
which were recorded the record of tariff reform 
progress and of the decay of its ojiponenls. 
(Cheers.) They had a miitcd jiarty. and every 
member could accept the ])rogranune tliat Mr. 
].-?alfour laid down. Now was the time to press 
the movement home with a long ])ull.and a 
strong pull, and a pull all together, to achieve 
a victory which could not be long delayed. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Wyndham,t(Who was warmly received, 
in the course of his reply asked if the ])o!icy of 
tariff reform could help us to solve the ])roblem 
of maintaining an all-powerful navy. His an- 
swer was that it couKi — by broadening the basis 
of taxation. No other policy could do so ex- 
cept by hindering the solution of another mo- 
mentous problem — the welfare of the people. 
Try to have an all-powerful navy a!;ainst a de- 
liberate attempt to wrest from us ihe suprem- 
acy of the seas, and (5ne of two things must 
follow — we must pile tijj direct l;i.\ation luUil 
more capital was diverted abroad, and left 
more labor in the liu'ch at home, or under the 
present fiscal system we nuist pile heavier bur- 
dens upon the means of subsistence of the 
working classes and grind them into the dust. 
(Cheers.) As the second element of Imperial 
defence he put a closer union between aM the 
self-goverm'ng white people of His Majesty's 



dominions, (Which.ilie said, demanded our close 
and. anxious" 'attention: Tariff reform alone 

could help towards the solution of that prob- 
lem. As to the problem of the welfai-e of the 
people in the Motherland, what could call for 
more serious consideration than the fact that, 
in a period of trade expansion which was un- 
paralleled in om- iiistory — when our exports 
figured at £6oS,ooo,ooo and our imports at 
£460,000,000 — the policy of , free imports', by 
the test of unemployment, had absolutely brok- 
en down. (Cheers.) We. found the figures of 
unemployment here were more alarming than 
the figures of unemployment in other countries 
which had a tariff designed to safeguard their 
home industries. Now that the traile "boom" 
showed signs of collapsing, we saw that the 
figure of unemployment in the most highly-or- 
ganized trades was month by montli and week 
by week assuming alarming dimensions. Ex- 
cept in accidentally favored trades, during the 
recent period of great trade activity wages had 
been lower .and the cost of living higher. (Hear, 
hear.) .So-called free trade had failed in the 
circumstances whicli its advocates had always 
described as most favc)r;d)lc. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Bonar Law, M.P., who next responded, 
said that the tone of the gathering and also of 
the conference earlier in the day showed that 
they were in a jubilant mood, and not without 
cause. The movement had behind it now the 
momentum which was due to the discredit that 
had already fallen upon the government, and 
every month and every year which the ]n-esent 
government lingered >>n tiiat momentnm woidd 
go on steadily and rajiidly increasing. Even 
tiieir opponents were realizing the great change 
which had taken place during the last few 
months. There was in the question of colonial 
preference something far more important than 
any (juestion of trade advantages and disad- 



vantages.'.' Every country in the wofldjCjccept 
our own had adopted in trade, iis in eyerytliing 

else, a national policy; we alone adhered to a 
policy which was not only cosmopolitan, but 
whicii was intensely anti-national. 

Mr.' Chaplin, M.P., who was the last to re- 
spond, was received with a loud outburst of 
cheering when he announced that they had won 
another tariff reform victory at Worcester. 
The company rose and enthusiastically waved 
their dinner napkins, and to a cry of "Are we 
downhearted," there was a loud reply of. "No!" 
Apart from all considerations of this further 
indication of the progress of their .cause.the re- 
sult of the election was" a persoriar''^inafter of 
gratification to him, because , he haclirijcen m^: 
timaitely associated with Mr. Goiifding for 
many years. There was nothing more re- 
markable than the progress which their cause 
had made. The three most crushing victories 
which they had recently, had had been won by 
a fearless, outspoken advocacy of tariff reform, 
which was not always so popular and so read- 
ily accepted as it had been' since the time when 
their leader absolutely united, to all intents 
and purposes, practically the whole of his party 
by throwing himself heart and soul into the 
cause. The only bar that he was aware of to 
the final successful achievemrnt of their aims 
was the existence of the present government. 
(Laughter.) The first thing, therefore, that 
they had to do was to get them out. It was 
difficult to upset the majority of 350 against 
them, but sooner or later, backed as they were 
by public opinion, they would do it. (Cheers.) 
Before resuming his seat, he propsed the 
health of the 'Victor of Worcester," and the 
toast was drunk ;imid cheers. 

The last toast was the health of the chair- 
man, proposed by Sir Gilbert Parker, M.P. 





OMPKINS and I resolved to re- 
main another day at Lilly Dale, 
in the hope of .solving the prob- 
lem that has long baffled wiser 
hcad.s than ours. What we had 
seen had but whetted our desire

This fellow, wdiose 
cuffs were frazzled and not clean, had on a 
dirty collar and wore dusty boots. His gen- 
eral appearance was that of a man who was 
out-at-the-elbows, as Thackeray would say, 
and who would be the better for a bath. 

"I will guarantee the utmost satisfaction," 
he urged, as he handed each a dirty card. 
"Secrec}'' is assured. I Avill ]irotlucc your 
friends as they were in life, map out your 
^career and tell you what is going to happen to 
you in the next ten years." 

We managed to shake the man off by en- 
tering a small cottage, a sign on which in- 
formed us that a Mr. and Mrs. P-llcry, writing 
mediums, renowned and skilful, held seances 
there. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ellery, who were a prcsent- 
. able couple, sat on 'one side of a table, while 

Tompkins sat down on the other side. They 
handed him a dummy l)iMjk, a palv of co\ ers, 
but no leaves. AVithin the co\'ers they j^laced 
a few blank .sheets of notepapcr and a long 
lead pencil. The trio then grasped the dummy 
and instantly' there was heard a sound as if 
the lead pencil was being passed over the 
notepaper. After the lapse of two or three 
minutes the noise ceased and the covers were 
opened. The leaves were filled with messages 
purporting to be from Tompkins' friends.

This 
blotch exfiancled and what at first seemed to 
be a (lab of paint with about as much exi)re.s- 
sion as a dish of porridge, began to assume 
form.

stant Tompkins and I entered the room, the 
occupant, a well-prpportioned, handsome old 
lady, exclaimed, "Ilere comes W. 1 f. Tomp- 
kins, of Toronto, and a man who signs him- 
self "D.W.l-L," of British Columbia. They 
want a setting." 

"Good gracious," I exclaimed, "how diil 
you know our names? Have you been tele- 
phoning to Mr. Kceler?" 

"No, sir," .she replied severely. "I have no 

telephone, and 3'our names were given me by 
a spirit, who says that she is Mr. Tompkins' 
wife Gergetta, and that you want a setting. 
vShe is a sweet, pretty ^voman, and she has her 
arms about Mr. Tompkins' neck and is kissing 
him.

Some Ideals In Foreign Policy 




P^^^'^Ilh: Nation is impatient with Sir Ed- 
ward (jrey's administration of our 
•foreign affairs. "Let us hope," it 
says, "that in the future Sir Edward 
(irey may offer us some develop- 
ment of the pacific side of Liberal 
I' 1)1- its nK)re acti\-e humanitarian side 
we have waited thus far in vain. On the Con- 
go (piestioii we have received the valuable ad- 
vice to exercise patience. In Macedonia we 
have seen a sensible relaxation of Ihe \igor in- 
fused into our action by Lord Lansdowne. In 
the case of Persia we find small consideration 
of the effect of our action on Persian freedom. 
Do Liberals quite realize the full loss to the 
party of the submergence of their ideals? Do 
they not forget sometimes that faith and eii- 
iliusiasm are, even in a faithless generati(jn, 
the sole trustworthy sources of vitality in a 
jiarly which has permanently against it tlu' 
great forces of inertia, as well as the ill-will of 
;i society whose timidity grows with its ever- 
growing wealth ? 

"(iladstone wotild not have .-aid, 'We .arc 
not the whole conscience of Europe'; he would 
have roused the conscience of linropv:," con- 
tinues the N'ation. "Prom the moment that 
the other powers realized that the present gov- 
ernment regarded the fate of Macedonia as a 
cajiitaj question, the whole problem would as- 
sume another aspect.. Wc have elements of 
public opinion on our sirle — the democracies of 
France, Italy, and Russia, the Slavs of Austria, 
the vSocialists everywhere. Above all, wc have 
in our hands the elements for a bargain. Our 
diphjmacy and our cajiital can immensely assist 
the btiilding of the railways on wdiich .\ustria, 
Russia, and especially Gci'many, are intent. 
Let us offer to assist these schemes, if onlv 
these three powers will withdraw their opposi- 
tion' to reform. Bargaining is the essence of 
the situation, but the one bargain which would 
cover us w'ith infamy would be a transaction 
that .sacrificed our clients in Macedonia" to the 
appetites of two illiberal empires." 

"Sweden has been .greatly, and," adds the ' 



Nation, "jiislh- alarmed at ]\ussia's projiosal 
to cancel the con\-entioii concerning the 
Aland Islands between France, Great Brit- 
ain, and Russia, which formed part of 
the Treaty of Paris. This convention 
bound Russia not to fortify these Bal- 
tic islands or to maintain any military es-i 
lablishment on them. They command Stock- 
holm, and if fortified might bottle u]) the Gulf 
of PiOthni;!, and go far to make the I^.altic a 
closed sea, Russia ciniioi (hslurh the status 
(pio without the leave ot l-'rance and Great 
Britain, and we strongly hope that we shall 
firmly refuse permission, for we have a nation- 
al, an historic, and a naval interest in the ques- 
tion. It was, for instance, keenly debated in 
the 'thirties. Russia declares ihiai she does not 
w;mt to fortify Aland ; if sei, she need not dis- 
turb a treaty to which she has submitted for 
more than half a century, liycn if she does not 
at once forth)', and the convention is tcn-ii up, 
.Sweden will be compelled to fortify Stockdiolm, 
to cut a canal from the capital to the northern 
coast, and to maintain a naval station and 
force there, England cannot lay so heavy a 
burden on a small and thoroughly peaceful and 
l)rogressivc community." 

"It cannot he said that the Decentralization 
commission, which has now resumed its sit- 
tings in C'alcutta, is making a favorable im- 
Iiression on the official classes or on Indian 
leading men." says the Calculta correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian, under date Janu- 
ary 30. "Some prominent members show a 
tendency to dogmatize on the strength of their 
very brief stay in the country, while others do 
not disguise (heir complete ignorance of Indian 
conditions.

The young ci\ili;ui came out to In- 
dia with all the feelings of a ruling race and, 
what was worse, a ruling caste. 1 1 is head was 
turned by his being placed in a vicious atmos- 
phere, the servile surroundings of the criminal 
courts. Flence he formed an extravagant idea 
of his own importance and thought that his 
pre.^tige would be diminished by free inter- 
course with the people. Mr. Bhupendra Nath 
Bose's statements can be amply confirmed, and 
they go to the root of much of the existing un- 
rest." : y ,,^15^ 

Signor Nasi, a member of the Italian senate, 
has been sentenced to eleven iiionths' imprison- 
ment for peculation of national money, and he 
is to be excluded from public oflice for four and 
a half years.

"It inns led (o \'(diemeiit po- 
lemics, which have enibiltercd the i-elations be- 
tween Sicily and th(5' North of Italy; it has in- 
creased the normal cynicism of the ];oorer 
classes, although, as a matter of history, no 
minister has previously been impeached for 
peculation since 1848, and it has proved that 
there has been, and probably .still is, a culpable 
lack of control (jver the expenditure in the 
public offices. Public opinion in Italy would 
welcome a thorough and searching impiirv into 
the working of the government departments. 
If it should lead to this result, the Nasi case 
will not have been in vain,"

To prevent a chance of collusion with other 
mediums, I had introduced my coiripanion as 
"^fr. \\'ilson"; but Avhen the trumpet was next 
raised my friend was addressed as Tompkins, 
the nom de plume being disregarded. The 
spirit represented himself to be a school fellow 
of Tom])kins and narrated many pranks of 
their boyhood days which Tompkins declared 
were true. 

Asked how he knew that Wilson was not 
the proper name, the spirit answered j^there's 
no use trying to fool us." 

From that on the seance was a series of 
surprises. ^len and women came to the 
trumpet in rapid succession and gave infor- 
mation that was considered of more or less 
value to those to whom the messages were 
addressed. 

One young man who was v/orricd about 
some deeds that were missing, called up his 
father and queered himself by asking a leading 

question. 

"Father," said he,- "are you there?" 

"Yes, my son." 
"Are 3'ou happy?" 
"Yes, my son." 

"Is it warm down there, where you are?" 

The trumpet was flung to the floor with 
great clatter and bang, and the old gentlfeman 
declined to appear again to answer more 

questions. 

.Most of t!ie fpiestions and answers were 
of a ])lcasant character.

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^ijp^^^^^HE new problem in Eastern Asia is 
oligarchic Japan." To make this 
facrstand out "distinctly and un- 
mistakably" is the object of Mr. 
Putnam Weale's new book, "The 
Commg Struggle in Eastern 
Asia" (Macmillan & Co., i2s. 6d. net), 

Mr. Weale is oi those who regard the An- 
glo-Japanese- Alliance as "a political error of 
the first magnitude," and that the "economic 
situation which now obtains in the Far East is 
sufficiently serious to justify the plainest 
speaking." 

Mr. AVealc, in this volume, the fourth and 
last of a series, gives us first-hand studies of 
the present probleras.of Russia in Asia, of Ja- 
pan, assd of China. After devoting 624 pages 
to the facts as he saw them, Mr. Wcalc con- 
cludes that "the component factors in the great 
problem of the Far East are at present mainly 
engaged in gathering strength, and that at any 
moment the unexpected may again occur, and 
another conflict suddenly break out. 

The Unexpected May Occur 

"There can be no real security," he-, con- 
tends, "until China is in a very different posi- 
tion from that which she now occupies, and 
until Japan falls into the place which her lii.s- 
tdry, her population, and her genius prove that 

she .can, with justice, occupy Under these 

circumstances the position of England must be 
deemed one of exceptional embarrassment. 
Reiving no longer on her prestige and on her 
naval strength in the Far East, but rather on 
paper and on promises, she busies herself with 
such sentimental questions as the abolition of 
opium in China at a time when there is other 
very urgent business on hand. The matter of 
the enforcement of the new Commercial Trea- 
ties Avith China, for instance, which is of the 
very highest importance, and which would al- 
low the beginning of great and valuable recon- 
structive work, is .ignored — for what reason it 
is hard to apprehend. 

: "Believing that in the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
ance instrument of August, 1905, a sovereign 
remedy exists for every Far Eastern ill, the di- 
rectors of the foreign policy of Great Britain 
would doubtless be surprised to learn that in 
the Far East itself no more importance is now 
attached to that agreement than, say, to the 
Triple Alliance in Europe, which has been so 
■ far forgotten in Italy that Prince von Buelow 
recently found it necessary to remind, the Quir- 
inal Government of its continued exrstence." 

Have Japanese an Antipathy to Whites? 

A very interesting point discussed by Mr. 
Weale is one which he says, above all, con- 
cerns the Caucasian — "Are the Japanese ])rim- 
arily inspired by the same inner feelings of an- 
tipathy and disgust for the white man as are 
other Asiatics? A writer as gifted in under- 
standing some of the subtleties underlying the 
relations between Asia and Europe as is Mr. 
Meredith Townsend argues that this must be, 
and is, the case. The question, however, is 
most difficult to answer for a large variety of 
reasons. 

"Yet," he adds, "it may fairlv be said that 
just as in India — from which field ]Mr. Mere- 
dith Townsend mainly gathered his materials 
— -so in somewhat lesser degree there is, and 
must be, among the Mongolian races the same 
instinctive antipathy for the white-skinned 
man as the latter on his part feels for his 
brown-skinned or 3-cllow-skinncd brethren. 

"How far this antipathy is really a iiolitical 
force cannot as yet l)e |)roper]y estimated, 
either in the West or the F,ast ; but just as the 
Americans of the Pacific Coast insist on the 
exclusion of all Asiatics, be they Chinese or 
Koreans or Japanese, so will the Japanese, 
above all other peoples of ^longolian race, ex- 
clude the while man from ])artici])ating in the 
exploitation of the wealth of Eastern Asia. 
Is Japan to be a Bridge? 

"At heart the Japanese is just as proud of 
his own unalterable individuality as is the An- 
glo-Sa.xon of his. The talk to the effect that 
Japan is destined to be the brJdge connecting 
the East with the West, and that this is indeed 
her dearest aspiration, becomes, therefore, pe- 
culiarly significant. If Japan is to be that 
bridge, it follows that the West may have to 
bui;n its boats and rely on less convenient 
methods of crossing great wastes of waters, 
wdiethcr it wills it or not. The gateways to the 
East may then be entirely changed, and with 
such a change nrithing which might follow 
could be deemed snri^rising." 

The conclusion of Mr. Weale's mass of evi- 
dence, is that 

A Corrective Required 

"Just as in 1902 the first Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance supplied a corrective to an unfortun- 
ate political impasse, which had been brought 
about by British indifference to the trend of 
affairs in the Far East; so in 1907 is a further 
corrective required, if a second impasse is not 
ultimately to be reached. For while the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance is at present a guarantee for 
jicace, it is also a guarantee for a commercial 
downfall unless safeguarding steps arc taken 
jvithout loss of tmc. And before those steps 
can be properly taken a British Commission 
should be -sent to the spot to obtain official 
confirmation of the position as it really is all 
over Eastern Asia. It is vain to suppose that 
this work can be done otherwise; it recpures 
an official inquiry and official documents to 
place a Government in the well-inforn^ed posi- 
tion it should occupy in order to be entrenched 
against surprises, and able adequately to deal 
with a situation which the writer is only too 
willing to admit bristles with difficulties; is 
full of contradictions, is dangerous to handle, 
and is composed of all the c'lcments of a san- 
gufnary struggle. ' 



"The British Government could easily have 
at its disposal a score or more of retired of- 
ficials and others whose names are household 
words in the Far East, and whose opinions 
would be invaluable — in fact, the very e?Egerts 
necessary to compose such a commission. X'he 
mere facts that, by virtue of the alliance, of 
1905, England is the international endorser of 
all Japanese actions, and that the very first 
"open door," and "equal opportunity for all," 
and the integrity of the Chinese empire—are 
UQW more tlian menaced, should be sufficient 
to ensure drastic and instant inquiry. 

Our Remote Attitude of Mind 

"But it is felt in Eastern .'Vsia, as it . is felt 
in the Australian Commonwealth, that there is 
no complaint to be made of peremptory treat- 
ment on llic part of the British Government, 
but that representations from the spot are too 
often met with an understanding^ neither of the 
real causes from which they spring, nor of the 
precise intentions of those who make them. 
The complaint is therefore of an altitude of 
mind — a certain impenetrability, a certain 
weariness on the part of people much pressed 
with affairs and greatly overburdened. 

"The final word is that a corrective is ab- 
solutely necessary in Eastern Asia in order to 
postpone, if not to prevent, the inevitable - 
struggle. Sane Caucasians no longei^ dream 
of laying at the feet of their sovereigns the 
keys of Moorish ca.stles or the jewelled turbans 
of Asiatic kings. They can only dream of 
tradesmen's profits — of perhaps retaining a 
portion of that which has been previously won. 
Yet even if this humbler dream is not to be 
rudely dissipated — if the status quo, such as it 
is, is not to be slowly undermined until it quite 
naturally topples over- — action must be taken 
without further delay. 

A Certain Ominous Pause 

"Of this there can be no question. Ger- 
many and Russia, the only two other Powers 
in the world, apart from the United States, 
which now have real first-class importance, 
are manifestly marking time in Eastern Asia, 
and waiting for the new outlines and the new 
tendencies more openly to manifest them- 
selves. They are ever coquetting with Japan 
because of their distrust of one another and of 
everybody else. At the present time, there- 
fore, there is a certain ominous pause, a calm 
before a storm, which not even deceptive dip- 
lomatic agreements" can entirely conceal. Eas- 
tern Asia is once more on the eve of great 
events. What part shall England play?" 

Mr. Weale's book is obviously one which 
all who follow world movements should study. 




PROSE STYLE OF MEN OF ACTION 

'TY'LE — like beauty and Hke gen- 
ius — is one of those mysterious 
qualities whicli can be imme- 
diately perceived, but which can- 
not be defined," says the Spec- 
tator. • "Pages of analysis and 
description will fail to coiivc}' the notion, 
which becomes obvious at once from a para- 
gra|ih by .Swift or Sir Thomas Browne. If we 
examine the paragraph, if we split it up into 
its component parts — the sense, the sound, the 
rhythm, the balance, the arrangement — we 
shall find that the informing spirit of the 
whole, the style itself, has somehow or other 
slipped through our fingers and disappeared, 
like the principle of life in the chemical analy- 
sis of protoplasm. 

No Recipe for Style 
"Thus there is no recipe for style; one has 
it or one has it not; and though, if one has it, 
there arc aids — such as study and practice — 
towards the perfecting of it, yet there can be 
no doubt that its essence is a gift inborn. 
Some writers — Walter Paler was one of them 
— seek through a lifetime, with all the labor- 
ious refinements of schol.'irship and taste, to 
achieve style, and in the end achieve only the 
imitation of it; while a Bunvaii, tinkering in 
the highways, flows at will with the very per- 
fection of langua,ge. Nor is the gift confined 
to those whose fame rests on their mastery of 
words. Nothing is more interesting than to 
watch the magic of style s|)ringing unexpect- 
edly from the utterances of great men of ac- 
tion, bringing an ahen sweetness into the hard 
world of fact, and wonderfully lending to ex- 
pressions of business or of duty the glamour 
of passion and romance. 

These Natural Stylists 
"The sentences of these natural stylists, 
thrown oil amid the hazards and labours of 
administration or of arms, possess often 
enough a distineti\'e qualit)^ of their own — a 
racv flavor of actual life which is rarely cau.q;ht 
save by the greatest or least !iter:iry man of 
letters. It Avonid ha\-e needed a Slird^es])eare 
or a Scott at the height of inspiration to coin 
such a phrase as Cromwell's memorable in- 
jtmction, 'Put )'our trust in Cod .and Iceep 
your powder dry 1' 'I'he mere writer who nnist, 
like a silkw&rm, spin out his ])recious material 
from inside him, can hardly hope to rival the 
man of genius whose imagination has been 
quickened and whose tongue has been loosened 
by what Burke calls the 'overmastering neces- 
sities' of events. Who does not feel, however 
hu,mble.his pretensions', that he might, after 
all, write splendid prose if he.Jiad just won a 
splendid victory? • i,' „; .. j ., . 

"Among the Elizabethans, vvith- whom style 
was, so to speak, in the air, great men of ac-' 
tion possessed the magic of . expression in 



overflowing measure. In those days functions 
were less specialized-than npWyjand.it is often 
difficult to deci4e '\'(diether a^^^^ was 
chiefly: eminent' a's^ a V/riter ,or aisoldier, as a 
discoverer or a "poet' What could be more 
•magnificent than Sir Walter Ralei.gh's prose? 
His invocation to Death at the close of his 
'Plistory of the World'Js too well known for 
quotation ; but some sentences from his. less 
familiar 'Letter to Henry, Prince of VVales' 
contain, in the same rich rainient, the same. no- 
bility of spirit: — 

" 'Your father is called the A^'iccregent of 
Pleavcn; while he is good he is the vice-regent 
of Heaven. Shall man have authority from 
the fountain of good to do evil? No, my 
prince; let mean and degenerate spirits, which 
want benevolence, suppose your powcr/im- 
paired by a disability of doing injuries. If want 
of power to do ill be an incapacity in a prince, 
with reverence be it spokoji, it is an incapacity 
he has in common with the Deity .... Pre- 
serve to your future sitl)jects the divine riglit 
of free agents; and to your own royal house 
the divine right of being their benefactors.^ Be- 
lieve me, there is no other right can flow ffbrn 
God.' 

Cromwell's Hammer Strokes 

"In slron,g contrast with tne si)lcndid and 
stately sentences of the Elizabethans stands 
the strange, incoherent, half-inspired style of 
Oliver Cromwell. I lis loose, vague, unformed 
periods, in which the meaning, so often dis- 
sipated and lost in a complexity of unfinished 
phrases, flashes out sometimes with amazing 
force, resemble clouds tharged with lightning; 
the reader is alternately illumined and con- 
fused. When the stupendous power of the 
man does burst out to the surface, who can 
follow the words without a tingling in the 
blood, who can fail to catch, with the car of 
the imagination, the echo of that high terrific 
voice ? — 

"I can say, in the simplicity of my soul, I 
love not, I love not — I declined it in my for- 
mer speech — I siiy, I love not to rake into 
sores, or to discover nakedness! That which 
I drive at is this : I say to you, I hoped to 
have had leave to have retired to a private life. 
I begged to be dismissed of my charge; V 
begged it again and again; and God be Judge 
between me and all me" if I iie in this mat- 
ter! That I lie not in matter of fact is, known 
to very many; but %yhether I tell a lie in my 
heart, as laboring to represent to you that 
which v/as not in my heart, I say, the Lord be 
Judge .... But I could not obtain what my 
soul longed for. And the plain truth is, I did 
afterwards apprehend that some did think, my 
judgment not suiting with theirs, that it could 
not well be.' ^'A' ■' 

"Such hammer strikes of speech could only'' 
have come, we feel, from a man who had gone 
scatheless throu.gh the depths, who had lookdd 
on tempests and was never shaken. 

"What would not the mere man of letters 
give to be able to write like that? The glow- 
ing the inimitable rhythm, the snperb and 
awful close — by what magic intuition have 
these things been brought into existence? by 
what mysterious and unconscious aft?" 




HOW AN EMPIRE GROWS 

^^HE new Statistical Abstract has just 
been published, which gives the 
latest complete statistics for the 
whole of the British Empire. The 
Evening News bases the following 
article on this Blue-book: 

■'How many fellow citizens have 
we in our Empire? At what rate do they in- 
crease? We can fairly estimate the population 
of the British Empire a' 405,000,000. It grows 
steadily at the rate of 40,000,000 every ten 
years. 

"Xot evenly in every country, of course. 
The birth-rate is hi.gher here, emigration de- 
pletes there; a new colony shows a sudden in- 
crease, an older country remains nearly station- 
ary. The population of the United Kingdom, 
given now as 44,000,000, has, despite steady 
outpouring in the colonies, especially Canada, 
shown a rapid increase during the last six or 
seven years. Three millions have been gained 
since 1901, and <jnly three millions was the 
average incrc^ase for periods of ten }ears before 
that. ' 

"But Western Australia leads the Avay ! And 
triumphanlly, too. No other ])orlion of the 
Empire has grown anything like so rapidly. 
From 29,000 in 1881 to 49,000 in 1891, to 184,- 
000 in 1901, to 261,000 at the present day. That 
is an advance which shows health and vitalit}' 
indeed. Victoria has gained less than 100,000 
in the last sixteen years. New Zealand has 
made a vigorous spurt in the last few years, 
and now, probably, just touches the million 
mark. 

"(I'anada is vi.gorous enough with its steady 
increase of over (wo, 000 since I'jot, its tot;il 
population now being ])r;:clically 6,ooo,oco. 
l\hodesi;i siieeds on at a rate of half a million 
per decade; Ceylon gives similar jirogress; 
Natal has now well passed the million mark. 
In the Mediterranean the story is still one of 
progress: Malta from 184,000 in 1901 to 206,- 
000 today, Cyprus from 2.37,000 to 250,000! Not 
rapid growth, cert.ainly, but old countries can- 
iKJt move as cjiiickly as new. Their increase is 
one of birth-rate, not inmiigration, and birth- 
rate is always handicapjicd to some extciit !)y 
the drain of the young and adventurous to 
other countries in searcli of wider spheres of 
activity. Gibraltar's vagrant and floating popu- 
lation is on the downward grade. . In igoi it 
was 20,060, now it is 13iit 18,624. 

"So far the note is of vi.gor! In the col- 
onics, that is, which arc being fed by the 
Mother Country, and where industry is devel- 
o])in,g. But what of those where immigration 
tells less? What of those where climate ceases 
to lye friend and becomes enemy? 




.N an address at the Royal Institution 
on "The Ether of Space," Sir Oliver 
Lodge said that in all cases where 
physical motion was involved there 
must be a connecting link of some 
kind, or transference could not 
occur,' A body really pn.ly moved when 
it was* pusheci from behind. It was com- 
mon to say that a horse pulled a cart, but, as 
a matter of fact, they made the horse put its 
head through a collar and push. Everything, 
indeed, was pushed from behind. The explan- 
ation of cohesion involved in some form 0% 
other a continuous medium connecting the 
separating particles of matter. Ether was the 
connecting link. So dense was ether that mat- 
ter by comparison was like gossamer or the 
Milky Way. He looked forward to the time 
when ether in motion would be recognized as 
the fundamental and unique thing in the sci- 
entific forces of the world. The matters of 
v> hich we knew seemed as nothing compared 
with ether, wllich was everywhere and existed 
throughout every limit of space. If anyone 
thought it probable that the ether with all this 
epergy had no psychical significance, all he 
would say was that he found himself unable to 
agree with him. 
Sir Norman Lockyer on Child Employment 
Sir Norman Lockyer, as chairman of the 
.Association of Technical Institutions, said that 
in technical institutions now there were three- 
quarters of a million children, who in former 
days would have been merely learning a trade. 
The present system was infinitely better than 
the old sj'Stem, because under the aegis of 
technical institutions the boys and girls were 
learning something more than learning a trade. 
The recent work of the Board of Education 
could onl}' be described by one word — magni- 
ficent. We had now a very good system of 
elementary education, but then came a break. 
There was a terrible wastage after the primary 
school. 

One of their difficulties at this moment was 
the disinclination of parents and of employers 
to get rid of child labor. Was it not possible 
to show that the real interests of employers 
lay in the fact that if children could be taught 
for a longer time they would be more useful 
in their employment? Was not that organiza- 
tion powerful enough to suggest that a com- 
mittee shoulti be formed representing .that as- 
sociatiOhj employers, and parents to see what 
could be done? It seemed to him that if such 
a committee were rightly constituted, and con- 
sidered the thing carefully, when all the facts 
were known there ought to be no very great 
difficulty. He supposed the half-time system 
would have to go, and he was glad to know 
that that was no ciuestion of party politics. 
The Personal Factor in Disease 

"Sij Dyee Duckworth's address to the Fac- 
ulty of'Medicine in Paris merits detailed notice 
for two reasons," says Reuter's correspondent, 
"first, because as the lecturer himself antici- 
pated in the course of his remarks, it may give 
rise to some lively criticism in this important 
centre of bacteriological research ; and, second- 
ly, because it may afford a solid, grain of com- 
fort to many sufferers by showing that the 
very ills under which they groan render them 
comparatively, if not entirely, immune from 
other more serious troubles. 

"It should be said at once that Sir Dyce 
carefully guarded himself against even the 
suggestion of deprecating the value of bac- 
teri(.)logical work, with wiiich he declared him- 
self to be in full sympath}', but the purpose of 
his pa[jer was to put in a plea for the older doc- 
trine of diathesis or the study of habits of body 
predisposing to certain diseases, which nowa- 
days is too often ne.glecled in favor of more 
new-fangled theories. That he considered a 
dangerous error. The lessons of the clinical 
laboratory should receive .greater attention, 
and more of such laboratories were needed. 
Doctors Should Study Man 

"The principal study of the medical profes- 
sion should be man, from his birth to his death, 
and all his habits and surroundings. In every 
disease they were face to face with the per- 
sonal factor, and a long. clinical experience had 
stren,gthened his confidence in the doctrine of 
diathesis. The modern investigator occupied 
himself too much with the seed and too little 
with the soil in which it was sown. Illustrat- 
ing this contention, the lecturer said that 
many ]icrsons were constitutionally jiredispos- 
ed to rheumatism and gout, but an important 
characteristic in such cases was the. antagon- 
ism of the tissues to the bacilli of tuberculosis. 
The more rheumatic or gouty a person was the 
less ])ronounced was his tendency to consump- 
tion. 

"Contrary to recent teaching in the medical 
si:hool of Lyons all his cx]")crience confirmed 
the antagonism oi these two conditions, an an- 
tagonism which, if not ab.solute, was at least 
very great. Tuberculosis in a rheumatic st^b- 
ject, and still more in a gouty subject, Avas ex- 
tremely rare, and when it declared itself it 
made very slow progress, was frequently ar- 
rested, and met witli vi.gorous resistance. The 
lecturer contended that what was transmitted 
in the various diathetic conditions Avas assur- 
edly the quality of tissue or soil, and not the 
infectious microbes. Here Ihcy had the per- 
sonal factor, which the_ doctor must always ' 
consider." ^ , ' 

Ptomaine Poisoning [ ^ 

"When people speak of Ptomaine poison- 
ing they are commonly making use of an ex- 
pression whicli conceals an ignrance, by no 
means confined to unscientific circles, of the 
chemical reaction wliich has in fact taken 
place," says the Morning Post. "A paper re- 
cently read by Dr. .William F.j3oos summar- 




ises rather effectively some of the known facets 
concerning the actual poisons which can,.tjc. 
distinguished \\dien so-called ptohiaine poisoji- 
ing takes place. Of these the most important, 
and in fact tlie only one whicl) Ijas.^een isolat- 
ed in the pure state is' "sepsin,",. dn'd twenty 
milligrammes of this would probably poispn 
anyone. The symptoms and effects of it _ are 
very similar to those of arsenic poisoning. By 
heating to about 60 degrees Centigrade for an 
hour "sepsin" is changed to "cadaverine" and 
rendered innocuous : from which, pfxe might 
jump to the conclusion that, since the poison- 
ing from bad meat is due to the presence of 
"sepsin," cooked meat ought never to be pois- 
onous. That is not quite the case, because in 
ordinary cooking processes the interior por- 
tions of the meat or fish may not reach a tem- 
perature sufficiently high to destroy the poison 
if present. 

"Cold storage is sometimes blamed, and- hot 
altogether without reason, for effects of pois- 
oning. Low temperatures will not destroy all 
bacteria, and will not even prevent their multi- 
plication wdiile the material in which they live 
is liquid. But if meat is stored at a tempera- 
ture low enough to produce a solidly frozen 
substratum it will keep indefinite!^, since 
there can be no bacterial growth or activity in 
ice. Fowls have been kept and found quite 
good after four years' storage at a temperature" 
10 degrees below freezing. Poisoning from 
"frozen meat" arises from quite a different 
cause. In markets it is often the practice to 
thaw the meat and poultry before selling it. 
Thus thawing is done by soaking in cold w?- 
ter,.and as fresh water is not used f-r each- 
fowl, or each joint, the Avater naturally be- 
comes foul and infection takes place. -More- 
over, it is by no means uncommon after meat 
or poultry has been thawed to return it, .with 
all its new-found germs, to the cold storage 
room. This re-refrigerated stock always shows 
marked deterioration. One point that emerg-

WHAT LONDONERS MISS ?. . 

MAJORITY of Londoners have never 
seen thfe^ sun rise^ .save oyer smo,ky . 
chimneys ; 'they hWe' t^^yeir been ab}a 
to watch the full rnoon'sbiling acros.s 
,the clear blue of a cloudless night ; 
never known a day filled with the 
joyous exhilaration of sunli,ght only 
dimmed by the mist of the vanishing dew. Still 
less do such town-dwellers ttnderstand of the 
lonely silence of the night in the open countr}', 
in which men may feel themselves back again 
amid the childhood of the race* True, the am- 
ber haze of day in London and the flicker of 
the gas lamps in the streets at night have a 
beauty of their own ; but it is dearly bought if 
the price must be, at least for the greater part, 
of our poorer men and women, and for almost 
all the children, so heavy a one as this. The 
civilization which shuts out from its gaze the 
vision of the stars may well grow blind to 
greater mysteries ; if men will not listen to the 
music of the spheres, how should they hear the 
angels' song?" So concludes a fascinating 
article in the Nation, entitled ''Nature's Sacra- 
ments." 

"The life of words is like i« some days to' 
the life of men ; the soul changes within them, 
though the form remains the same. Yet while 
language is still living, it may regain something 
of its old power beneath the poet's jiealing fin- 
gers, and now and again a master of words will 
recall to life for us some dying form of speech. 
Some writer of power is needed, surely, to win 
us back the older and wider use of thc.wOrd 
sacrament, as a spiritual symbol, the revela-' 
tion of the unseen through the visible, the tin- 
folding of the unknown through the knoWn. 
Far down into the Middle A,ges men used the- 
word in this wider sense, which had led the 
early fathers to employ it as a rendering of 
the mysteries of pagan Greece. Doubtless, too, 
with this wider use went tlui more frequent 
thought of sacraments as widespread through- 
out life. To the mystics the whole earth 
abounded in spiritual teaching; nature was full , 
of - sacraments' that brought a message of things" 
unseen. ' ' ' '.. 

, "Science speaks, to Us of the .insighificanco 
of man beside the illimitable greatness of the 
universe of which hei is ever striving to gain 
some knowledge, and trains us to revere the 
majesty of laws which we can only imperfect- 
ly a])prehend. Yet it is well known how sadly 
one great leader of modern science regretted . 
that in his old age he was no longer able to 
know the feeling of the beauty .an4.majesty,.of > 
the Alpine landscape whicii ;iik4. 'so. often helped , 
hini in the past, because, -a^^^^^ seemed to him, 
tlie'liabit bf 'scientific ariafysis had taken fr'om 
him that "simpler sense of the earlier years, the 
direct consciousness of a beauty he could not 
explain. So true it is that the child's C|yes and 
the childlike spirit only find the entrance into 
the kingdom of Heaven, which is" hid to the 
wise. One must not suppose, indeed, that the 
closing of this one door into the unseen means 
that others, too, are shut, or else the lot^of the 
city-dweller would be even worse thaii it is,. Dr.. 
Johnson, kindliest anjl best of townsmen,, 
though he said that to sec one green field was 
to see all .green fields, was yet keenly sensitive 
to many of the lesser sacraments of man's so- 
cial life; and those who read his i)rayers and 
meditations know that the invisible realities 
were to him no subject of intellectual belief, 
but the ittmosphcrc of his inmost thougttt. 
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TS Sliaiigliai correspondent writes to 
, the LondQn Times as follows: 
' • It is to education, during the pres- 
ent generation and the next, tliat' we 
must look for the creation and pres- 
ervation of the new China, for the 
gradual, peaceful accomplishment of those 
ciiangcs towards wliich the East is tindonbtcdly 
moving. That China is awakening and the old 
order passing away is certain; whether, in pass- 
ingi it leaves the awakened nation to convul- 
sibiis and partition, or to the dignity of a sov- 
ereign state, its immemorial traditions and 
statecraft cm-ichcd by wise adaptations from 
Western knowledge, nuist depend upon the na- 
ture of the education supplied and on the effect 
— by no means a foregone conclusion — whicii 
it produces upon the mass of the people. 'J"he 
subject is too vast and its details too numerous 
to allow even the closest observer either to 
dogmatize or to prophesy; for others, whose 
oliservation is limited to a corner of the em- 
pire, it were unwise at this stage to draw any 
definite conclusions. But general iin]M-cssions 
are unconsciously formed, from the views of 
missionaries engaged in educational work, 
from the attitude aufl utterances of the rajjidly 
increasing "Wostcrn-leaniing" sLudenls, and 
from the native press ; and, looketl at in this 
light, ii is impcjssible to ignore the mighty 
forces at work, the eager interest shown by 
the iicople in the new schools, the immediate 
effect upon native thought, influencing every 
grade of society. It is certain that, lielorc long, 
these forces must come into conllict with tlie 
policy and privileges of the classical literati and 
conservatism, and it is therefore a matter of 
.no small moment to humanity to ascertain 
whether the moving priiiciples of the new sys- 
tem' arc likely to be .constructive or destruc- 
tive in their effect, whether the wine of the 
new. learning rapidly absorbed by Young China 
will act as stimulant or intoxicant; whether, in 
fact, the patriotism and patience of the Chinese 
will enable them to follow the example of Ja- 
])an. It is a wide question, vital to the cause 
of humanity. To pass within the life of a gen- 
eration from the Trimctrical Classic to John 
Stuart Mill, from the days of the Crusaders to 
the 20th century, is a feat of mental and socio- 
logical gymnastics not devoid of danger ; the 
people which takts so grea{ a leap risks failure, 
and failure means anarchy and chaos. If one 
were to judge of the prospects in China only 
by the views of students, as expressed in their 
writings and political speeches, it would be safe 
to predict for the nation grave crises of un- 
reason and unrest. But here, as elsewhere, the 
noise of the student class is out of proportion 
to its importance ; beneath its froth and foam 
lies the soul of a people, steeped in the philoso- 
phical traditions of Confucianism, of serious- 
ness and common sense', and these may save it 
from the perils of change. 

It is a significant fact that Chinese who ac- 
(|uire "W'estcrn learning" at home are. as :. 
class, belter men and better citizens than those 
who have received their education abroad. The 
fact is luideniable and suggests unpleasant re- 
flections as to the moral value of our social 
and ethical system, as compared with the Con- 
fucian formulae of national life. Released from 
the discipline and restraints of these formulae, 
fed straightway/upon the strong meat of ad- 
vanced European thought, they assiinihile. as 
a rule, but little beyond discontent with the 
siinj)le characteristics of their own civilization, 
expressed in ^■aguc• appreciation of personal 
liberty and the rights of num. They quote 
Ihu'kc, Rousseau, and all the a])osLles of lib- 
erty, ecpiality. and fraternity, but they are lam- 
entably deficient (especially those educated in 
Japan) in all the c|ualitics which make for the 
attainment of lliose ideals. And it would seem 
that in learning and professing tjie tieniocratic 
principles of the West the Celestial mind ac- 
quires an accentuated sense of superiority, that 
its instinctive racial jirejudices are increased 
rather than diminished b)- residence abroad ; l<:)r 
it is a matter of connncin observation Lhal 
v.hcrevcr pid:)lic o|)inion in China assumes the 
form of imreasonablc hostility to the foreigner, 
the movement is usually inspired and led by 
men who have received their education abroad. 
There are, of course, many and noteworthy ex- 
ceptions, and it may be added that Chauvin- 
i sticrundis to common sense in the^- ICast, 
:>. \ elsewhere, under tlie sobering hand of time; 
but: the young Chinese student of tu(la_\, fresh 
from Tokio, is generally an unsymiiathelic 
member of society and an unfortunate result of 
education misapplied. Even the Chinese g^ov- 
crnment has recently begun to realize this fact. 

It has frequently been said by competent 
observers that in China the government docs 
not govern, but oidy endorses the decisions of 
public opitiion, and in sonic slight degree 
guides it. The prcseiU educational movement 
affords a striking coniirmatioii of this truth. 
The demand for I'cform came from the pe(j|)le, 
and with sucli unmistakable force that fekin, 
accepting the inevitable with the OiieiUal 
statesman's passivity, signed the death warrant 
of the classical tradition in hkm; it has been 
growing steadily since the day when the intelli- 
gence of the nation realized the true cause of 
their coimlry's ignominious defeat at the hanrls 
of Japan in i>S9.j. Neither ])oiicy nor pressure 
of the central government could have perma- 
nently prevented the peo])le from *eflerting 
their will; it therefore became the l)usiness of 
its statesmen to direct' the' movement, as far 
as possible, into safe channels. To this end 
were compiled Cliang Ghih Tttng's voluminous 
regulations' for government schools throughout 
the Empire; to this end also docs the govern- 
ment encourage and support a system of state- 



education which is the most hopeful feature 
of China today. In igog the board of .educa- 
tion was organized, witir^'coiitrol over all 
schools ill the empire, and' its iirst step was to 
select' and authorize for general use a certain 
number of text books '.'to ensure uniformity of 
administration and a correct basis of action." 
"Because of the pressing needs of thci times" 
the first list of text books was provisional. 
Realizing the urgency and importance of the 
education i^-oblem, the Chinese government is 
dealing with it in a practical^ manner, which 
contrasts forcibly with the treatment accorded 
to fiscal and other ' "papdr" reforms, wherein 
iniblic opinion is either passive or divided. 

The people arc in earnest and the govern- 
ment is wisely encouraging and guiding the 
movcmeiU ; it remains to be seen ♦.vhat class of 
man, and what type of citizen, will emerge 
from the new system. It remains also to be 
seen how far the government's aim at uniform- 
ity in the system itself will be attained when 
confronted by the passive resisters of local op- 
tion, and the idiosyncrasies of various pro- 
moters and teachers. Of these things it is as 
vet too soon {o judge. L!ut of the vast mass of 
the new educational and general literature that 
is ilooding the couiUry one may speak with 
certainty, and from its (|uality and (luanlity one 
may judge of the strength and tendencies of 
the movement. 

A large proportion of the educational works 
published for the use of schools are produced 
by a nativd "Commercial Press," a well-man- 
aged and progressive company with agencies 
all over the empire; its great fnianeial success 
has led to the establishment of many other 
printing companies under Chinese manage- 
ment. The books turned out by these native 
presses are generally excellent, marking a 
great advance on the ])rinling and make-up 
formerly in vogue, and the prices at which these 
text books are sold bring them within the 
reach of the working class, varying from 2 i-^d. 
for "Elementary lithics," to 4 i-3d. for "^Mrst 
Readers," and is. yd. and upwards for hand- 
books on scientific subjects. The Chinese Re- 
corder, referring (in 1904) to the amazing ac- 
tivity of these publishing houses, stated that it 
was equalled by the a\ idity with which the new 
intellectual pabulum was being assimilated . by 
the masses of the people. In addition to the 
business of the native presses, an immense 
quantity of books come from Japan, but these, 
as a rule-, are written in a .style of Chinese which 
does not compare favorably with the work of 
native writers and translators. Finally, there 
arc the educational associations, the Dit'fusian 
Society, and other missionary fagencies with a 
long list of itanslations of standard works 
which command a wide range of readers. In 
1904 there were over 1,100 non-Christian edu- 
cational works for sale in Shanghai, classified 
as follows? \ 

On education, 60 volumes; historN"", 90; 
geography, 40; political economy and the art 
of government, iio; mathematics and mechan- 
ics, 130; ])hilosophy, 40; philology, 50; hy- 
giene. 70; nnlitary science, 120; literature, 100; 
novels, 30, etc. 

^lany of these works are vvofull\j. inaccur- 
ate and crude; nevertheless, the cfifcct of all 
this mass of writing on subjects hitherto gen- 
erally undreanu of in Chinese philosophy can- 
not fail to be far-reaching. The Rev. Mr. Dar- 
roch, an observer in close touch and svmi>athv 
with the movement. re|)orts ( njoC)) that 'of one 
of the Ccjmmercial I'ress' text books 333.00(5 
had been printed; of another 158,000 co|iies 
were sold in 18 months. 

One of the most inleresting features of the 
movement is the growing demand for transla- 
tions of novels and light literature. In 1904 
there were 21 books of this class; in 1905 the 
nundjer was 78; at present it is 220. Examin- 
ation of the list of these works and of the data 
available as to their sales throws valuable light 
on the taste and limitations of Chinese readers; 
incidentally, it suggests the idea that i)raclical 
])hilanthropy could hardly find belter sco|)f ;ind 
reward than in the selection and careful iran>- 
lation of a first-rate library of standard novels 
and classics for Chinese readers. For the pres- 
ent, the selection made by Chinese translators 
is curiously erratic, and its results not a little 
])alhctic ; and the translations, IrecpieiUlv made 
l)v men with limited k"iiowledgc of \Vc>tern 
llioughl and idiom, places in the hand of the 
ix'ader stories whicli can hardl)- leave on his 
mind the impression which their authors would 
have wished to convey. In catering ior the 
Chinese people it must be borne in mind that 
our romantic and sentimental treatment of the 
relations of the sexes is a thing so foreign to 
Oriental ethics that the hero of the ordinary 
European novel appears to the Chinese mind as 
a person of jierverted moral sense and doubtful 
sanity. I'or this reason one ai)])reciates llie 
fact that I ransl;ii ions of Dnmas and Dick'cns 
impress the Chinese reader less than tlie,\j 
amaze him, and that detective stearics ,uid tales 
of aflvenlure command a more synfpathetic 
audience. To the Celestial mind the love af- 
fairs of David Copperfield can only detract 
from the human interest of that hero; a Chi- 
nese novelist would have solved his difficulties, 
and avoided nnich muiecessary jiathos, by mak- 
ing him wed and marry Dora and Agnes sinml- 
taneously. Nevertheless Dickens commands a 
stead}- s;de. 

The most po|)ular of all European w-orks of 
ficii(»n now on tlu' market, is "La Dame aux 
Camelias"— the fad is in itself instructive. 
Others . 'that sell frcelv are "Treasure Island," 
"R6Bins6n Crusoe," Irving's ' "Sltetch. Book," 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin," '^iVailhdc," ."Dawn,", 
"The Talisman," "Les ]\'Iiserablcs>" "Manon

Lcscaut," the "Arabian Nights," and l'Sherlock 
Holmes." " > - ■ ■ 

Besides these, there is a large sale of sen- 
sational detective stories published in Japan, 
and pemiy shockers of an unedifying descrip- 
tion. The better class of Chinese look upon 
the introduction of tins kind of literature as a 
danger vt'hich'- deserye"s attention, rightly con- 
sidering that it must exei'cise a pernicious ef- 
fect upon the thoughts and lives of the people 
It is' evident that at this critical 23eriod of trans- 
ition no better work could be done than to 
check the increasing tendency towards debasing 
literature and to provide good books in its 
place. The provision of 100 good books suita- 
ble for Chinese readers would be of the greatest 
help to the cause of icivilizatiqji the list should 
connnence with translations of ^he best Greek 
and Roman classics and end with standard 
English tales of traivel ^nd exploration.

DISCOVERY OF QUEEN'S JEWELS 

PROF. Sayce writes in the London, 
Times as follows : 

Mr. Theodore M. Davis's exca- 
vations in the Valley of the Tombs 
of the Kings at Thelies have again 
been rewarded by the discovery of 
royal treasure. In a. chamijer cut out of the 
rock at the bottom, of a shaft some 30 feet 
deep he and his asiistanl, y\v. Ayrton, have 
discovered the jewelry of (Jueen Ta-nserl. the 
grar.ddaughter of Rameses ii. and the last 
sovereign of the nineteenth l',gy])tian dynasty. 
The clnunber was filled with clay washed into 
it before the entrance to the shaft had been 
closed, and concealed by the fallen debris of 
the cliff above, and in the conrse of centuries 
the clay had become almost as hard as stone. 
The work of extracting the jewels that were 
embedded in it has cunsecpiently been lo'-g 
and arduous, more especially as they were 
strewn in different directions. The tomb, it 
would seem, was originally that of some pri- 
vate individual, and the jewels must have been 
removed from the Queen's own tomb and 
throu'u into it for some unknown reason. 
Probably they were at the time in a wooden 
l)ox. -which has now perished. 

The inscriptions on some of the jewelry 
make it clear^ that Ta-usert was niarried to 
Scti II., the grandson of Rameses II.; some of 
the oI)jects, in fact, belonged to that I'haroah. 
Two large golden ep&ulets, for example, bear 
the King's name, and are formed of poppy- 
heads hanging from a plate which itself hangs 
from a golden bar, or rather screw. At the 
two ends of this latter are a rosette and a 
blossom of globular shape, which are scrc\ved 
on to the bar. Then again, there is a pair of 
silver bracelets on which is a representation 
of Seti on his throne Avith a fly-wdiisk in his 
hand, while the Queen stands in- front of him. 
They appear to be jdedging one another in 
wine-cups, and behind each is a bouquet of 
flowers. A great nund)er of gold rosettes has 
also been discovered inscribecl wdth the names 
of both King and Queen. They were ])robably 
attached to a dress, since a stud of gold witli 
a hook has been passed through the centre of 
each. The cartouches of Scti are further found 
on six plaques of gold which formed part of a 
pectoral, and there is a large gold ring with 
the vulture-goddess inlaid in precious stones 
and surmounted by the symbol of the sun- 
god, which also has ii])on it the name of vSeti, 
and must therefore ha\-e been the signet of 
that monarch. Another ring, which is an ex- 
quisite product of art. consi'-is of open gold- 
work forming the name and titles of J\ameses 
11, We must thus see in' it an heirloom of the 
"Pharaoh of the Oppression." 

.\11 the other jewels belonged to Ta-nsert, 
-Among them are some hundreds of open-work 
balls and pendant poppy-heads, which were 
slrniig altern;ilely 011 a series of threads mj as 
to form .a |)ertoi-al. winch, as e\ei-ythi!ig is of 
solid gi,»l(l, nnisi ha\'e been of considerable 
weigiit. There are no less liian seven finger- 
rings of various sizes aiid all of gold. Three 
of them arc set with scarabs containing the 
Queen's name: two of them consist of donble 
rings supporting the Royal cartouche.--, while 
one very beautiful one is formed of four 
strands of gold wii-e, the chaton consisjiug of 
an inlay <if eight ii|-eeinn.'- stones. .Along with 
the rings wvw sever;il gold' bi;u-clct s. two of 
such small ^ize that they mu.1l iia\e 'oeen in- 
tended for the Queen when a child; round the 
edges of two others riuis a line of minytc 
bead- work-. liesides the Queen's own ear- 
rin.gs, i"our-so-c;illed "mummy ear-rings" 
hiirc been discovered on ■ of these is of sih'er, 
and anotliei-, which is of .gold, is inl;ud with 
the cartouche of the (jueen. Among other 
grdd ornanuMUs are saci-ed eyes, small figures 
of Seti, .\i)is, and the hippopotamus-goddess, 
flies, flowers, lions, and |)oppy-heads, wdiich 
nujst once have been attached to' a chain, as 
well as two or three similar objects of silver. 
The gfdd circlet of the Oucen's crown has also 
been discij'\'ered, ;nid a um'que obiect is a ])air 
of silver gloves for the liands of the uninuuy. 
Several cornelian auudets ha\-e. nuiroxer, been 
brought to light, together with some ex(|uisite 
little lotus-flowers in blue fayeuce which ,fit 
into miniature vases of electron. 

.At a little distance from the tomb the cx- 
e;n-;itors ha\e laid bare the foundations of 
some \vi n-|;men's hiUs, most of which had a 
pot let into die f'oor, lor the safe-kee|)ing, it 
may be, of the ntrniey of I lie da}-. Rubbish pits 
ill the iieigld.iorhood of the Iiuls lia\e }iel(iei'; 
a number of inleresting relics, including a, bou- 
tpiet of ])apyrus blossoms .stitched in order to 
keep the. petals in place, and a clay seal at-, 
tached to a red string, which it is difficult to 
lielieve was not made, yesterday. Many in- 
scribed i)ieces of limestone have also been 
found on which the overseers of the workmen 
kc|)t their accounts. They are likely to give us 
;ui insight into ,-m undertaker's wages in the 
age of the l'',xodus, as well as into the prices 
of the materials he used and the food that he 
ate. . ■ . ,

A Critical l!.'.\anilnati()ii ot Socialism. By VV. H. Mal-

TJER IC is a thirst for knowledge and- 
clear ideas as to Socialism, a desire 
to get something more satisfying 
than the comi)etilive exaggerations, 
the barren polemics, of combatants 
who do not care to understand each 
other and think only of giving each 
other hard blows, says the l,oiidon Times. 
There is a large supply of books and pamphlets 
iriteiided to meet this tieinand. The literature 
of Socialism, long ago \'ery co])ious, is grow- 
ing at a rapid rate liere and on the Continent. 
It may seem to be presumption, or to indicate 
ignorance of large parts of that literature, to 
say that few bt)oks arc to be found likely to 
satisfy those w-ho would know the essence of 
Socialism, its real aims, the im])ulses Ijehind it, 
and the outlook-, ^"et this remark is, on the 
whole, \\-ell-founded. There are authors with- 
out end who give glimpses of the sul)ject, who 
have studied some a.spccts of it, Avho criticise 
with care and acuteness particular systems. It 
is not easy to think of any work which dis- 
cusses the subject fairb- and dispassionately, 
which traces the movement to its origin, and 
wh.ich shows at once the perils attending it 
and the secret of its fascination for certain 
minds. We say so not forgetting that there 
are admirable \vorj<s such as Professor Flint's, 
Mr. John Rae's, M. f^ireto's acute and instruc- 
tive criticism of modern Socialist systems, M. 
Denis' 'Tlistoire des Systems Economiques et 
Socialistes," Mr. Alallock's brilliant critical ex- 
amination, just published, Mr. Arnold-For- 
ster's useful volume, also just published, and 
to name works of a very different character, 
Mr. Hobson's volumes, br. Steins' "Die So- 
ciale Frage," Sonibart and Karl Menger'e.l 
books, and the interesting volume by 'M. Alfred 
de Tarde on the idea of "a just jjrice.'' Any 
one who with the requisite kn'.)wledge and in 
a judicial spirit gave a faithful description of 
the various classes of contemporary Socialists, 
their creed and jnirposes, would "be doing a 
public service. One no mean advantage of such 
a survey would be to put things in their true 
proportion ; to show that some supposed dis- 
coveries are very old ;/ and that the economic 
order of the world has sustained and, survived 
shocks from forces much like those which itbyv 
menace it^ " 

.At present the controversy between Social- 
ism and Individualism is not conducted on 
equal terms. He who attacks the present 
economic order has before him something pal- 
pable ; he can fasten uiion and make the most 
of its imperfections, and hold it answerable for 
every existing evil. The assailant or critic of 
Socialism has no corresponding advantage. He 
demonstrates the untenableness or absurdity of 
some system. He proves that it has failed 
wherever it has been tried. He is told that his 
refutation counts for nothing; "that is not our 
.Socialism ; we agree with }-om- criticisms, which 
do not touch our scheme." When, turning to 
other schemes, he . exi-xises their weakness, 
again comes the rejoinder, "Is is not ours ; we 
admit your criticisms, only they do not happen 
to aflfect our plan." The conti^oversy is one be- 
tween those who defend an existing state of 
things and those who as a rule have all the ad- 
vantage of niaintaining invisible positions. Not 
merely the "parlor Socialist;-," the devotees of 
a formless sentiment, at whom Mr. Mallock 
gibes, but man.-, indeed most, of those who 
jirofess t(.i he scientific Socialists, draw no small 
part of their strength from the fact that thev 
do not say, except vaguely and illusively, what 
they mean to substitute for that which they 
would destroy. Their system', like bachelors' 
children, has 110 faults, because it never exist- 
ed. It is in\'isil)le and therefore unassailable; at 
all events, wli.-it is palpable and open to attack 
can alw;i\s be declared to be non-essential. 
The co!ltrover^y would be more profitable 
I if an attempt w ere made to classil\- the various 
forms of coiitemporar\- .Socialism. We agi-ee 
AVith i^'lr. Arnold-l-~oi-stcr that there is need of 
clear thinking and discrimination between the 
forces mustered under the banner of Socialism. 
One group, large, noisy, and not unimportant 
in their own estimation, but reall\- a little light- 
headed, have a xague notion that "there is 
something in .Socialism nhcv all," that .Mr. I'er- 
nard Shaw and ■!\lr. \\\-IN will ihem 
thr'ough all dillkiilties. that niillionaires are 
loo i)leiitiful am! are fair game, ami iliat it is 
good to be kind if it costs iiotliiug, .\ second 
group, also large and including very many Lib- 
erals and st|Ueezable Conservatives, consists of 
those who think that the burden of fa.xation 
should be transferred to the shoulders of the 
middle .class and wealthv; and that all future 
wants of the poor should be borne by the i)ay- 
ers of income t;ix and the reciuienis of inherited 
pro])ei-t\-. I'robahl}- thev do not claim total 
iiiimuuil}' from taxation lor all with incomes of 
.^os. a week; llieir position is not \'ery different. 
They may contemplate a ,gradual .alteration of 
the distribution of wealtji by these means. They 
rarely, it must in fairness be owned, cpmmit 
themselves to any precise opinion as to' this;. , 
Probablv three-fourths of Kiiglish SoiiialistV 
(as to French and German the jiroportion is 
very different) belong to what may be called 
the o[)portunist or h;md-lo-month .Socialises — 
a re])rodncl ion of a class common in every an- 
cient ( ireelc republic. .-Vk-iu to this class are 
Vv'hal may be teniie<l the emergency vSocialist; 
thev deprecate attempts to subvert the social 
order, and are,no, helieyer§vii'lJthc practicability 
cjf any forni orSbciali^m??'But-;thcy think that 



for certain submerged classes or their children, 
measures, indefensible :mcl mischievous if jicr- 
mancnt, may be tcmpoi-arily justifiable. They, 
wouI& give free -dinners' to childrcii and act as 
. generous parents to th6m, in the "hope that thc^ 
next generation, well-fed and fairly started in. 
life, would be able to earn their own dinners — • 
at all events, wpidd not be a repetition of their 
wretched, ineffectual parents. The emergency 
Socialist is an optimist; he belieyes that out of 
plentiful gratuitous cxpcnditui;'e' ' will one ■ dayj 
arise austere independence. 

Then there are the various branches of 
Christian Socialists, of whWm Mr. Mallock has' 
such pleasant things to say as these : "Having 
probably emptied their churches by talking 
nonsense that has not even the merit of Ijcing, 
traditional"; practisers of "a species of ecclesi- 
astical electioneering" ; promoters of a "con- 
version de luxe, which is to be the privilege of 
the few only" ; a |)lausible descri])tion of sonic 
schools of Christian Socialism, but not an apt 
account of Mr, Campbell, who in his work just 
published may quote Leviticus and the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, but in the end takes up a 
position not unlike that of the advocates of 
iiatioiializalioii of property, or, "socializing the 
natural resources," Such advocates form an- 
other large category, ^fliey would take awa}-; 
— some admitting a right to comi)ensation, 
some not — what arc airily called the whole 
means of production. One subsection of this 
class is less aggressive. The municipalities, 
should go into business generally; they should 
drive private concerns out of the field; the 
rates arc to be used as means of tapping an 
inexhaustible amount cjf capital, and so en- 
abling the municipality to go on trading 
whether it is losing n-ioney or not. Full advan- 
tage should be taken of the fact that, -while a 
private concern -which loses money must stop 
or go into bankruptcy, an unsuccessful trading 
municipality can go on indefinitely if it does 
not mind making its ratepayers bankrupt. 
Akin to the Christian Socialist is a class of 
what may be called Ethical Socialists, who 
would insist tipon the duties of wealth and its 
responsibilities. They state much that is ex- 
cellent; their weakness is in convincing- pne. 
that their duties should be put into- acts of 
parliament, in excessive "inflammation of the 
social sympathies," to quote Mr. Mallock, and 
in a belief in skin-deep remedies. 

AYc come to the so-called scientific Social- 
ists — the spurious and the real scientific So- 
cialists. Wc put among the former those who 
rely upon some analogies, remote and unce,r- 
tain, deri-ved from biologists ; analogies which 
real biologists suqh as Huxley and Ziegler do 
not accept. To the latter class belong those - 
who base their creed upon some economic 
princi])le. A few years ago they were, -with 
scarcely an exception, followers .of Marx. They 
believed with him that wealth was produced 
by labor only; that an iron law of wages was 
in operation, with the result that the capitalist 
acquired more and more of the total produce, 
the workman less, and that wages must fall. 
The mor6' intelligent Socialists have Ipng ago.V 
abandoned the Marx theory of value, wllicli 
indeed is as good as given up in the posthuin- 
ous volume of "Das Kapital." Facts have tm-' 
l)ressivel}' refuted Alarx's conclusions; wages 
liave everywhere, speaking broadl}', risen. The 
ihorotighgoing \larxist is now rare; he will in 
a few years be extinct; at any moment wc may 
hear that tiie. last Marxist has bqen interred. 
But, as Mr. 'Mallock shows in his lucid volume, 
it is coinmon to repudiate Marx's theory that 
labor alone creates wealth, and yet, before less 
iiuelligcnt audiences, Marxism in its crudest 
I'orm is stated as if it were true. In the mod- 
ern literature ol Socialism a whole world of 
fallacies revolves round the word "labor"; the 
chief argjiment for the wholesale appropriation 
of the means of production, which is the pro- 
gramme of a large class, goes if the various 
meanings allotted to labor are examined. If 
it is extended so as to include the skill and 
forethought of a V'anderbiU, the exercise of the 
inventine genuis of Watt, Bessemer, or Edi- 
son, the organizing skill of the captains of iii- 
dustr}", it is little better than a truism. 'The 
tactics of e)iie class of Socialists is to use the 
word with this comprehensive significatirni 
when they are engaged in theoretical discus- 
sion, and in another and much narrower sense, 
equivalent to physical or manual labor, Avlicn 
they address popular audiences and there is a 
demand for action. No writers have investi- 
gated this part of the subject more luniinousl}'', 
ihan the late Air. G. Tarde and Mr. Alallock,' 
who ha\'e shown the ])art Avhicli invention 
plays in the production of wealth; the fact that 
capital is, in a sense, "accumulated invention 
and that the creation of v/ealth is, in the main, 
due to the same facult}' (with differences in 
degrees) as that possessed b}"- Kelvin, Edison, 
or Alarconi. There is another class (-if so- 
called scientific vSocialists who. seeing the 
weakness of the Alar.xian doctrine in llieorv 
and facts, throw it over, and rest their case 
on the tendency for Avealth to accumulate in 
eiun-niouSpmasses, and to the creation 'bf ;mo- 
uoiioliCs' riot the le.ss powerful because Iwithbuf 
legal sanction. When we ask what would 
they substitute for the "tru.st" or the "pool": 
or the "ring" or the combination, they gen- 
erally answer that they would create a mono- 
poly even more powerful than Mr, Rochefel- 
Icr's; they would hand us all over for meat 
and drink, for raiment and housing, for the , 
wants of, the body and the rnind, to the state- 
that is, in the long run, to an army of clerks. 
.0

Lord I'ortsmoiith, says the Lojidon Times. 

'JMic loyal toasts having been honored, the 
Master' proposed "The Imperial Forces." 

General Sir J. French, in reply, remarked 

that it was cnslomary on such occasions as 
ilii:)sc for soUHlm-.s sometimes to express their 
views (Til military policy genera!!)', so long us 
sucii stati.Mucnts \sere limited l)y the \v!iole- 
' sonie and .salutary laws of military discipline 
.'lUijier which they serve. H(j was, however, 
.linablc that night to follow this precedent. 
Some time ago. as a soldier in uniform, he was 
talking to soldiers in uniform and practically 
on ])arade. in endeavoring to encourage and 
urge lliem to fulfil tlicir duty to tlicir Sover- 
eign and coun'try, he expressed an opinion 
that a voluntarily enlisted soldier, who was 
induced by his sense of patriotism and his 
Jove for his country to i"ally to the colors, was 
worth considerably more than one who was 
pressed into the service against his will. What 
was liis astonishment a few days afterwards 
to read in a pronn'nent place in large print in 
the cohurms of Tlie 'I'imes a letter from an 
c.\-Ministcr, who held high office under the 
late Government, grossly misrepresenting the 
jneaniiig of his words, and gravely informing 
the public that, in the opinion' of a general 
bfficer holding a high position in his Majesty's 
service. 300,000 untrained volmitcers would be 
a niatcli for 600,000 trained German troops! 
The riglit !ion. gentleman, wlien in office, was 
01; several occasions !iis guest at Government 
House, Aldershot, and was fully aware of his 
views and ideas on military subjects. It was 
difficult to understand how any one could 
have drawn such inferences from the words he 
iictually used, lie did not, and could not, pre- 
tend to Ijc versed in the subtleties of parlia- 
mentary del^atc ; and since it appeared that an 
ex-secretary of state for war claimed t!ie riglit 
of using his great powers in such matters to 
intervene in the intercourse of_soldicrs on 
purely military- subjects, and in doing so to 
cntir'ely'pci-vert and misrepresent to the coun- 
tr\- t!ie ideas and opinions of those who were 
entrusted t!ie Sovereign with the training 
nf his Majesty's troop.s; he must decline for' 
tiic future to enter upon any discussion, how- 
ever simple, if it was to l)e made public. On 
behalf of the Imperial I'orces lie tlianked them 
for the kind way in which they had received 
the toast. (Clieers.) 

Tlie Master afterw'ards proposed '"The 
Army Council," and expressed a sincere hope 
iiiat tlie great sclieme wiiicli iiacf been work- 
ed out by Mr. l ialdanc — assisted, lie supposed, 
by the distinguislied meml)ers of tlie Army 
Council — might prove an entire success. 

Mr. Haldane, who was warmly received, 
bbserved that the the beginning of his public 
life he was "an optimist by profession" — it 
was ahva} s a good thing to be so — and, on the 
whole, he ditl not feel that that occasion was 
one oil Avliicli tlicre was any less reason than 
tlicre liad ever I)cen for !iis Ijcing an optimist. 
Tlie Army scheme had iicen received in tlio 
must genenius way l)y tlic ])ublic, and lie did 
not remember any occasion on \\ !iicli a more 
generous response had been made by tlie na- 
tion without distinction of party to the appeal 
wliicli had been made to it. (Hear, hear.) 
The counties liad sluiw n tliat the old spirit was 
tlirrc ;!S (if ^ore. Tlie countr)- gentlemen — 
men III e\cry sliade (jf pulitical opinion — had 
come forward as one to bear tlicir part in the 
discharge of a national dut\'. There were 
those who grudged the time and the money 
which was spent on armaments. One might 
hope for better days in this matter, but they 
could only come when the nations were at 
one. (Hear, hear.) At the present time the 
sk}' was wonderfidly clear, but war was a 
iliiiig which came suddenly. Organization for 
war C(iul(l ncwM- be iuiprcudscd, and therefore 
it \\as necessary in times of peace to make 
jjreparations for their <lefeiices. (Cheers.) The 
Army Council, for whom he spoke, had indeed 
a difficult ta.sk. They were charged with the 
work of a great reorg;inization. He was 
grateful to them and to his civilian colleague 
l^^ord Portsmouth— wdio piloted the measure 
through the, to him. unknown chamber of the 
I fouse of l^ords — and to his friend Mr. Bu- 
chanan, wjiu had provided them with the 
money. There might be differences of opinion 
about the present parliament, but a house of 
commons which passed an army scheme 
through in 12 days was a pretty effective 
house of commons, and if it succeeded they 
^vould owe a great deal to that House. He 
doubted whelher the public yet realized the 
far-reaching magnitude of the changes which 
were taking place. The regular :iriTiy had got 
a new organization which enabled a smaller 
number of men to be organized into a .much 
larger expeditionary force than the nation had 
<^ver possessed. The}' had laid the foundations, 
and the parts of llie building were being put 
iiito place week b)' week by his council. That 
had been possible because "this wonderful 
j-'arlianient" had done what no other Parlia- 
ment had ever atleni])ted. The difficulties 
\Viiich attended the Army Council in working 
out 'such grfeat (jjhanges wete imperfectly ap- 
preciated,' and thfe're Avere people who thought 
tliat all these changes were as unnecessary as 
they were new. They did not realize that tiic 
i British Army existed not for Great Britain 
but for' the i'mpirc. xHea.i^ hcan) Our army 



u'as fashioned for oversea .service. Because 
we had the greatest Empire of any nation we 
had, in lihe natural course of- things', the great- 
est oversea Army in the w-orld. Germany 
could not send half the men oversea that our 
small army was fashionetl to send ; h" ranee 
could not; no country could — even Jafian could 
not. Our ariny was fa.shioned for long periods 
of service with the colors in distant parts of 
the earth, and our men who came home to the 
reserve were trained as the soldiers of no 
other nation had the chance of being trained. 
.-\nd our army was. only a small part <if the 
machinery of the defence of the empire, lie 
believed that he was ex|,)re>siiig the opinion 
of his colleagues when iie said that the \'ery 
essence of our army organization was based 
on our sea power and our command of the 
.Sea. (Hear, hear.) Once we diminished our 
command of the .sea, the whole basis on which 
our army organization rested was gone, i.le- 
causc we commanded tlie sea wc could aftord 
to do with voluntary ser\-ice — a service which 
fitted us best as an imperial Power, \s-ho.se 
soldiers must be trained to go for long per- 
iods to distant parts of the eartii. W'e rested 
on voluntary service because the power of the 
navy enabled us to depend on it. It afforded 
him great satisfaction to know that in the last 
two years the army and the navy had been 
coming into closer and closer rtdatimis. The 
j)ublic did not know how often they met, and 
how much their problem lia.d become a com- 
mon pr(.ibleni. That was the work of the De- 
fence Committee. One parliament rushed in- 
to excess in its desire to improve the fighting 
service, and another seemed to show signs of 
running in the contrary direction with at least 
sufficient rapidity: but llu' prnhlem f)f the 
l^nulent man was to look at things not fnnn 
any single point of view — not, above all, in the 
way of balancing two opinions, luit to look at 
things steadily and as a whole. Let us not he 
driven into, jingoism, or from the necessity 
of providing in a time of. peace for a time of 
war because the sky was clear and because we 
had made alliances wdiicli. valuable as they 
were, might be torn up at short notice. For 
himself, and speaking on behalf of his col- 
leagues of the .\rniy Council, all they asked 
was to be left to do their work, trusted 
as long as they ought to be trusted by the 
public, and to bring about — if that were given 
to them — the ac.complish.mcnt of . the very 
great task thev liad in hand at-^he present tinie. 
(Cheers.) . ' '

NELSON'S ORDER FOR BATTLE OF 

TRAFALGAR 

J()SI':P1I STOWh'.R. ihc well- 
known aucti('neer, has sold by 
order of the executors, the con- 
tents of the residence of the late 
Miss Georgina Helen ^Vhitesidc. 
of 14 Tliurloe-place. S.W., and 
among them is a document of liigii historic in- 
terest — a single foolsca]) sheet comprising 
"Nelson's order of sailing t'or the battle oi Tra- 
falgar, says the London Times. It was dis- 
covered in a loclscd drawer (of w hich' the key 
h;ul been lost) of a bureau, and with it was a 
medal, dated 184S, with a single clasp for Tra- 
falgar, awarded to Henry Rich, midshipman, 
and afterwards captain. The medal and the 
Order were left b\' Cai)tain Ricli or a descend- 
ant to the father of ihe late owner, and the 
natural assumption is thai. a-, the order \v;is 
the one sent to Capl;iiu Dnrlnini. of ihc De- 
fiance, it was in this ^hip ilial Rich ser\-e<l as 
midshipman. The bod_\- of the ducument is 
in the autograph of a secretary, is datetl 
"From on board the Victory off Cadiz, 2<), 
Sei)t., 1805." and is signed in Nelson's .aulo- 
grajili, ".Xelson and Bronte." 'I'hc document 
is evidenllv a coniitcrp.-irl of one scut to all the 
ships under Nelson's coiniiiand, ;ind it would 
be interesting to know iiiiw many copies of it 
have snr\ived. The Uicli \\ liili'siiU; e\aui])le 
has suffered sonrewhai from usage, is slightly 
torn in one or two j)laces. an(>.sornc of the 
names, particularly those in pencH, arc almost 
illegible, but its historic interest is none the 
less great. 

P.v the courteous permi.ssion of Mr. Stovver, 
we are enabled to reprint the whole of liie 
document.

THE EXPENDITURE ON ARMAMENTS 

MR1'',T1NG of members of peace so- 
cieties and others who advocate a re- 
duction in .expenditure upon the na- 
\al and niilitar}- services was held 
al Caxton hall. Westminster. Lord 
Courtney of Penwitli ])resided. Lord 
.Avebury was ]ire\eiiled by influenza from at- 
tending, and wrote expressing his regret, s;iys 
the London Times. 

Lord Courtney saiii tiiey could not but be 
painfully touched with someX sense of weari- 
ness of repetition of*,]^yha^' had been said beftore 
on the subject and gitid- in vain. '^IMierc wii? 
some consolation in the -fact that they hajl 
friends and supporte'rs all over the world, who, 
together, constituted a noble army of witnes.ses 
for their cause. P.ut here was matter for dis- 
couragement. 1 lerc, in luigland, the}- had a 
])eacc-k)ving Ministry, a Prime Minister who 
gave them ground f 01; believing, with the 
most unquestionable sincerity on his part, that 
this nation would be found foremost among 
the peoples of Lurojie in establishing a league 
of ])eace. 'N'el this .Ministry had put before 
parliament estimates for ex|)eiiditure upon the 
army and the inivy amounting together to 
S(.iinelhin.g lilce , 'J Oo, 000,000. That was done 
at a time of profouiul peace, when wc had 
made special treaties of amity with many na- 
tions, and professed to have no cause of quar- 
rel with reference to any one of them. It was 
often asked how they could trust men to keep 
the peace who were every year making i)re- 
parations I'or war. That, (jf coin'se, might ])e 
said of ourselves. It was possible that the 
preparations we made iiiiglu sustain argu- 
ments in other lands inucli like those that were 
used here, and that out of our war budgets 
sprang the war budgets of other countries. In 
Germany there were the same profe.-->ions of 
attachment to peace, with the ple.i that in- 
creasing commerce meant increasing peril, and 
incrc;i>ing peril meant ilicreasing means of 
defence. Thus it seemed that the growth of 
commerce, which nneiii. 1.. be llu- means u\ 
ijringing jjcace .among nations, involved pre- 
parations for war. Russia, overwhelmed with 
domestic difficulties, was bent upon re-estab- 
lishing her iia\-y. .Vrithcr were there encour- 
at^ing signs .aero.-- ilu' ,\t!ainic. The survcv 
dill not afford them complete sal islacl ion. \v[ 
ihere were I w o things l(j be extracted fr<nn' it. 
The first \\as ih.ai the j.'rcsiMil polic\- of the 
nations was ;i imlicy nuolving difficulties up- 
on those nations; and, the second thai, turn 
wherever they might, they would find sincere 
professions on the part of every go\ernment 
that what they aimed at and dcsiicd w,is ])eace. 
Why was it that, professing peace .as Uiev did, 
they were all preparing for war? The secret 
was that just as we had no faitn or too little 
faith ill the i)rofes.sions of others, so others 
bad no faith or too little faith in our profes- 
sions. The lirst thing necessar)' to produce 
any real ch.nigc in the actions of governments 
was to beget among nations a feeling of confi- 
dence in one aiioiher. a real belief that they 
did dc.siia- ]K';ice. llf did not a.>;k for disarma- 
ment, but he did ask that we might not be 
constantly pressing on the advances of others; 
that we might be ready to run some risk, if 
risk there was. in not increasing mir arma- 
ments, and read3' to say to other |)eople, "If.

E have received a copy of the fol- 
lowing memorandum, which the 
Lialkan Committee ha\'e sub- 
mitted to the Govcrnnici|ts of the 
Great Powers, says thei London 
Times : 

The Murzsteg programnie of reforms for 
Macedonia, first promulgated in Ocliobcr, 1903, 
has now been in existence for four years. The 
British government, before tlic production of 
that scheme by llie (}<)vernmciits of Austria 
and Russia, proposetl a much more drastic 
and far-reaching scheme, which was not, how- 
ever, .adopted. P.ritish ])ublic o])inion, which 
was al the time jirofoundly i.lissatisficd with 
the meagre nature of the Murzsteg prograiniue, 
has for four years watched its ojieration, and 
the various attempts which the Powers have 
made to develop it. Every movement has been 
closely followed and reported in this country, 
and there has been no lack of constant infor- 
mation as to the actual state of the interior of 
the countr}'. The situation has finally assum- 
ed such iiroportions of horror, and the Great 
Powers Iia\e p>roduccd, by the character of 
their inter\'entioii, so much bloodshed, anarchy, 
and outrage of every description, that, on be- 
half of the many thousands in Great Britain 
and Ireland wdio feel strong indignation at the 
present condition of affairs, the Balkan Com- 
mittee desire to state briefly wdiat. in its 
ojiinioii, have been the character and the re- 
sults of the intervention of the Great Powers 
during the last four years.; what is. the pre- 
sdnt situation which has been produced by this 
intervention ; and to make a final appeal to 
the Foreign Ministers of these Great Powers 
to alter their practical attitude towards the 
question, so as to intervene either effectively 
or not at all, in order that the ymay at least 
110 longer be responsible for seriously aggra- 
\ating the situation. . ... .. ;.• 

The effect of the reform scheme on Alacc- 
donia itself has licen disastrous in the ex- 
ti'enie.- Clause 3 of the )ilurzsteg jirogranime, 
however well-intentioned it may have been, 
and beneficial hafl it been carried into effect, 
has proved neither more nor less than a direct 
incentive to political murders on a vast scale. ' 
Although aware of the strength of race feel- 
ing and hatreds in the Balkan Peninsula, and 
of the methods of national jiropa.ganda open 
to the races under Turkish rule in LCurope, the 
Powers definitely held out, hut, have i^ot real- 
ized, the pfp,spcct of ail approaching "modifi- 
cation of tftrritorial boundaries of the>adrain- 
istrative tmits, yvith a View to the'm'bre i:egu- 
lar grouping of the different nationalities." 
The result has been to reduce the country to 
;i welter of blood more horrible than that oi 
i()o.^. Since the introduction of the reform 
scheme, in a country of about a million and a 
Iialf inhabitants over 10,000 people have been 
murdered; and the monthly murder lists show 
no sign of diminution. "Very many of. these 
have been women and children, « and the at- 
tendant circumstances have been of the most 
ai)|)alling description. Outrages of every 
kind have been still more numerous, and the 
destruction of houses, jiroperty and cattle has 
been and c<^nti lines to be enormous. 

Xationalist forces from outside Macedonia 
terrorize villages in order to effect political 
conversions, wdiile the Turkish troops raid in- 
discriminateh", in general avoid contact with 
.iniKHl bands, and find the defenceless villages 
an cas}- p,i-ey. There is a vast stream of emi- 
gration to .America, encouraged in every pos- 
silile w;iy, so that in Central Alacedonia in 
mail}- \-illages there are hardly any able-bodied 
males left.djut only wmuieii and children. 

The officers of the Great Powers are quite 
powerless to mitigate these evils produced b}- 
the Alnrtzsteg scheme. The Powers refuse to 
secure for them any right to interfere with 
the troops so that they can neither suppress 
• bands nor improve the conduct of the soldiers. 
Without any adequate sujiport they have' 
;ichieved great success in the work they have 
lieen allowed to do — the improvement of the 
(.kMidannerie. The result is that the Turkish 
ant lii.irit ies now depri\-c the reformed Gen- 
darmerie in many instances of the normal 
function of preventing crime, and entrust this] 
to the soldiers and the police. But it should 
be realized that, while the European officers 
have nothing whatever to do with soldiers or 
l)C)lice, even in tiie case of the Gendarmerie 
they canmn. ,gi\'e a single word of command or 
issue any order. In the cases of outrages the}' 
c:in di.j uotliin.g except photo,gra]ih the cor]:)ses 
and nuake a rcjiort for the information of their 
Cjoveiainients. 

The public opinion of Western Europe has 
long ago come to some conclusions. Just as 
it is impossible to suppose that the Turltish 
Governinent desires reform, or the suppression 
of the bands and the abolition of the Christian 
feud on wdiicli it has thrived so long, so it is 
impossible to believe that the Powers hither- 
to siieciallv' responsible for reform schemes in 
.M.acedonia have sincerely desired a pacifica- 
tion of the country or the establishment of 
law and order, vl'he. diplpmacjjr. b£ Austria, 
Russia and Germany has biie'n cbtiisistehtly di- 
rected to putting obstacles in 'the path of real 
reform, to the raising of side issues, and to 
the securing of unimpaired sovereignty for the 
Sultan. Nor can it well be helii that these 
Powers are not largely responsible for the pre- 
sent condition of the country. To gi\ e the 
most recent instance ofythe methods employ- 
ed, the chief efforts pf Austrian diplomacy 
during igo6 and 1907 were directed 't;o secur-i 
ing for the Porte, against the opposition of the 
British (''■overmnent, an increase of Cu.stoms 
duties. When the British Government pressed 
for an acceleration of thp, pace in regard to 



Macedonian reform. -it was consistently met 
with the reply that Austria would advance as 
soon as the surtax w.as agreed to by Great 
Britain. Un this understanding Great .Britain 
agreed, but .Austria has since made no advance. 
E.ven the long-promised judicial scheme, orig- 
inally to baye .b^cn ready iuy -January^; ifindi^'' 
stated by Sir E. Grey in J nly , last 'to Isc^m'eri 
almost read3% is only now being submitted to 
the Porte. 

The effect upon British public opin»Dn has 
undoubted!}- been to harden and intensify it 
in its (leterniination to support the means 1)cst 
calciil.iled to bring the present system, tp- an , 
end. it '"s universally recognized that but for 
the opposition of certain Po.wers . the concert 
could secure for the Financial Commission and 
the Gendarmerie officers a real executive con- 
trol. If the iuiropean officers took over the 
coniniand of the troo|)s, and w'crc responsible 
to tlie I'.nropean Conmiission only, they cotild 
speedily suppress the bands and restore sccur-' 
it\ for life and property, which are the imme- 
diate practical necessities. 

Unless some action of this kind is taken it 
is inipossiljle to entertain any'hope that the 
anarchic degenor:ition of the country Avill be 
clieck-cfl : and this de.generalioii, under a nom- 
inal scheme of iMimpean reform, can hardly 
end except in \-ioleiit catastrophe, and in the 
great discredit in South-Eastern Europe to the 
Powers primarily responsible. Until the.prin- 
ci])le of control, for which the British Govern- ' 
nipnt has consistently pressed, is admitted, 
])ublic opinion will not be reconciled to the 
Auslro-Russian methods of reform; and 
should these methods ultimately provoke a 
crisis, as the}* seem calculated to do, it will 
certainly require the Government so to. act 
that under no circumstances shall the issue of 
such a crisis be an}!- .reinforcement of .the pre- 
sent regime or the renewal of ' a matidate;td 
those wdio ha.ye so conspicuously failed hither- 
to, aUhough, by due efforts, a far greater mea- 
sure of success might have been attained.

A RAIL'WAY PIONEER • ■ « 

jllERLv is a gentleman at the Wind- 
sor who commands at the present 
time no less than ten thousand men, 
who arc working, not in the cause 
of., war, b,ut for tlje extensipn'.qf. Can-. : 
ada's" railway system, says the Mbn- 
treal Gazette in a recent issue. All have heard 
a great deal of the famous McArthur section 
of the Grand 'J'runk Pacific and of the alleged 
delays which have taken place on that part of 
the Transcontinental between the city of Win- 
nipeg and Lake Superior Junction, a distance,, 
of 250 miles. Mr. J. D. McArthur, the cjDn- 
tractor in question, gives aii interesting di;s- 
cription of what he calls the niost' important 
and most difficult piece of railway building. . 
ever uiulertaken in the Dominion. 

At first the labor situation was the most 
difficult obstacle they had to surmount, and 
.Mr, .McArthur declared yesterday that he had 
llirown away a good jiart of his profits in se- 
curing men to carry on this contract, the im- 
portance of which he fully understands, ^s it 
is the G.T.P.'s connecting link between- the 
Great 'Lakes and the granary of the "WeSt.'AU .. 
winter long he has had seven thousand men / 
at work, and he says that 60 per cent of the 
whole has been completed, and that the grad- 
ing will l)c abfuit finished by the end of the 
jirescnt } ear. .\ good part is rock cutting, al- 
though fift}' miles of prairie work east of AVin- 
nipeg has already been accomplished, and 
some sixty miles of rails haye been laid down. 

The greater number of this laborious army ■ 
are Scandinavians, while there at^c als6 a good 
many Italians and quite a lot of Galicians, all 
of whom, ]Mr. McArthur says, arc good rail- 
way "workers. The Galicians do not like the 
roclc work as well as the prairie sections, but 
they .get along very well. The contractor 
stated th;it his men had not lost a single day 
all winter, and in fact he had never, in all his 
long experience in railway work seen such a 
favorable season fo'r 'outdoor work. At first 
this contract was held to cost about .$13,000,- 
000; but when they .got to work there were 
so many changes iiiade in the location that the 
contract, wdien completed, wdll represent an 
outlav of not much less than ,$16,000,000. Mr. 
]\lcArtliur says, however, that there will be no 
rebuilding of the Grand Trunk Pacific, as it 
is now being constru.cted.^fo^ ^years ;!to come. 
There arc, he adds, a'gdod 'many ihea^ 
on the contract, and all of these are'ij?i6ihg;bmlt 
of steel and concrete, nothiitg being^'spa.rl^(i to 
make the road a superior one in every par- 
ticular. 

Ill fact. Air. IMcArthur states that the con- 
struction of such -.great works as the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the Canadian Pacific and the ••' 
Canadian Nprthei-n/ and;the expenditturejj^- 
which is be7i% mad^'on"^ these roads, will' ' 
prove the saving clause to the Dominion's 
prosperity; while the coitntry to the south of 
us is suffering all .sorts of commercial and 
financial panics. Eveiy cent's worth of the 
supplies are purchased in Canada, and all is 
going into the pockets of the Canadian people. 
It is a W'ondcrful jiight, he adds, to see the 
immense supplies i-t.^1f^^i^^||S^Jl4y- .along the 
route, - enough •for--tBib%iffiire''^S'Jnifncir's opera- ; 
tioii. .It. is quite likely, IMr. McArthur stated,^.,, 
that a contract will be given out on a section 
to the eastward of Lake Superior Junction by 
the time the grading is done on his section, so 
that a part of his army of workers can be

ThafEnd of a London Municipal Ow- 
nership Experiment 

It Is to be hoped that the vote at 
, last Tuesday's meeting of the London 
Co.unty Council marks the definite 
ooncliislon of an unfortunate flnanclal 
.-■.dvonture, says Engineering. In gen- 
oral, advocates of municipal trading 
have been content to claim that mu- 
nicipal manairemcnt was not much 
less elflclent than that of ordinary pri- 
vate undertakers; but in tlie case of 
tile Tliaines steamboat venture tliey 
jijjpearod to have been under tlie de- 
lusion that it was possible for a muni- 
cipality to worlc profitably a venture 
which for many years past had prov- 
ed unreuiunerative even wiion direct- 
ed by experts (Icvntlng' their best ennr- 
bIcs to tlie work of management. Tlio 
blissful dream was of short duration. 
The lirst foretaste of the troubles, 
Which liavo! now led to the dellnito 
abandonment of the steamboat ser- 
vice, wa.s experienced when the capi- 
tal cost of the undertaking turned 
out to be some 10 per cent, more than 
th e £ 207,000 originally anticipated. 
The first year'.s working showed a de- 
ficit, of £ 50,095, and it was then tliat 
the anticipations a.-! to the prolits to 
lie reaped from the service begun to 
be Teplaced by the contention that the 
object of the municipal trader should 
not be the reduction of rates by pro- 
lits from industrial undortaklugs, but 
the provision of cheap .services, the 
actual cost of which it was proposed 

• to obscure as much as possible by 
mixing up together tlie accounts oC 
llie steamboats and tramways, so that 
the plain-man, inexperienced in muni- 
cipal methods of bookkeeping, should 
not readily appreciate tlie magnitude 
of the losses. This theory that no 
municipal undertaking sliould be ex- 
pected to pay received a further de- 
velopment at last Monday's meeting, 
when some councillors proposed that 
tlie steamboat service should bo con- 
tinued at a losfi as a sort of popular 
amusement, much eloquence being ex- 
pended on the thousands who, on a 
Une holiday, enjoy a trip on the river. 
Some sober-minded atatesmen !iro al- 
ready warning us as to the probable 

' 111 effects of a policy of iirovlding pa- 
nettl et circcnses, yet few, we imagine, 
were prepared to tind that an Impor- 
tant party in municipal politics has 
alrtady got to the stage at wlilch it Is 
prepared to spend .e 40,000 per annum 
on a modern equivalent to a Roman 
circu.'. It is ciulte possible, neverthe- 
less, that by raising fares a remunera- 
tive holiday traffic might be secured; 
and in this lies the best hope of find- 
ing a les.see or purchaser for some of 
the boats. The iniprovomonts which 
have been effectett in the moans of 
transport by rail and road on both 
sides of the river liave been steadily 
depleting the ranks of those travelling 
on the river for business purposes, 
and bv no practicable improvement of 
the service will it be possible t6 re- 
call these to the steamboats, whether 
they are run by a public authority or 
by private undertakers. The report of 
the Highways Committee shows that 
the net deficit on ,the three years' 
working Is .£137,083. The total capi- 
tal expenditure on the undertaking 

■ has been £301,080, of which but 
£23,524 haa^^ been repaid at the end of 
the last linancial year. The outstand- 
ing capital expenditure is therefore 
£277,536, but the committee note that 
no allowance has been made for de- 
preciation. The estimated annual de- 
fielencv of maintaining the service is 
£42,075, of which the debt cliargcs 
amount to just under .C'Jl.Oon. These 
(•orrospond, in effect, to a debenture 
eiiarge. By laying the boats up, 
awaitin- a |nii-r!i;iser, as is now de- 
cided the doliciencv will be at oneo 
reduced to .C 34, 330, a fact which some 
appear to Interpret as meaning that 
the total loss in maintaining the ser- 
vice would bo only a little over £7,- 
OOd, or one-sixth of Us 'actual value.

Hon. J. J. Hill on tlie Future 

I It may have some significance for 
our older readers, -says tlie Montreal 
Gazette, to be reminded that less than 
h quarter century separate the inaug- 
uration of the work of the United 
States and Mexico Boundary Commis- 
■ sion from the appointment of Dr. (5. 
M. Dawson as geologist and liotanl.-it 
to the North American Boundary eoni- 
mission. liartlctt's Narrative, pub- 
lished In 1854. was as mucli a i"!vela- 
tlon to Americans east of the Missis- 
sippi as were the records u( Speke 
or Burton or TJalier, not long after- 
wards, of their explorations in Africa 
to English readers. When one talf-s 
up either of Bartloll's bulky volumes 
and reads of the ai-id i)liiins and de- 
serts of North America as correspond- 
ing with the camel -/.one of the old 
world and in connection llierewitli the 
(•omparallve merits of the i?aetriiin 
and Aralilau <-amel. we realize liow 
Hwoeping lias licen tlie change since 
then. When Dr. D;iwson began his 
work under Major Cameron, the start- 
ling book.s -..ir ("!i|)tain (Sir) William 
Butler had not yet lost their fascina- 
tion.

travagant foil short of western Can- 
ada's true deserts. Then men began 
to covet what tliey had formerly de- 
spised and comiianles, communities, 
groups and families vied with each 
other in acquiring land In the west 
and northwest. Wliat had happened 
in the United States was evidently 
going to happen in Canada. The land 
that had once been deemed Inexhaus- 
tible would, in the course of time, be 
obtainable no more — every acre being 
occupied — and the newcomers would 
seek farms In vain. So long us In the 
Northwest new horizons were ever un- 
rolling. In limitless wealtli, as the new 
comers- advanced, economy seemed out 
of place. So long as the prairie yield- 
ed, as from the very lap of plenty, all 
the kindly f'rult.^ of the earth, there 
was no thought of a day when tlie soil 
should lack its iife-glving bounties. 
And yet warning voices have been 
heard, "1'he reckless distribution of 
the land," cries one of them, speaking 
of the great Republic, has "absorbed 
much of the national heritage," Again 
the soil itself, he complains, iuis been 
deprived of its life-sustaining ele- 
ments. The agricultural methods inir- 
sued have Ijeen most wasteful. Yet, 
while the acreage of tlio land has di- 
minished till there is practically no 
more left for tlio genuine farmer to 
purchase and mucli of what is to bo 
had is virtually worthless, the number 
of persons needing it has increased 
alarmingl y. 

And who, it may bo asijed. Is this 
alarmist? Certainly one whose ad- 
monitions no Canadian is jnstilied in 
disregarding. The weightiest words of 
counsel and reproof that for a long 
time have been addressed to the dwel- 
lers on either side of the border-line 
were contained In Mr. James J. HlU'a 
speech at the Minnesota State Fair 
which Is reproduced In the National 
Review for February. Mr. Hill is a 
native cj^ Ontario, whose youth was 
spent In farming, but who has long 
been associated with the railway in- 
terests ,of Canada and the United 
tales. He is at present president of 
the Great Northern Railway, C S. A. 
Mr. Hill computes that in lOr.O the 
population of the United States wdll 
be upwards of ^JOO.flOO.OOO. Do the ac- 
tual conditions of the country give 
sure promise that such a population 
will be able to win a livelihood? Mr. 
Iliil has grave doubts on the subject. 
Some may urge that in the past the 
United States had no difhculty in sup 
])lylng the moans of subsistence to a, 
grov.'ing iiopulation. He admits that 
such was the case, but ho points out 
that in those times there was a vast 
area of unoccupied land. That asset 
of the national Inheritance exists no 
longer. At the present rate of occupa- 
tion every acre of public land in the 
United States will have disappeared 
in fifteen years. After that Where are 
the children of the years to como to 
lind standing room? Mr. I-Illl is too 
practical a man to ask such questions 
idly. He denies that ho has drawn 
upon his fancy for any detail of the 
picture of exhausted mineral wealth, 
a vanishing public domain and a |>op- 
ulation to be more than doubled in 
forty vears. The problem that be pre- 
s<Mits is one for thoughtful and pa- 
triotic men to solve. How far does 
this problem concern us In Canada? 
The question is one that we cannot 
wisely Ignore

.Votwlthstanding the remarkable In- 
ereaoi; in the use of cement and other 
ti reproof materials, tlie last reports of 
the luiildlng operaliiuis In forty-nino 
of the leading cities of the United 
States show that ,'>;i per cent, were of 
wooden construction. 

Kven If the remaining forty-one per 
cent, of the buildings were built of 
brick, stone and eonen-te, vast ciuan- 
titics of wood are con.-;iiined. both In 
th(> eonstnictlon and In the linish, 
though in the l.-itter fiu-in nielai is tak- 
ing the iilace of wood to a very large 
extent. The ;itnoiiiit of lumlier .given 
aliove does not take into consideration 
this item at .all. 

While this percentage is representa- 
tive of till- buiUling IniUistry in tlio 
United States, deal<Ts jicdnt out thai it 
doe.-; not inelude the large (|uantitlos 
of lumber iisnl for the roiistiuetlon of 
dwellings, stores, and other buildings 
in the tliou.-;aiids of small cities and 
towns scattered ovi-r the i-oiiiitr.\'. and 
not iiududeil in the fort\--nine eitii.-s on 
wlilcli a, i-eelioniiu,' wa.-i made.

An Extraordinary Affair. 

Miss Lesi;e Gully, the ten-year-old 
daughter of tho Hon. .Tames and Mrs. 
Gully, and granddaughter of Viscount 
Selby, ex-Speaker of the House of 
Commons, has been carried off from 
the custody of her mother under ex- 
traordinary circumstances, says an 
English exchange. 

Tho Hon. .lames Gully, who Is Vis- 
count Selby's eldest son, has been liv- 
ing apart from his wife. Their little 
daughter Leslie was made ji ward in 
chancery, tire order of the court plac- 
ing her under the charge of her mo- 
ther, but allowing her father to aee her 
occasionally at Lord .Selby's residence, 
3 Buckingham gate, )3.W. On Satur- 
day, shortly after his daughter had 
been brought by her nurse to visit 
him, Mr. Gully was seen to place his 
daughter in a taxicab which was wait- 
ing outside, and drive rapidly away. 

Since then, with the exception of a 
telegram purpoting to come from the 
hall porter of the Langham Hotel and 
bearing the wOrds "Leslie is all right." 
wliicli Mrs. Gully received on Sjiturday 
night shortly after 'J o'clock, no inlt- 
ling has been received of the llttlu 
girl's whereabouts. This telegram, 
however, could not bo traced as hav- 
ing been sent from the Langham Hotel, 
but at the Hon. James Gully's resi- 
dence, 40a Connaught street, it wa.-- 
learned that he had departed on Sat- 
urday morning with a quantity of lu.g- 
gage, and that he had left instructions 
for tho house to be lot, giving as hhi 
reason that he was going to Paris. 

The extraordinary affair was carried 
a stage furthi'r on Mondoy morning, 
when Mr. Justice 'Warrington, in 
chambers, made an order, at the in- 
stance of Mr. Charles Rus.sell — who Is i ;j„d iii 
Mrs. Gully's solicitor calling upon tho f(,.^^. 
Hon. .Tames Gully to return the little 
girl to her mother's care; and at the 
.same time the Judge made a second 
order committing Mr. Gully to prison 
for contempt of court. 

Un. Gully Is grief- stricken at what 
has occurred, and Is anxiously await- 
ing the result of the Inquiries wlilch 
are being made. She describes her 
little daughter's appearance ii; 
words:

N,j.nseii points out, that ever since the 
eighth century the Norseman has lieen 
in (fuost of the same goal — the North- 
west Passage. From the time the Vik- 
ings had visited Iceland and Gunbloiii 
had discovered Greenland (about A.D. 
981), whither his countrymen bad 
pressed forward and formed settle- 
ments, on to A.D. 1000, when tln' 
Norsemen proceeded on a voyage of 
discovery, visiting various parts of 
Nortli America, including Newfound- 
land and Labrador, their trend had 
been in a Nortliwesterly direetliui 
through Davis Strait intb Baffin -Bay., 
and again still further norlli until all 
trace was lost of them. Yet these only 
were the pioneers, and not till over one 
thousand years afterwards, in this new 
twoiitietli centui-,\', had the feat been 
regularly accomidlshed, though this 
still had been by a Norseman !— -Alfred 
Sniythc, in llie Nineteenth Century.

The tem- 
ple keeper ran out into tho market, cry- 
ing tli.it foreign devil students had 
kiiled tlu^ snakes, and calling together 
th-- people, they chased the students 
out of the market. A'as now for the 
famous temple! its snakes an^ killed, 
its idols desecrated and those who did 
It are still living, and the subject is 
regarded as a hugu Jolio by tlie students 
bore.

Clintock failed, a SeaMdinavaii named 
Amundsen, in a tiny sealing craft 
named the "Gjoa," with a little crew 
of hI^ men all told, has in the twen- 
tieth century unostenliously suei-eoded.

OLr new destroyers of 7!(0 tons dis- 
placement steam :i4 knots- for 11. ,'!('. tons 
of oil fuel per hour, and continue thus 
on official trial for six hours, wliilo 
ten years ago, says Engineering, the 
boats of limited radius of action, bo- 
cimse of only [iijo tons displacement, re- 
quired S tons per hour for ;iO knots, and 
even then could only keep this up for 
three or four hours.

•has had to be treliled. and yet the fuel 
weight is only increased by about 40 
per cent. A jiajier read by j\lr, ID. C. 
niven. at the I.,lverpiol lOnglneerlng 
Society, Indicates that corresponding 
progress Is being made with submers- 
ible boats. Ho deals wjth tho vessels 
built for bU Powers. In the British 
boats, wliloh have increased In displace- 
ment from 120 to 500 tons, the surface 
speed has boon increased to the extent 
of about 7,"i per cent. — from S',-. to 15 
knots — while tho submerged speed bus 
increased 30 per cent., from 7 to !) 
knots. It will be realized that grciU 
dlfCfcultled are associated with.jiBoreasfi 
of speed, especially submerged." The 
power then used is electric, and tho cur- 
rent must be stored In batteries. Thus 
while the oil engines used for propul- 
sion, according to Mr. Given, weigh 
about fifi lbs. per brake horse power, tlio 
weight of the eleotrlo mechanism Is 235 
lbs. ijer horse power.

It might ho 
urped tli.at higher rates should consc- 
iiucntly be cliarKed, Imt the aim must 
bo to utilise to the fullest extent the 
accommodation available, and this sug- 
gests tho nxing of a rearionablo rate re- 
lative to those charged by other steam- 
ships. That the public do not always 
favor till' high speed ship is shown by 
the average niiinl>er of pas.i.eiifjcrs per 
ship of the- principal lines. It is shown 
that th(! ■\Vblti- Star company top tho 
li.st. so far as first-class passcuigers aiv. 
eoncerned. with -.in average of about 
;!1D per ship sailing from .Southampton 
in till' later part of thu year, and of ICS 
per slilp from tho Mersey in the early 
)).art of the year: and it sliould bo re- 
membered that none of their ships can 
now bo clas.sed In tho first rank as re- 
gards speed. Tho second place, n.s 
sliown In Engineering, is t.aken by tho 
Cunard companuy, which Is consistent 
with the high reputation of the line.

Detective Pliotograpliy 

Some years ago the Argentine au- 
thorities had reason to suspect that 
smugglers In Buenos Ayres were re- 
ceiving gems through the malls. Tho 
police and post office officials were at 
first In some difficulty as to how to 
proceed against the suspects. Under 
the Argentine regulations mail matter 
In transit could not bo legally opened, 
80 ft was decided to enlist the aid of 
the X ray. By this means some sev- 
enty registered letters and parcels wore 
examined, disclosing the fact that they 
contained many thousands of dollars 
worth of precious stones. 

Another Instance of the use of the 
X ray In the detection of crime was 
that of a diamond thief In Calcutta, in 
which no evidenco against tho arrested 
person could be obtained. An official 
familiar with the wiles of tho native 
erlininnls suggested that an X ray 
photograph bo taken of the man's throat 
This tost revealed the stolen diamond. 
Hv a trick which the Hindu thief learns 
after years of severe practice, tho fel- 
low bud "side swallowed" the stone. 

Frequently the taking of a photo- 
graph has accidentally load to the de- 
tection of crime. A curious instance 
of this occurred In Philadelphia a year 
or so ago. An amateur taking long 
dlstancr views from one of the upper 
wimlows of a tall office building on 
Broad street, caught the picture of a 
passing express wagon with a man be- 
hind in the act of 'lifting' a package 
from llii> load. The thief got away 
with Ills boot.y unnoticed by the driver 
or anyone in the street; but the plioto- 
gr:iph,< when sufficiently enlarged. Iden- 
tified and convicted him. 

One of the passengers on board an 
En^ilisli liner riinnlns' to Ulo de J.anelro 
toolc a larK:e view of the harbor of the 
Brazilian city, which view included si 
nnmher of vessels, among others a 
small yacht. Two men, Linares and 
Grayson, had gone out in the yacht 
th.at morning. Only Grayson returned 
alive. According to his st.atement bis 
comi)anion had fallen from the mast 
and lieen killed; but, as the stor.v was 
not believed, he was tried and sentenc- 
ed as a murderer. The trial had been 
fully reported iti the papers and among 
the interested readers was tho passen- 
ger wlio had taken the marine view spo- 
ken of. It oeeurred to him to h.-ivo 
bis liletiire greatly enlarged, in order 
to discover Iho cliar.aeter of a small 
dark spot on the sail of tho yacht. This, 
it was clearly to be seen was the figure 
of !i. falling man. The amateur report- 
ed his discovery, .and as soon as it bad 
beon ofElclally vcrilled Grayson was re- 
leased.

Republican Leader Wants Internation* 
al . Coinage for Canada, U,8.-iahd 
-Mexico.. . ■. 

Mr. John Appleton^ Stewart, the pre- 
sident of the League, of Republican 
Clubs of the State of New Yorlt, and 
a close personal and political friend 
of the President, expreses him.sclf as 
strongly favoring an international cur- 
rency for the every day use of the Do- 
minion of Canada, the United States 
of America ;ind the Mexican Republic, 
says tho Montreal Gazette. Although 
he does not come accredited by Presi- 
dent Rosevclt, Mr. Stewart will talK 
tho matter over with tho Finance Jlin- 
Isler of Canada during a coming visit 
to Ottwa. At tlie Windsor yesterday 
be pleaded guilty to being sx third 
termor, loccause lie believed Theodore 
Roosevelt to bo tho one man in the 
United States ttble to complete the .so- 
lution of the many liniiortant problems 
whicli the President has already un- 
dertaken and which require his hon- 
esty, his Integrity, his fearlessness and 
high public spirit to carry to a suc- 
cessful Issue. Mr. Stewart deoltirea 
that the President Is perfectly sincere 
when he says that he, does not want a 
third term, but he says Mr. Roosevelt 
win be simply drafted Into the White 
House next fall by the people of the 
United States and he will liavc to 
serve. While It was tin unwritten law 
that no man slioukl liiive a third term 
as jiresidont, social and political con- 
ditions over tho border had so changed 
since the days of AV'asiilngton and 
Grant that all such things would bo 
forgotten by the people of tlie Union 
111 their overwhelming desire to re- 
elect Mr. Roosevelt. The New Yorker 
said. In fact, that Rosevelt would get ' 
tho Republican nomination in Chicago 
in June and would bo elected. Quite 
likely, ho added, Taft would get <a 
plurality of votes at tho first ballot, 
but later on the name of Roosevelt 
would carr.v the convention by storm 
and bis nomination would be mado 
unanimous. 

The President would, no doubt, re- 
fuse the nomination, but that woijld bo 
one of tho occasions when no would 
not bo accepted as an answer. He 
would be nominated and elected In 
spite of himself, opined the president 
of tile Republican League, which is a 
tlioroughly Roosevelt organization, and 
with. its 170,000 members ha'3 beon con- 
sidered as a buffer, holding the' bal- 
ance of power between the rival , fac- 
tions. 

"What do you think of Mr* Bryan's • 
■attitude 111 case Mr. Roosevelt is the 
Republican candidate?" was a.3kcd. 

"Nothing will ever Induce Mr. Bryan 
to oppose tho President. If Mr. T.aft 
were nominated Mr. Bryan would ap- 
peal to tho country as the iititurai ex- 
ponent of tho Roosevelt policy, but 
j'ou will see that wlion Mr. Roosevelt 
gets the nomiu.ation next June in Chi- 
cago another than William Jennings 
Bryan will be nominated by the na- 
tional Democracy at Denver a month 
later." 

Mr. Stewart has just arrived from 
the Southern States, whore he went on 
private business, but he did a little or- 
ganizing as well, and ho declared that 
any other sentiment than that favi r- 
able to Roosevelt's re-election had to 
be manufactured throughout tlio South. 
Tho new South, he adds, is solid for 
the President, and he also claims tliat 
Roosevelt will carry tho States of Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, hence this Inroad into tho 
"solid South," together with the eer- 
talnty of carrying New York State, by 
two hundred thousand, would ensure 
tho President's I'o-eleotlon 'by a very 
substantial majority of the electoral 
college. Hg claimed that tho whlto 
Republican vote of Nortli Carolina had 
Increased from sixteen to eighty thou- 
snjid, and that tiic business men of tho 
Southern States wore almost sure to 
favor tho third term. As .a manufac- 
turer, Mr. Stewart said he is one of the 
men who opposed tiio policy of exter- 
minating all individual effort and on- 
teriirise for the benelit of abnormal 
aggregations of capital. Ho would 
rather see a groat many thousands of 
men In t!;e United States worth each 
a million dollars than have five or a 
dozen worth $500,000,000 each, and this 
was the vlow which liad taken hold of 
the people, and they looked upon Mr. 
Rosevclt as their natural champion 
and spokesman. 

Ho did not think any of tho great 
railway magnates, except, pcrhaiis, 
Harriman, would openly opjiose the 
President's re-election. Questioned as 
to the ))art the election fund would 
play in case Mr. Roosevelt wt>re chosen 
by the Chicago convention, Mr. Stew- 
art said that all the money reciuired 
lor legitimate purposes lo put tho 
President bade to tho White House 
would be forthcoming, and he did not 
have any appreliension that tho "barl" 
would prevail to any great extent 
against him. 

Mr. Stewart remarked that while 
talking witli the President ti few days 
ago he was struck wltli Mr. Itoosnvell'd 
friendliness towards and Interest In 
the Domininn of c.uiada. They had, 
in fact, dlscus.sed the proposal to ap- 
point a commission, such appointment 
to come from the governments of Can- . 
uda, the United .Statics and Mexico, to 
take up tiie question of an internation- 
al currency to be used in thosij three 
countries. He, of course, wanted it to , 
be understood that lie had no .special 
mission In this matter, but when in 
Otlaw.a lie would be glad to go over It 
with tho Hon. Mr. Fielding, minister of 
finance. 

Jlr. .Stewart was entertained at lun- 
i:-lieon on .Saturday at the Mount Royal 
Club liy Mr. Alexander Lacostc, wlio 
invited a number of friends to meet 
the Republican leader.

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HE Plains of Abraham stand 
aloiie aniong the world's immor- 
tal battlefields, as the place 
where an empire was lost and 
won in the first clash of arms, 
tlic balance of victory was re- 
dressed in the second, and the 
honor of each army was height- 
ened in both. 

Famous as they are, however, 
the Plains are not the only battlefield at Que- 
bec, nor even the only one that is a source of 
pride to tlie French and English-speaking- 
peoples. In less than a century Americans, 
British, French and French-Canadians took 
part in four sieges and five battles. There 
were decisive actions ; but the losing side was 
never disgraced, and the winning side was al- 
ways composed of allied forces who shared 
the triumph among them. American Rangers 
, accompanied Wolfe, and French-Canadians 
helped Carleton to save the future Dominion ; 
while French and French-Canadians together 
won the day under Frontenac, under Mont- 
calm at Montmorency, and under Levis at Sle. 
Foy. 

There is no record known — nor even any 
legend in tradition^ — of so many such momen- 
tous feats of arms performed, on land and wa- 
ter, by fleets and armies of so many different 
peoples, with so much alternate victory and 
sucli Iionor in defeat, and all within a single 
scene. And so it is no exaggeration of this 
commemorative hour, but the lasting, well- 
authenticated truth to say that, take them for 
all in all, the fields of battle at Quebec are 
quite unique in universal history. 

And is not today also unique as an oppor- 
tunity to take occasion by the hand, to set this 
priceless ground apart from the catalogue of 
common things, and preserve it as an Anglo- 
French heirloom for all time to come? An 
appeal to history would be most appropriate 
. td any year within the final decade of the 
Htlndred Years Peace between the once-con- 
tending powers of France, the British Em- 
pire, and the United States. But 190S is by 
far the best year among the ten ; for it marks 
the 300th birthday of the Canada which has 
become the senior of all tlie oversea self-gov- 
erning dominions of the King — and under 
what king could we more fitly celebrate this 
imperishable entente cordiale d'honheur?

The secret instructions sent out from 
France in 1759 were the death-warrant of 
Montcalm : I^a guerre est Ic tombcau dcs 
Montcalm. " .... it is indispensable 
to keep a foothold .... The King 
counts upon your zeal, courage and tenacity." 
Montcalm replied: "... I shall do 
everything to save this unhappy colony, or 
die." And he kept his word. He bad already 
done splendid service in a losing cause; 
stemming the enemy's advance by three des- 
perate rear-guard victories in three successive 
years. Now he stood at bay for the last time. 
The countr}^ was starving. The corrupt In- 
tcndant and his myrmidons were still preying 
on all that was left of its resources. The army 
had numbers enough, and French and Cana- 
dian gallantry to spare. But the Governor 
added spiteful interference to the other dis- 
tractions of a divided command. The mail 
that brought the final orders was the first for 
eight months. And Old France and Xcw 
were completely separated by a thousand 
leagues of hostile sea, in whose invisible, con- 
stricting grasp Quebec had long been held. 

In June, Admiral Saunders led up the St. 
Lawrence the greatest fleet then afloat in the 
world. Saunders was a star of the service 
even among the galaxy then renowned at sea. 
With him were the future Lord St. A'inccnt, 
the futiu'c Captain Cook, wlio made the first 
British chart of the river, and several more 
who rose to high distinction. His fleet com- 
prised a (juarlcr of the Avliolc T'loyal Navy, 
and, with its convoy, numbered 277 sail of 
every kind. Splendidly navigated by twice as 
many seamen as Wolfe's 9,000 soldiers it held 
the river eastward with one hand, while, with 
the other, it made the besiegers an amphibious 
force. 

Wolfe, worn out, half despairing, twice re- 
jDulsed, at last saw his chance. I'lanning and 
acting entire!}' on his own initiali\-e, he crown- 
ed three days of finely combined manoeuvres, 
on land and water, over a front of. thirty miles, 
by ' the consummate stratagem which placed 
the "first of all two-deep thin red lines across 
the Plains of Abraham exactly at the favorable 
moment. y\nd who that knows battle and 
battlefield knows of another scene and setting 
like this one on that 13th morning of Scptcm- 

• ber? 

"All nature contains no scene more fit for 
\ mighty deeds than the stupendous ampln- 
. theatre in the midst of which Wolfe was wait- 
ing to play the hero's part. For the top of the 

• ' promontory made a giant stage, where his 

army now stood between the stronghold of 
New France and the whole dominion of the 
West. Immediately before him lay his chosen 
battlefield; beyond that, Quebec. To his left 
lay the northern theatre, gradually rising and 
widening* ;th rough all its magnificent expanse, • 
imttl tKe' far-ranging Laurentians cTo^ed in the 
view with their rampart-like blue senn-circle of 
eighty miles. To his right, the southern 
theatre ; where league upon league of undulat- 
ing upland rolled outward to a still farther-off 
horizon, wiiose wider semi-circle, curving in 
to overlap its northern counteri^art, made the 
vast mountain-ring complete. While, east and 
ikwcst, across the arenu Avhcrc he was about to 



majestic river, full-charged, with the right? 
hand force of Britain, ebbed and flowed, 
th/ough gates of empire, on its uniting coursd 

between Earth's greatest lakes and greatest 
Ocean. And here, it>o, at these Narrows of 
Quebec, lay the fit meeting place of the Old 
World with (he New. For the westward river 
gate led on to the labyrinthine water way. of 
all America, while the eastward stood more 
open still — flung wide to all the Seven Seas." 

Meanwhile, .Montcalm had done all"" he 
could against false friends and open enemies. 
He liad repulsed Wolfe's assault at Montmor- 
enc}' and checkmated every move he could 
divine through the nearly impenetrable screen 
of the British fleet. A week before the battle 
he had sent a regiment to guard the Heights 
of Abraham 5 and, on the very eve of it, had 
ordered back the same regiment to watch 
the path up which Wolfe came next morning. 
I!ut the GoN'ernor again countcr-ordtered. 
"I'here they are again where they have no 
right to be!" — and Montcalm simrred on to 
reconnoitre the red wall that had so suddenly 
sprimg u]) across the Plains. He had no choice 
but instant action, "... he rode down 
the front of his line of battle, stopping to say 
a few stirring words to each regiment as he 
passed. \Vhencvcr he a.skcd the men if they 
were tired, they said they were never tired 
before a battle ; and all ranks showed as much 
eagerness to come to close quarters as the 
British did the'mselves. . . , Montcalm 
towered alnft and alone — the last great French- 
man of the Western World ... he 
never stood higher in all manly minds than 
on that fatal day. And, as he fbde before his 
men there, his presence seemed to call them 
on like a drapeau vivant of Fra'ilce herself." 
He fought like a general and died like a hero. 

Never were stauucher champions than those 
two leaders and their six brigadiers. "Let us 
remember how, on the victorious side, the 
young connnandcr was killed in the forefront 
of the fight; how his successor was woimded 
at the head of his brigade; and how the com- 
mand-in-chief passed from hand to hand, with 
bewildering rapidity, till each of the four Bri- 
tish Generals had held it in turn during the 
space of one .short half-hour; then, how the de- 
votion of the four Generals on the other side 
was even more conspicuous, since every single 
one of these brave men laid down his life to 
save the day for France; and, above all, let u§ 
remember how lasting the twin renown of 
Wolfe and Montcalm themselves should' be; 
when the one was so consummate ita his vic- 
tory, and the other so truly glorious in defeat." 

The next year saw the second battle of the 
Plains, when Levis marched down from Mon- 
treal, over tile almost impassable spring roads, 
and beat back Aiurra}'^ within the walls, after 
a very desperate and bloody fight. At the 
propitious moment Levis rode along his line, 
with his hat on the point of his sword, as the 
signal for a general chaige, in which the 
French-Canadians greatly distinguished them- 
selves. He quickly invested the town and 
drove the seige home to the utmost. "At nine 
o'clock on the night of tlie 15th of ^lay three 
men-of-war came in together. The officer 
commanding at Beaupott immediately, sent 
Levis a dispatch to say the French ships had 
just arrived. But the messenger was stopped 
by ^lurray's outposts. Levis himself was 
meanwdiilc preparing to advance on Quebec in 
force; when a prisoner, who had just been 
taken, told him these vessels were the van- 
guard of the British fleet!" Of course, he 
raised the seige at once. But he retired un- 
conquered; and Vauquelin covered his line of 
retreat by water as gallantly as he had made 
his own advance by land. Thus France left 
Quebec with all the honors of war.

'piere's the call of the blood — of the best 
of our living, pulsing, quickening blood today 



— a call to every French and English ear — 
from this one ground alone — and therefore an 
irresistible appeal from all the Battlefields to- 
gether. The causes of strife arc long since 
outworn and cast aside; only its chivalry re- 
mains. The meaner passions, jealousies, and 
schemes, arose and floiudshed most in courts, 
and parliaments and mobs of different coun- 
tries, far asunder. But the finer essence of 
the fatherlands was in the men who actually 
met in arms. And here, now and forever, are 
the field, the memory and the inspiration of 
all that was most herO'iC' in the contending 
races. 

From Champlain to Carleton, in many 
troublous times during 167 years, Quebec was 
the scene of fateful action for Iroquois and 
Huron; for French of every quarter, from 
Normandy and Brittany to Languedoc and 
Roussillon ; for French-Canadians of the whole 
long waterwaj^ from the Lakes and Missis- 
sipi to the St. Lawrence and Atlantic ; for 
Americans from their thirteen colonies; for all 
the kindred of the British Isles — English, 
Irish, Scotch and Welsh, Channel Islanders 
and Orcadians; and for Newfoundlanders, the 
first Anglo-Canadians, and the forerunners of 
the United Empire Loyalists. 

Champlain, in 1608, first built his Abita- 
cion against the menace of the wilderness. In 
1629 the Kirkes sailed up and took his Fort 
St. Louis in the name of Charles I., who 
granted the unconsidered trifle of "The Lord- 
ship and County of Canada" to his good friend, 
Sir William Alexander! But in 1690 the sum- 
mons of Sir William Phips was victoriously 
answered by Frontenac — "from the mouth of 
my cannon." In 1759 Montcalm won his 
fourth victory by repulsing Wolfe at Mont- 
moI^;ncy; then both died on the Plains, where 
Levis and Murray fought again next year. 
Finally, on the last day of 1775, French and 
English first stood together as the British dc- 
fence of Canada, under Carleton, against 
Montgomery and Arryold. This is our true 
wonder-tale of war; and we have nothing to 
fear from the truth. 

Is it to be thought of that we should fail 
'to dedicate what our Arefathcrs have so con- 
secrated as the one freld of glory common to 
us all? Remember, Hfere is no question of 
barring modern progress — the energy for 
which ^ we inherit frCim these very ancestors. 
No town should ever Jje, made a mere "show 
place," devoted' to t^lid pettier kinds of tour- 
istry and dilettant anfiqiiarian delight. But 
Quebec has room to S6t" aside the most typical 
spots for commemmoration, and this on the 
sound business principle of putting every site 
to its most efficient use. So there remains 
nothing beyond the time and trouble and ex- 
pense of making what will become, in fact 
and name, Battlefield Park. This will include 
the best of what must always be known as the 
Plains of Abraham, and the best of every other 
centre of action that can be preserved in 
whole, or part, or only in souvenir by means 
of a tablet. Appropriate places within these 
limits could be chosen to commemorate the 
names, of eleven historic characters: Cham- 
])lain, who founded Canada; Montcalm, Wolfe, 
Levis, Murray, Saunders and Vauquelin, who 
fought for her; Cook and Bougainville, the 
circumnavigators, who did her yeoman ser- 
vice ; and Frontenac and Carleton, who saved 
her in different ways, but to the sartie end. 

High above all, on the calm central supi- 
mit, the Angcl of Peace, folding her wings to 
rest, will stand in benediction of the scene. 
In her blest jirescnce the heirs of a fame told 
round the world in French and English speech 
can dwell upon a bounteous view that has long 
forgotten the strange, grim face of war. And 
yet . . . the statue rests on a field of 
battle, and their own [)eace on ancestral 
prowess. The very ground reminds them of 
supreme ordeals. And though, in mere size, 
it is no rtiore, to the whole vast bulk of Can- 



ada, than the flag is to a man-of-war, yet, like 
•^Ihe flag, is is the sign and symbol of a people!s 
soul.
